WASHINGTON; -Avg. 15,—Since - the 
armistice was signed the War Depart- 
ment has) ateépted the resignations of} 3 
nearly 1,300 officers of the regular ‘atmy, 
and it is known that a large number of 
other ‘resignations are now being. .con- 
sidered, while scores of other officers of 
the regular establishment, who have not 
filed resignations, are-known: to be de- 
‘sirous of leaving the service. In July 
alone there were about. 160 resigna- 
tions accepted, more than twice as many 
wtticers as resigned in the’ entire ten 
years immediately prior to this country’s 
entry into the war in 1917. 

The Situation created as a. result of 
the wholesale resignations of: officers, 
most of them: junior officers—the very 
backbone of the regular cstablishment— 
is so’ serious that General March, the 
Chief of. Staff, instructed the Morale 
Division of the General Staff to make a’ 
complete and thorough investigation. 
The results of that invéstigation were 
filed this morning with Major~ Gen. 
William G. Haan, the Chief of the’ Plans 
Division of the General Staff, who ‘im- 
mediately transmitted it to General 
March. S 

The investigation shows that the 
enormous increase in the: cost: of living 
is in the main responsible for the great 
loss in officer personnel. In the great 
majority of the cases of younger offi- 
cers the pay received is less than that 
now given to unskilled laborers. Further-

Cold Storage Hoardings Increase. 


The monthly report of cold storage 
holdings, issued by the State Division of 


Foods and Markets, showing the amount 
of foodstuffs in storage of Aug. 1, in- 
dicates that considerably. larger quanti- 
ties of butter, eggs, frozen pork, frozen 
lamb, and mutton were in storage on 
that date than on the same day of the 
previous month. The same items also 
chow larger amounts in storage than a 
year ago. Poultry of all kinds and mis- 
cellaneous meats are less than last 
month, but show increases over the 
month previous, 

The greatest increase shown is in the 
amount of butter in storage, which. is 
approximately 6,000,000 pounds more 
than last month and more than 5,000,000 
pounds greater than a year ago. Next 
comes frozen pork, showing an increase 
of a little over 1,000,000 pounds com- 
pared with’. July of this year and an 
increase of more than 4,000,000 pounds 
Lover last year. Frozen lamb and mut- 
ton show a small increase during the 
oe? period, but dare-still more tnan 

2,500,000 pounds greater than last year.

COBLENZ, Aug. 14.—The industrial 
rehabilitation of Germany is seriously 
threatened by the coal shortage, which 
promises to become worse and whith 
has already imposed a handicap upon 
the recovery of the manufacturing abil- 
ity of the nation. 

An Amegican Military Intelligence: re- 
port says that an examination of .busi- 
ness' mail shows that German firms: are 


turning down a great ‘number of. orders |. 


from -Amefica and other countries’ for 
the reason that because of the fuel.short- 
age the manufacturers cannot guarantee 
deliveries. 

While the Germans are inclined to 
blaine the cession of the Sarre Basin 
as a cause of the fuel shortage, investi- 
gation shows that the sources remain- 
ing in Germany are far from producing 
a normal yield, despite the heavier bur- 
den thrown upon them. oduction of 
coal in Bavaria has reached a new low 
mark, the mines of that State producing 
15 per cent. of what Bavaria needs. The 
Ffearlz mines are producing fairly well, 
but cannot begin to meet the demands. 

From Bohemia one-fifth of. the usual 
supply has been ship the last six 
months, The receipts m the Sarre 
region have practically stopped because 
of the dceupation. Government reports 
show that the shipments from the Ruhr 
district and the-Saxon mines are only 60 
per eént.iof the 1918) shipments, 

The causes of this falling off may be 
listed thus: First,. railroad strikes and 
miners’ strikes; second, food. troubles; 
third, fewer working hours; fourth, 
Sparticide and other political troubles. 

Both the Government and the trade 
associations are resorting to vigorous 
propaganda to speed up fuel production, 
but without much success so far.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Morg¢ than 
6,000,000 members ofthe various, war 
savings jeties of the country were 
urged today by William Mather Lewis, 
Director .of the Savings Division of the 
Treasury. Department,.;to join “in. the 
campaign he is conducting against use- 
less spending, as one means.of reducing 
the. high cost of living. . Mr. Lewis al- 
ready has obtained. the promise of mem- 


. bers of savings societies in New Eng- 


land to -help in the ‘“:work and save’’ 
plan suggested by Governor W. P. G. 
Harding of the Federal Reserve Board. 
There are 160,000 savings societies ac- 
tive in the United States at present, 
many of them in the industrial  dis- 
tricts. ° 

“Every sound analysis of the present 
price situation,”’ said Mr. Lewis today, 
“‘leads back to confirmation of Gov- 
ernor jHarding’s decision that no solution 
of high living’ costs can be reached un- 
til the country shakes off its present 
spending intoxication and settles down 
to demanding the receipt of a dollar's 
worth of food or material, measured by 
the labor or effort required to obtain 
that dollar. One great trouble is that 
millions of persons are. not spending 
from their earnings, but from their 
savings of the past two years. 

People Are Largely to Blame. 


“Liberty Bonds and other securities, 
accumulated by the most worthy pa- 
triotic sacrifice during the war, are 
being cashed at a loss to purchase lux- 
uries at prices exorbitant even for lux- 
uries. ‘The people have themselves to 
blame if prices of necessities have fol- 
lowed the prices of luxuries upward, 
when merchants observed the absolute 
carelessness with which people parted 
with their money. . We read without 
particular. surprise, because of numer- 
ous similar instances, of a farmer buy- 
ing the entire stock of expensive haber- 
dashery in the store where he was 
previously accustomed to drive hard 
bargains for necessities. 

*“It is not essential that we return to 
the extremes of nomy, still less the 
actual. sacrifices of war times. It is 
essential, however, that we keep firm 
hold on the savings accumulated by 
purchase of war finance securities, not 
only a matter of selfish benefit, but 
as a factor in bringing prices down. 

‘“*It is absolutely necessary, as Gov- 
ernor Harding has point¢d out, to work 
regularly and efficiently in order to 
produce and distribute the largest pos- 
sible volume of commodities and to ex- 
ercise reasonable economies in -order 
that money, goods, and services may be 
devoted primarily to the liquidation of 
debt and to the satisfaction of the dé- 
mand for necessities, rather than to in- 
dulgence of desires for luxuries. 

“Along *thése linés lies unbounded 
national séPvite’ by 
War savings societies and their mem- | 
bers. Enrolled in the societies are more | 
than six millidn people,. close to the | 
very heart of American industrial life. | 
It is in their power to increase the flow | 
of production through the. arteries of | 
industry, . It. is in their power to check 
waste, not only among themselves and | 
tHose dependent. on them, but among | 
all in the communities in which they 
live."

Managers’ Reply to Unions. 


Shortly after their conference with the 
representatives of the stage hands and 
musicians the managers sent Mr. Shay 
the following letter:

Dear Mr. oom It is with much 
regret that the oducing Managers’ 
Association is unable to accept the 
suggestion of the Theatrical /Mechanics’ 
Union and the Musicians’ Union, of a 
conference with the Actors’ Equity 
Association. You assure us in. ad- 
vance that the Actors‘ pe owed Asso- 
ciation will ask of us no stipulation to 
employ only its*members. he events 
of the’past ten days have demonstrat- 
ed that though the Actors’ Equity 
Association does* n now expressly 
demand the employment of none but 
its members, recognition of the Asso- 
ciation would automatically create 
this condition in the theatre. 

The methods employed by ‘this asso- 
ciation in the past ten’ days have 
proved this beyond a doubt. The in- 
timidating, *brow-beating, threatening, 
and coercion of actors, the public 
threats that no member of the. associ- 
ation would ever appear on any stage 
with any actor at present living up to 
his contract, the extraordinary third- 
degree methods employed té intimidate 
actors from fulfilling engagements for 
which they, were under contract, the 
countless impositions on _ personal 
right, comfort, and safety; prove to 
us beyond all doubt that no actor’s 
life or career in the ‘theatre would be 
possible if he refused to ally himself 
with and be dictated to by the Actors’ 
Equity Association. 

This condition we believe would be 
the death of the theatre, and ‘we must 
oppose this to the last. 

You also assure us that if we enter 
into agreement with the Actors’ Equity 
Association there would be no ssi- 
bility of a concerted and general vio- 
lation of imdividual contracts in the 
future. The present strike, in disre- 
ky of existing contracts, makes it 

ifficult to agree with you in this. 
We feel that so long as the Actors’ 
Equity Association is the dictator of 
the individual actor the general viola- 
tion of contracts is always a grave 
possibility, a possibility that none of 
us is financially able to face. 

Permit me to 'say that we are dis-- 
cussing these matters in their rela- 
tion to the highly individualized serv- 
ices of the artists with whom the the- 
atre enters into particular and long- 
time contracts. We have np hostility 
to labor organizations, or to those 
forms of it which have proved them- 
selves adaptabie to conditions existing 
in the theatre. Our agreeable rela- 
tions with your organizations for the 
past twenty years are proof of this. 

We realize that this step may mean 
a severance of relations between us 
and our stage crews and musicians. 
We-regret this deeply, yet there is con- 
solation in the fact that our fight is 
your fight and that if we succeed in 
=a the theatre from being throt- 
tled it will be a —— of long 
future employment for your people.

I 
would stick with them and what’s more 
I would back the new organization of 
actors with $100,000 of my own money.”’

ORGANIZING STAFF - 


FOR NEW STATE TAX 


“Travis Begins to Ar- 
range for Collection of 
Income Revenue. 


State Controller Eugene M. Travis has 
begun the preliminary work for the col- 
lection of upward’ of $45,000,000 income 
tax in this State. ~In announcing this 
yesterday he said that the collection of 
the tax from those having an annual 
income of $1,000 or over, required. the 
building ‘up of a large organization if 
the law is to be carried out smoothly 
and with a minimum of inconvenience. 

For.the establishment of branch offices 
from which information can be dissem- 
inated, tentative arrangements have 
been made for locations in Albany ant 
New York where the State already has 

blished’ offices. for the several. de- 
partments. As the demand increases, it 
is probable that additional offiges will 
be established in different parts of the 
State, but it will probably not be neces- 
sary to place one in every county. 

The work of distributing information 
regarding the new tax has already. been 
begun. ‘This work was performed by 
the regularly employed staff of the 
Controller's office, who Voluntarily de- 
voted considerable time to the task. .An 
income-tax primer containing more than 
100 questions and answers, together with 
the text of the new law and a complete 
index, has been printed and is now 
available for distribution. 

‘* Later,’’ the Controlter explained, 
‘when rules and regulatiens have been 
formulated and adopted, a series of 
bulletins will be published and dis- 
tributed. ‘These statements will contain 
complete information and will advise 
each taxpayer just what must be done 
when the tax is tobe paid. The Con- 
troller’s office {s determined that noth- 
ing shall be permitted to delay the work 
and the taxpayers will all be informed 
of what is expected of them and of 
their ability to pay the taxes. 

“#Co-operation from the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the financial authorities of 
Wisconsin and Massachusetts, . where 
income tax laws have been in force for 
several years past, has been received 
Great -assistance has also been offered 
and accepted from banking institutions, 
corporations and the newspapers in the 
effort to. spread. correet information 
about the law. Concurrently with this 
campaign of education, the office has 
pursued the work of formulating rules 
and regulations and the preparing of 
suitable blanks and reports. 

“The designation of expert men and 
women to the work is\of extreme im- 
portance, particularly in view of the 
Introduction of this form of taxation, 
which, so far has met with great op- 
position, especially from non-residents 
of the State, whom the statute. has 
declared are not entitled to the same 
exemptions~: offered. residents. earning 
their livelihood: in this State. Right 
here it should be explained- that while 
individuals may have differed in their 
opinions respecting the merits: or de- 
merits of this plan of taxation, these 
views should be submerged now in an 
honest endeavor to comply with the 
legal requirements. > 

‘*No legislation of recent years car- 
ries with its” enforcement a greater re- 
sponsibility to the tax-payers of the 
State than the new law. Because of 
this situation, it is incumbent upon the 
Controller to assure the public that he 


will strive to execute the powers con- 
ferred according to the purposes and in- 
tent of ‘the act, and in a manner fair 
alike to the State and to the individual 
affected thereby. In this effort, he is 
hopeful of having the earnest and hearty 
co-operation of all citizens.

LOWELL ASKS AD | 
FOR HARVARD FUND 


Pleads for. Education of Amer- 
“ican Youth Here Instead 
of Abroad. 


WANTS SALARIES INCREASED 


President Appeals to Graduates to 
Help Toward Better Pay 
for Professors. 


An appeal to Harvard graduates to 
subscribe to the’ fund of $11,000,000 for 
Harvard University ‘was made yester- 
d by ‘President Lowell through ‘the 

rvard Endowment Fund Committee. 
In’ it he pleaded ‘for the education of 
American youth in American un{versities 
instead of.in foretgn countries. 

‘The New ‘World has had cast upon 
it- by the war many new rseponsibili- 
ties,” wrote President Lowell. ‘‘ We 
have to shoulder, to some extent, the 
industries of Europe. We have duties— 
material, financial, and political—toward 
the rest of the world, but -we have an- 
other duty, too,.and that is intellectual. 
Our young men formerly have gone 
abroad to be educated, but it is now for 
us to educate them at home and make- 
ourselves not only a centre of industry, 
not only the ‘ereatest industrial nation 
in the world, but the greatest intellectual 
nation in the world. If it is to be done, 
it must be done with the aid of’ and 
mainly by means of our. universities. 

“‘ That is the quéstion that lies before 
us- today, and it wil be solved. The 
question is as to where it shall be done. 
Those of us who are Harvard men will 
say she has been the first in time, and 
we do not contemplate that she shall 
forsake her traditions. We are trying 
to teach the youth, and you know and I 
know that you all feel that the work- 
man is worthy of his hire, and he is not 
receiving it. 

* That. hire must‘be increased, and it 
must be increased very largely, not only 
for teaching, but for the other things 
that go with it.. We must be the great 
nation to carry knowledge. We must 
have sufficient teachers to enable the 
greatest among them to give up their 
classes for a year or two and write 
books, to make permanent what they 
know, and not let their knowledge die 
with them. We want something which 
will enable us to do the things which 
will permit those contributions to come 
out. It is thetic at times to see the 
possibilities which we have in that di- 
rection, and which are cramped simply 
because we have not the means. 


Pats Professors’ Case. 


““Té does not pay the community to 
underpay its professors, and that is 
what we are doing today. The cost of 
living has gone up tremendously; I do 
not know how much. I do know-it 
costing a great deal more for our pro- 
fessors to live, and I know that some 
of them are quite unable to live as trey 
should. What a préfessor wants is not 
& fortune, but enough to live comfort- 
ably in the scale of life in which a 
professor ought to live, and he wants 
to educate his. children as: highly as he 
was educated himself,.and he wants to 
provide for his old age. 

“And in another way the question 
appears. A public man, at Commence- 
ment last June, said that if you under- 
pay any body of men in the community 
they will be discontented, and the class 
that you cannot afford to have discon- 
tented is the class that teaches your 
youth, 

“This is the first time the university 
has turned to her sons as a whole. The 
dear old mother is sitting there ready 
to do a greater: work than she has ever 
dene for the country, which stands as 
the nation to which all the people of the 
world are looking, and we turn to our 
sons and ask if they will help their 
mother to do what.she can to develop 
this nation. 

Harvard is one, of course, of many 
sisters. Far it from: me to criticise 
the others. If we can convince the com- 
munity of what a university stands for 
in the life of the people,-our people will 
rise and support their universities. 

‘“‘ Did it ever occur to you that the 
most “ogee, « institutions man has 
founded are his universities? Did it 
ever occur’ to you that the universities 
of the Middle Ages have lived through 
all the changes that have taken place 
since, then? The University of . Paris 
has spen all the upheavals that have 
taken’ place in nee, and usually 
within sound of the Sorbonne, and has 
survived them all. Oxford and Cam- 
bridge have lived through the Wars of 
the Roses and through the English 
Revolution, and have continued to be 
just as vital and just as strong as they 
ever were before, ? Because the 
university really contributes to the high- 
est in civilization and contributes some- 
thing that is eternal. 


Must Rise to Needs.

Joseph T. Dickman, commanded 
all the, American troops that were’ sent 
into Germany. 

’ The advance guard of\the division’ will 
arrive here on the Agamemnon on 
Wednesday and will proceed at once to 
Camp Mills to await the arrival of thé 
entire command. ‘These units are the 
98th Machine Gun Battalion, the Supply 
and Machine Gun: Companies of the 38th 
Infantry, and the 18th Field Artillery. 
No sailing orders for the remainder ot 
the division have been recéived yet at 
the Port of Debarkation here,: although 
most of the units are at Brest waiting 
to embark. Officers at the army sta- 
tion here know of no military reason 
for delaying the shipment of* the divi- 
sion. All of the units were to have left 
Coblenz before Aug. 7. 

One of the first regiments to reach this 
port will be the 38th Infantry, an organ- 
igation formed just at the beginning of 
the war as part of the extension of the 
regular army. It is generally\ credited 
with having been the regiment that Gen- 
eral Pershing intended to eommend | 
his annual report wnen he tolf of one 
regular army organization having held 
its positions at the Marne despite mur- 
derous fire on three sides.

If the President had risked everything 
in standing. for the immediate and com- 
plete realization of the Chinese demands, 
and had broken up the conference upon 
that issue, it would' not have put Japan 
either politically or economically out of 
China. Neither our people nor the Brit- 
ish certainly would have gone to war 
with Japan solely to keep her out of 
Shantung. The only hope of China in 
the future—and Wilson looks not only 
te the removal of the sphere of influ- 
ence which Japan controls, but to the 
removal of all other spheres of foreign 
influence in China~-is through a firm 
world organisation, a League of Nations 
in which these problems can we brought 
up for peaceful settlement. 

Disappointed Chinese. 


I went to see the Chinese delegates 
at their headquarters in the Horel 
Lutetia immédiately after this decision 
was made, on April 30, and found them 
bitterly disappointed. They had ex- 
pected the full’ and immediate’ realiza- 
tion of their demands at the hands of 
the conference, and had not succeeded 
in getting them, because other tremen- 
dous forces in the worlll’s affgirs, other 
considerations and necessiti¢és,: had pre- 
vailed.

Who Wrote the Placards? 


All the placards,.in fact, are as ’re- 
freshing and interesting as. the ‘garden 
itself.. Inquiry ~ brought‘ the assertion 
that Charles Lathrop Pack, who has 
his name stenciled' up as President of 
the National War Garden Commission, 
Washington, D. C., with the additional 
information that tais is the New York 
Headquarters, all on the side of a tiny 
white and green structure, with ‘Dutch 
porch seats and white cottage curtains, 
wrote those placards’ all himself, byt 
they have a quality of common citizen- 
ship, a neighborhood - quality, which 
makes one feel that. everybody had a 
hand in them. Several tall, thin men, 
with graying. hair and sun-reddened 
necks, are discussing the fine points of 
some sugar beets; they look as though 
they might have taken a hand with 
some of the placards, but the ubiquitous 
small boy must have done at least one 
of them.

There are other interesting things, 
though, besides the placards. There is 
a glass jar of tomato worms that -would 
delight any urchin’s heart. This stands 
on a camp chair, and fastened to the 
back is a statement that Mr. Tomato 
Worm is. best ~“ hand-picked.”’ One 
learns that small eggs are laid on the 
plant at night by a moth; the. resulting 
worms drop to the ground after.they are 
full grown and spin a cocoon, which re- 
mains in the soil all Winter and in the 
Spring opens up for the moth to escape 
and start the destructive work all over 
again. Nothing could be more simple 
than the language used .on. thege 
placards, and one young couple, who 
were plainly about to start a little Gar- 
den of Eden of their own, said it was a 
comfort to find things written in words 
that were all understandable.

It now seems to be 
generally conceded 
that the prices of com- 
modities are artificial, 
that is, that they are 
mot governed. by the so-called law of 
gupply and demand or in accordance 
with costs of production. Neither, in 
this country, is there the check to un- 
Umited price increases which imports 
afford in normal times. The domestic 
Producer or manufacturer has things 
his own way. One who was referred 
to as ‘‘a prominent official of the 
American Association of Woolen and 
Worsted Manufacturers ’’ was quoted 
the other day as saying: 


The present condition is one of 
hysteria. It is like it is in Wall Street 
when some one is caught badly short 
of the market. It is a squeeze,’ 
and only a question of what one side 
will let the other side out for. It has 
mot been a question of intrinsic value 
or anything else. It has been one of 
how much will the trade stand that 
has made market prices. 

While this.very frank statement is a 
good description of conditions in some 
respects, the comparison made. fails 
to take into account the public aspect. 
When a ‘* squeeze ’’ is engineered in 
Wall Street only the gamblers. or spec- 
wiators suffer. The public’s interest 
is not affected. But when the -like 
thing is done with food and clothing 
ft becomes a matter of concern to 
every one. And the greatest sufferers 
are apt to be those least able to stand 
added burdens.

Such incidents 
during the last 
week as the seiz- 
ure of foods in 
storage, the con- 
viction of a person charging too much 
for sugar, the appointment of com- 
missions to investigate prices, the of- 
fering of surplus Government stocks 
of and textiles, and the activities 
of Grand Juries and prosecuting offi- 
cers in various parts of the country, 
have already produced a very percept- 
ible effect. Some reductions of food 
prices have been made, second hands 
--otherwise speculators—in various 
kinds of commodities are trying to get 
rid of their holdings, talk of further 
price increases has stopped, and pro- 
ducers and manufacturers are begin- 
ning to talk as though they expected 
reductions before long. There has 
also been some noticeable check to 
buying on the part of wholesalers and 
the larger retailers in divers lines. No 
One expects any very sudden drop in 
prices in the immediate future but, 
with the apprehension gone that 
prices may go up further, there is no 
longer the inducement to be in a great 
hurry to buy before such a thing takes 
place. Then, too, the effect on the 
general public of the publicity of the 
measures to reduce the cost of living 
helps to make matters a little uncer- 
tain and to induce caution. There is 
bound to be some effect on buyers at 
retail, but what form this will take 
fs the question. If any considerable 
mumber hold back from buying and 
await lower prices, there is apt to be 
trouble all along the line. Even a 
temporary cessation of purchases 
would make the inflated lot of prices 
topple down like a house of cards.

the projects for dealing with the prob- 
lems of reconstruction which several 
of the countries were said to have had 
hall ready for immediate operation 
when hostilities should cease.

In these respects the conditions. are 
very much the same as they are in 
this country, and in them as well as 
here a lot of criticism is leveled at the 
authorities for not having been more 
efficient. But the fact is that no one 
did, or could, foresee the consequences 
of a war of the kind which the world 
has just passed through. There were 
no precedents to serve as a guide. No 
cataclysm in the world’s history ever 
involved so many. nations or disrupted 
to such an extent the agencies of pro- 
duction, distribution, and finance. If 
a similar state of affairs should ever 
recur. it may be dealt with in the light 
of the present experience.

A query that would 
naturally arise from 
an. inspection of the 
recent quotations of 
cotton is whether the 
high point has not already been passed 
without chance of return. The recent 
trend has been unmistakably down- 
ward, despite some spurts of activity 
the other way based on = stories of 
damage to the crops by storms or in- 
sects. The strictly statistical position 
of cotton has not been improved by 
recent disclosures. A strong point 
with those who were predicting very 
high prices for the crop now growing | *? 
was that Germany would need and 
take a very large quantity. This does 
not seem so likely now. Even in nor- 
mal times that country did not take 
the 2,500,000 bales or so with which 
it was credited. It was simply the 
sluceway through which the cotton 
went to other countries. Now it 
begins to look as though the Germans 
would keep on using some of the sub- 
stitutes for cotton like nettle fibre, 
and eke out with the cheaper Indian 
cotton which they know how to utilize. 
The total exports of cotton in the fis- 
cal year ended with June 30 were only 
5,295,711 bales, as against a normal 
of over 9,000,000. The shipping situ- 
ation seems to preclude the hope of 
reaching any such figure as the last 
mentioned, even if adequate financial 
arrangements could be made for it. 
Unless things change materially it be- 
gins to look dubious if the entire for- 
eign takings will reach the amount of 
the carryover from the last cotton 
year, The. domestic consumption also 
continues low. In the goods market 
during the last week, the feature has 
been the undisguised attempt of the 
speculators to get from under as well 
and as quickly as possible. They have 
no illustions as to what the official 
attempts to stop profiteering mean. 
So. prices have dropped and the in- 
fluences which have helped to push 
them up for so long have ceased to 
operate. The results between now 
and the end of the year are likely to 


prove an interesting study.

This Claim Is Made for the Dress 
Manufacturing Industry. 


Manufacturers of women’s, misses’, 
and children’s dresses will welcome any 
investigations by Government authori- 
ties as part of the profiteering probe 
now under way, according to a state- 
ment issued yesterday by the Associated 
Dress Industries of America. It was 
pointed out in the statement that the 
manufacturers would be given a “‘ clean 
bill of health ’’ if any such investiga- 
tion is made, due to the fact that they 
contend that never before in the history 
of the dress industry have the manu- 
 oxbateyonks worked s0 ‘‘ close to shore.’’

WAIST INDUSTRY PLEA. 


Wants Census Bureau to Keep its 
Data Apart from Dresses. 


The Census Bureau of the Department 
of Commerce has been asked by the 
United Waist League of America to list 
all figures concerning the waist manu- 
facturing industry separately, and not, 
as has been the case in the past, in 
conjunction with the dress trade. 

In his appeal to the Census Bureau 
officials, Executive Director’ M. Moses- 
sohn of the league points out that the 
waist manufacturing industry is essen- 
tially an American proposition and has 
been in existence as such for about 
thirty-five years. He further shows that 
iit has assumed such orgy A ee, 
and that manufacturers ha 
in such large numbers, 
bureau to list the industry in conjunc- 
tion with another branch of the women’s 
spparel trade is to do it an injustice 
and to take from it the prestige that it 
now enjoys.

It would be an intolerable humiliation, 
that we should be forced to go as sup- 
pliants to Weimar, to humble ourselves 
before the enemy we have conquered, to 
persuade, argue, entreat when we have 
already exercised the battle-won right 
to dictate. The Germans would be fools 
if they did not take advantage of our 
blunder and false position to insist upon 
substantial alteration of the terms im- 
posed upon them. 

But this is secondary. The -all-suf- 
ficient, compélling reason is that the 
American people do not want to see the 
President or his envoy sitting inthe 
anteroom of the German Minister of 
Foreign Affairs awaiting an opportunity 
to present his humble\ prayer for Ger- 
many’s acceptance of the Senate’s re- 
vised copy of the pac! of Peace. 


SELECTIVE IMMIGRATION. 


It is a refreshing idea which Mayor 
Oe ‘Hanson has thrown into 'the melt- 
ing pot, as refreshing ag it is common- 
sensible. If national service is to be 
selective, why not also immigration? 
Hitherto we have regarded immigrants 
' merely as laborers—so many “ hands” 
to build our railways, operate our fac- 
tories.. It is the fault of the entire eco- 
nomic thought of the nineteenth century, 
with the solitary exceptionof a few sen- 
tences from JOHN RuskIN, which suf- 
ficiently amazed his generation. Today 
' those sentences are flaring up from the 

past in letters of fire. The wealth of a 
nation is not a homogeneous thing; it 
has two elements, “the possession .and 
the possessor.” The men who come to 
live among us are not merely workers; 
they are also prospective citizens. In a 
very few years they will have at least 
, an. equal voice with the most ingrained 
_ American in determining our laws and 
the spirit of their administration. What 
will it profit how great the national pos- 
sessions are if they lapse into the hands 
ef unworthy possessors? 

In, our easy optimism, facilitated by 
the glad prospect of exploiting a con- 
tinent, we have offered our freedom to 
the “oppressed” of all nations, our 
wealth to all who are “ground down” 
in: European poverty. It has been our 
confident assumption that those who 
came to us were, like the leading’ pil- 
gtims: of ‘yore, the more independent 
_ ‘mainds and the hardier spirits’ of the 
a _ Old World. That idea has been pretty

‘This 
fee would include a further and only 
less important service to the immigrant 
and to this country—a selective distribu- 
tion of the immigrants when they ar- 
rived. In the past, “thousands of expe- 


rienced, skillful farmers” never got fur- |. 


ther than the city.in which they landed, 
becoming - sweatshop workers. They 
should go to the farming States where 
help is most needed, and where the op- 
portunity for the experienced farmer is 
greatest, Similarly, the day laborer and 
the craftsman should be put in touch 
with his best opportunities and with 
the most urgent needs of the public here. 
“ Selective admission and scientific .dis- 


tribution” are Mayor HANSON’s watch- \ 


words. 

By a notable coincidence—which may 
not . have been wholly fortuitous—the 
Mayor’s proposal was made on the sdme 
day that saw the introduction of the 
Dillingham Immigration bill into the 
Senate. This bill provides that each 
year’s influx from any country shall be 
limited strictly to 5 per cent. of the 
people from that country who are al- 
ready here. It is not to be doubted that 
a large element of the supporters of the 
bill are the labor unions, who fear com- 
petition and the lowering of wages. 
Against the bill will be arrayed all those 
who still cry.out for more “hands” at 
whatever cost to the morale of our popu- 
lation and to. the integrity of our insti- 
tutions. In this aspect the bill affords 
interesting ‘material for debate. And 
there is other contentious matter. Sena- 
tor DILLINGHAM urges that his bill will 
solve the question of Asiatic immigra- 
tion. . Already almost 5 per cent. of the 
number of Japanese among us, he says, 
are admitted under the existing agree- 
ment, On this point California has yet 
to be fully heard from. For the present, 
eifef’ emphasis is laid upon the question 
of immigration from Eastern and 
Southern Europe. As yet’ the numbers 
already here are in no very serious dis- 
proportion to ' those from Northern 
Europe. The bill, if enacted, will keep 
the proportion where it is. 


PROFITEERS’ ACCOMPLICES. 


The profiteers set. the prices of which 
everybody complains, but the harm is not 
done there. If nobody paid the prices, or 
if so few paid them that the stocks would 
be left on the sellers’ hands, the prices 
would fall promptly enough. It is the 
buying which makes goods dear, “ undue 
buying” according to one observer, 
“reckless spending” according to an- 
other. In THE TIMEs of Friday the Di- 
rector of the Savings Division of the 
Treasury Department, Mr. W. M. Lewis, 
was reported as saying: 

A veritable orgy of extravagant buy- 
ing is going on, * * * nothing else 
can Be expected than high prices. * * * 
It is a natural, though deplorable, 
consequence that profiteers abound. 


There are plenty of specifications un- 
der the indictment. At the meeting of the 
Commissary Managers’ Association the 











other day’ the President, Mr. ZIEGLER, 


said that the lumberjacks -of Louisiana 
are living high, buying $3,000 autos, 
silk shirts for $10 and $12, and neck- 
ties for $5, while ‘their wives and 
daughters wear hats costing as high as 
$20, and silk hose for- $2.50. I have 
actually run out of silk hosiery at that 
price at our commissary store, the 
demand for high-priced goods being 
greater than that for the plainer kinds. 


It is easier to be patient with the sort 
of reckless buying testified to by the 
British Food Controller. In November, 
he said, the consumption of beef and 
mutton was 64,000, tons, but during the 
last three months it-has averaged 100,000 
tons. The monthly consumption of tea 
has. risen by 2,000 tons; fish by 
9,000; flour by 16,000; margarine by 


-8,000.' The price of the best bacon. is 


raised in order that some buying may be 
diverted to the cheaper grades. These 
facts have a particular bearing on this 
side the sea, because we- supply a great 
portion of the goods.

is a curious contrast’ to the unanimous 

complaint against profiteering in neces- 
saries which are in superabundant sup-. 
ply. It would be easier. to counsel 
patience if the storehouses were emptier. 

And yet it would be shortsighted to con- 
sume the savings from the harvest for 
the sake of a brief reduction of prices, 

with real scarcity before the next har- 
vest. The farmers plan for the’ next 
harvest before the current harvest is all 
garnered. In their conference with the 
President they ‘asked that he should not 
remove or alter the guarantee oh wheat, 

for, they argued, undue cheapening of 
wheat or an embargo on exports would 
discourage. them and reduce the next 
crop. As the farmers say, this is a world 
matter, not a national matter. Relieving 
ourselves at the cost of fostering anarchy 
and .revolution abroad “should not be 
“the policy of the United States even at 
“this critical juncture.” The farmers 
remark that the cities pay double - or 
treble pre-war prices-to have their shoes 
* shined,” and that the vacation resorts 
were never so prosperous although their 
prices were never so high. When shoes 
are “shined” at home for nothing, that 
is when others save, the farmers say they 
will do their share, but they will not be 
sacrificed for others so long as they must 
pay dear for whatever they buy. 

It used to be said that it was not 
possible to indict a whole nation. The 
farmers come close to doing it; and doing 
it very well. Everybody is advising 
economy, “work and save,” in the lan- 
guage of the Federal Reserve Board, and 
nobody is doing it. There are said to be 
more strikes now than were ever known, 
and twenty-seven heads of international 
unions are threatening that 1,500,000 
men will tie up the building trade, which 
recently has shown signs of reviving 
vigor. The trouble is that some builders 
are hiring non-unionists, and the unions 
demand not merely preference of their 
men but exclusion of others, when multi- 
tudes are anxious about their shelter, 
This-is not the time for such exaggerated 
pretensions. or for sympathy with them. 

With ‘One .accord, in all, lands, they 
counsel “ work and save.” In all lands 
the answer takes the form of demands 
for more money to spend, and for shortér 
hours in which to earn the higher wage. 
It is foolish to expect to reduce prices 
by decreasing production and increasing 
consumption. Profiteers and profiteering 
are obnoxious: Wasting and wasters 
need to be disturbed in their self-esteem. 
If all classes were compelled to reform 
their budgets, as the rich have been com- 
pelled to do, a good beginning would be 
made, 


AMERICA’S DEBT TO THEM. 


There is reason enough for Americans 
to contribute to the fund for British 
merchant seamen which is being raised 
in Great Britain and her colonies, but 
ynost Americans have a hazy idea of the 
services and deeds of the men of the 
British merchant marine during the wan 
These Americans wonder why they 
should be asked by countrymen of theirs 
—the appeal does not come from the 
other side—to swell a fund that is to 
be used for the benefit of 30,000 British 
civilian sailors who were disabled on the 
high seas or need a helping hand. There 
is at least a sentimental reason why 
Americans should respond, if they can, 
and there is scarcely any one ‘who can- 
not give his mite. Seventeen thousand 
British sailors of the merchant marine 
lost their lives in the war, nearly three 
times the number of men of the British 
Navy who were killed in action, and 
these civilian sailors played a part in 
the war, on patrol duty, on mine- 
sweepers, on auxiliary cruisers, on trans- 
ports and cargo carriers, in many other 
capacities, that cannot be extolled too 
much. The American Ambassador in 
Great Britain has said: 


There is no more glorious page in the 
history of the war than that con- _ 
tributed by their bravery and self- 
sacrifice in the face of known and con- 
stant danger, all the more terrible be- 
cause. it could. not be foreseen. They 
made it possible to transport thé 
armies of Britain and the United States 
to France and to provision them when 
there. They kept the commerce of the 
allied world alive and brought, not 
alone munitiong to the troops, but food 
and fuel to the people of the allied 
countries. They are the men who de- ~ 
fied and defeated the base iniquity of 
the German submarine campaign, and 
it is not too much to say that without 
their brave devotion the war would not 
have been won. ce 


Admiral Sms, Chairman of the hon- 
orary committee .of America’s. Tribute 
to British Merchant Seamen,-who never 
gives praise when it-is not due nor ever 
fails in his duty to our allies, has said 
that “ without the British merchant sea- 
“men\our army and ‘navy would have 
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the struggle, and he added: 

“When one thinks of the innumerable 

cases of unarmed ships being sunk by 

torpedo’ or gun fire far from land, in 

heavy seas, with the ship’s company 

dependent upon ‘boats ‘alone for their 

safety, one is lost in admiration of the 

spirit of heroism of those who not only _ 
endure dangers and hardships without 

complaint, but are ever ready to take 

the risks again and again in repeated. 

voyages in other ships. 

And for the most part these brave men 
were unsung heroes. They did their 
duty without expecting -decorations or 
even mention. They were satisfied to do 
their bit in helping to beat the enemy, 
and -when they could fight him they 
never let the opportunity pass. They 
had a heart for any fate. In the mass 
they were like the sturdy master of the 
Clan MacLeod, who, summoned on board 
the German submarine that had shelled 
his crew in boats, replied to the charge 
of the submarine commander, “ You are 
assisting my enemy,” by saying daunt- 
lessly, “I am your enemy.”... Some one 
has said that “if, for these men there 
“is no Westminster Abbey at last, let us 
“ at least know them and be able to take 
“ off our hats to them in their life.” 

They were killed by thousands, they 
were. wounded or disabled for life in 
greater numbers,.they knew the danger 
and never quailed before it. Without 
them the submarine patrol would have 
been overwhelmed by the enemy. -With- 
out them American warships as well as 
British warships, American liners and 
cargo carriers as well as British, would 
have been destroyed by floating mines. 
The American Expeditionary Force at 
sea owed its security largely to them. 
Gratitude cannot fail to express itself in 
willing contributions to the fund for the 
relief of the disabled and the care of 


the crippled.

‘against the imminent perils to which 
they starid exposed. * * *% Premoni- 
tory symptoms are upon us, and if 
Congress do not apply an instantane- 
ous and effective remedy the fatal 
collapse will soon come on, and we 
shall die—ignobly die—base, mean, and 
abject slaves; the.scorn and contempt 
of mankind; unwept, unmourned. 


It was not’Mr. LopGe nor Mr. Bora 


“nor even Mr. REep .that uttered these 


beautiful and pious sentiments, and saw 
the ruin of our institutions and a despot 
in the White House. It was HENRY CLAY 
in the Senate of the Twenty-third Con- 
gress, lugging in PLuTarce with Juiius 
CaESAR and the Tribune METELLUs, Goths 
and Emperors, and shuddering at the 
tyrannous autocrat, ‘Old Hickory, who 
was. overturning everything sacred, es- 
pecially the Senate.

TURNING OF A WORM. 


The weather in this city on Wednesday 
of-last week was of a sort more usual in 
November than in August. The skies 
were leaden, a cold wind blew from 
somewhere in Jersey, and from midday 
on there was a continuous threat of the 
rain which eventually .fell in heavy 
showers toward night. It was a good 
day to sit in an armchair before an 
open fire; it was_a bad day for any 
form of outdoor. activity. ‘Even the 
actors displayed less enthusiasm for the 
open-air carnival with which they have 
been diverting Times Square. 

Yet on that day some 40,000 people 
gat in the cold for above four hours, 
watching two games of baseball at the 
Polo Grounds. Other thousands, too laté 
to get in, clung to the precipitous slopes | 
of Coogan’s Bluff, and thousands more 
wandered aimlessly about Harlem, re- 
luctant to admit that they ‘had come up- 
town in vain. On a Wednesday, a cold 
and cloudy business day in. the middle 
of the week, baseball drew such —— 
as it has drawn only once before in this 
city, and then in the fever of a world’s 
series, And on Friday, such another 
wintry day, men swarmed over the fence, 
trampled each other underfoot, to be 
among the favored 40,000. 

Here was a manifestation of New 
York’s interest-in the National League 
pennant race; a demonstration still more 
impressive was given in Cincinnati a 
fortnight or so ago,

bilities of life that lie opén before us in 
the income-tax:. The income tax touches 
every one, for all business is conducted 
for the sole end of making a profit. If 
any source of income isa taxed so heavily 
that it ceases to produce any nét in- 
come, it must cease to be regarded as 
profitable, and the activities formerly 
engaged in it will be transferred else- 
where. In the income tax, therefore, we 
have an instrument, if we use it wisely, 
that will enabié us to discourage busi- 
ness activities that are detrimental to 
the public welfare, and to éncourage 
those that are beneficial to the public; to 
any extent we may desire. 

The average man and woman today 
is craving better living conditions, bet- 
ter homes, better food, better clothing, 
more of the-pleasures of life, and more 
leisure in which to enjoy them. But 
the world cannot have more unless it 
produces more. The first vital need: of 
the world, therefore, is increased pro- 
ductién. The only way to increase pro- 
duction is to increase the incentive to 
produce, by making production profit- 
able. We must find the means to make 
production so. profitable, and non-pro- 
duction so unprofitable, that production 
will be stimulated to the utmost. To 
increase the Incentive to produce, to 
stimulate production, we must give to 
each the due reward for his labor. If 
the rewards of producing were propor- 
tioned according to the amount of use- 
ful work performed, manifestly we 
‘would all producé as much as we could. 

Let/us see just what could be done 
with the income tax toward this end. 
At the present time the income tax is 
concerned chiefly with the size of the 
ineéme in proportion to the capital in- 
vested, rather than with the source of 
the income. We shall have to make the 
source of income the chief criterion in 
assessing the tax; we shall have to 
make each report on income detail the 
different sources of the gross income, 
and then vary the tax on the incomes 
derived from the different sources in 
proportion to their usefulness or hurt- 
tuiness to the: public. 

Let us use the expreasion ‘’ Profiteer- 
ing Income ’* to apply to all income re- 
ceived for which adequate service to the 
public was not given by the person ré- 
ceiving such income. The Profiteering 
Income could be derived from: many 
different sources, and we cannot hope 
to enumerate them all at this time, but 
we can perhaps touch on a few of the 
more obvious. Let us take the case of 
profiteering in rents. Suppose our in- 
come tax report sheet contained a ques- 
tion reading something like this: By 
what amount would your gross income 
have been reduced if the rents that you 
have received had not been increased 
over the rent chargd in pre-war years? 
Perhaps it would be equitable to allow 
some reasonable increase of rent in deé- 
termining the answer to this question, 
but the answer to this question woul 
“bring out clearly the amount of pro 
eering income that had been acquired 
through undue increases in rental 
charges. 

Or take the question of profiteering 
in the necessities of life. Suppose our 
income tax sheet contained this ques-

The important thing at this 
time is to realize the tremendous results 
that could be attained by this means. 
We can make all forms of profiteering 
so unprofitabale that production will be 
stimulated to the utmost. 

At the present time a man may ac- 
quire a large income by paying low 
wages and so underselling his competi- 
tors who pay fair wages, or by child 
labor, or by charging exorbitant rents, 
or by speculation, or by adding exceasiy, 
profits’to the necessities of life. . 
other man may make «a similar profit on 
a similar amount of invested capital 
by his business efficiency, paying a 
fair rate of wages, refusing to employ 
child labor and yet by his efficient 
methods making his businéss profitable. 
He may deal in the necessities of life 
and make a large yearly income on the 
volume of business transacted, instead 
of by the excessive prices he charged. 
Under our present method of determin- 
ing the income tax these two men would 
pay precisely the same tax, yet one 
of them would have robbed the public 
in every way that he could, have given 
as little and taken for himself as much 
as he possibly could, and the other man 
would have given real service in return 
for the income he had received. Is it 
fair, is it reasonable, is it conducive to 
public morality, is it not directly op- 
posed to any incentive to production, to 
handicap both these men to precisely the 
game degree? If we can but realize it, 
we have in the income tax an instrument 
that will enable us to correct the evils 
that threaten ué.

MR. WOOD TO DR. BELL. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am inclosing herewith copy of a let- 
ter sent this day to Dr. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell in reply to his open letter to 
me printed in your issue of Aug. 8. 

HENRY A. WISE WOOD. 

New York, Aug. 8, 1919.

Dear Dr. Bell: Your letter to me of 
July 20, a copy of which appeared in 
New Yore Tres of Aug. 3, has just 
come to my attention. The original has 
not reached me. 

In reply to my request that you join 
the League for the Preservation of 
American Independence, org&nized to op- 
pose the ratification of the covenant of 
the Paasud of Nations in its present ob- 
jectionable form, you set forth several 
reasons why you should not do so. 

Your first reason is that *‘ there is no 
use in making any peace with Germany 
unless a guarantee is provided to assure 
the carrying out of the peace terms. 
That guarantee,’’ you say, “is the or- 
ganization of the League of Nations.”’ 

In reply I beg to be permitted to point 
out that in this assumption you are in 
error, as the treaty, a copy of which I 
am sending herewith, will show. The 
covenant neither mentions Germany nor 
the terms of peace made with that na- 
tion, nor does it provide any machinery 
whatever to carry these terms into ef- 
fect, nor any guarantee that they shall 
be fulfilled. 

All these matters are cared for in the 
treaty itself, which is distinct from the 
covenant, while the guarantee which as- 
sures the carrying out of the peace terms 
is provided directly by the Allies and 
ourselves in the form of armies of occu- 
pation. ‘Moreover, special treaties be- 
tween France and Great Britain and 
France and ourselves have been drawn 
to make assurance doubly sure that Ger- 
many shall behave herself, 

Your second. reason, evidently for op- 
posing amendment or reservation, is that 
** the covenant itself provides means for 
amendment. after the League has been 
formed.”” This being 80, you strongly 
advise ratification of the covenant with- 
out amendments or reservations. 

I reply that the time to make this, 
or any international, arrangement safe 
for ourselves is before, not after, we 
enter it. Before we go in we alone are 
masters of the situation; afterward, in 
this case, the masters of the situation 
will be the eight other member nations 
of the council and the thirty-odd mem- 
ber nations of the assembly. 

Your third and last reason is that the 
statement is false that the covenant—as 
we assert—deprives the American people 
of basic liberties won by the Revolu- 
tionary: War or subsequently acquired, 
among which is their independence. 

Well, let us see. Under the Declara- 
tion of Independence we claimed, and by 
the Revolution we won, the right to levy 
war, and the right to determine for 
ourselves, independently of all other na- 
tions, whether, when, and where. we 
shall fight. .Under the covenant we are 
asked to surrender these rights into 
other hands, upon whom we must de- 
pend to permit us to exercise the right 
to fight in case of need, 

Under the Declaration we asserted the 
right to contract alliances and to make 
by tréaty such terms as we saw fit with 
any other nation. Under the covenant 
we shall ho longer be independent of

RESERVATION AND RATIFICATION 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There are four steps in the progress of 
a treaty with the United States: 

&. Its negotiation by the Executive or his 

Commissioner. 

b. Ite signature. 

ec. Its submission for the 
consent of the Senate.”’ 

d. Its ratification thereafter by what is 
called ‘‘ exchange of ratifications."’ 

Under (c) Dr. John Bassett Moore, (In- 
ternational Law Digest, Vol. V., 1906,) 
has, by ample citation of. authorities, 
demonstrated the power of the Senate, ‘in 
giving ite ‘‘ advice and consent,’’ to 
amend by excision, or addition, or other 
change, any convention submitted to it 
by the Executive. True, its amendment 
may defeat the treaty, as in the case of 
the African slave trade convention, 
signed in 1824 at London, approved by 
the Senate with conditions, and not rati+ 
fied by Great Britain thereafter, because 
of such conditions. 

Henry Clay on that occasion called 
attention to the limitations, under our 
form of government, of the treaty-mak- 
ing power of the, United States, as Sen- 
ator Spooner did later in discussing the 
treaty with Spain. 

Mr. Clay referred to the fact that from

which foreign chancelleries have full 
notice) ‘‘ instances may sometimes oc- 
cur of a difference of opinion between 
the Senate and the Executive as to the 
expediency of a projected treaty * * * 
To give validity to any treaty the con- 
sent of the contracting parties is neces- 
sary. As to the mode by which that 
consent shall be expressed, it. must nec- 
essarily depend with each upon its own 
peculiar constitutional arrangement. 
* * * Nor can it be admitted that any 
just cause of complaint can arise out of 
the rejection by our party of a treaty 
which the other has previously ratified.”’ 

But, as John Hay pointed out in 1899, 
if a treaty is amended by the Senate a 
new signature is not required, if the 
other Government in the next step (d) 
on the “‘ exchange of ratifications ’’ ac- 
cepts or does not object to the amend- 
ment. <An interpretative clause added 
by the Senate needs only to be em- 
bodied ‘‘in the copies of the treaty 
which are prepared for the exchange of 
ratifications.’’ 

Mr. Moore quotes (Internat. Law Dig. 
p. 201) from Crandall on Treaties, 70-71, 
the statement as to the free exercise of 
the Senate’s ‘‘ co-ordinate authority in 


the organization of our Government (of | 





treaty making by means of amend- 
ments,’’ He observes: 

Where the treaty as negotiated is not 
entirely acceptable to the Senate, it is the 
practice of that body, if it gives its ad- 
vice and consent to the ratification, to do 
so with specific amendments, which ren- 
ders unnecessary the resubmission of the 
instrument after the consent of the other 
party to the designated changes has been 
obtained. 

Crandall continues: ‘‘The approval, 
whether qualified or unqualified, of the 
treaty by the Senate is not to be con-. 
fused with the act of ratification.’”’ 

This is an unconditional Executive act 
“even where it relates to a treaty 
which, because of amendments by the 
Senate, differs from the one first signed.’’ 

Mr. Moore, in Section 750, on ‘‘ ex- 
planatory declarations,” observes: | 

Where one of the parties to a treaty, at 
‘the time of its ratification, annexes a 

written declaration explaining ambiguous 
language in the instrument or adding a 
new and distinct stipulation and the treaty 
is afterward ratified by the other party 
with the declaration attached to it, and 
the ratification duly exchanged, the dec- 
laration thus annexed is a part of the 
treaty and as binding and obligatory as if 
it were inserted in the body of the instru- 
ment. 

From all the foregoing it is obvious that 
if the Senate, e. g., should annex to the 
present proposed Peace Treaty a declar- 
atory or interpretative declaration that 
“nothing herein contained shall be 
deemed to impair or defeat the operation 
of the Monroe Doctrine as heretofore 
asserted by the United States,’’ it would 
become a condition of the treaty upon 
exchange of ratification, unless ob- 
jected to. 

Who would object? How could such 
a@ reservation delay peace? Would any 
of the powers, by reason thereof resume 
hostilities, and if so, with whom? 

The questions now under Senatorial 
debate are “ political,’’ not ‘‘ juridical.’’ 

The latter must in the end be adjudi- 
cated by courts. The former are for 
the Government, (see Mr. Bayard’s. let- 
tér to Mr. McLane, 1886, cited by Moore, 
Ppp. 207-209.) The only interpretation of 
a treaty valid in this respect against 
another nation must be, therefore, in-

I submit that Mr, Lodge and his as- 
sociates in this great debate are pur- 
suing the right course.

To be sure, there have 
been always some good Persians whose 
memory we shall cherish. forever. 

There’is not a single Christian in 
Urumiah and Salmas today, where their 
homes had been long before the dawn of 
Mohammedanism. If theré is any grain 
of justice left in the breast of Amer- 
icans, Frenchmen, and Englishmen, if 
there is any compensation for acts of 
chivalry, if there is any reward for 
loyalty of a nation, then the Assyrians 
deserve the first place of honor for what 
they have done for civilization on the 
Persian-Turkish frontier. They have lost 
their head, who was their King and 
their Archbishop. They have lost their 
homes. They have parted with all the 
earthly godds they had and over 60 per 
cent. of their numbers. What other na- 
tion has given’ so much? ,

Government Management Likely to 
Bring Poorer Service. 

To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

_\ Ament Mr. Cooper's views favoring 
naval radio control, I agree that for the 
sake of efficient organization some cen- 
tral control is nécessary. Not Govern- 
ment control, however, unless the public 
be guaranteed service equivalent to that 
formerly extended by the commercial 
companies in the field. And that serv- 
ice, in the last analysis, depends on the 
skill of the man at the key. 

Commercial companies have recruited 
their best operators from the ranks of 
amateur experimenters who slowly and 
painstakingly built up their skill and 
technique through sheer love of the 
game, Few of them fail to pass the dif- 
ficult. Government examination that 
qualifies them for the positions as com- 
mercial operators. Yet comparatively 
few naval radiovmen procure a license at 
the first attempt. (The exceptions are 
génerally those who were telegraphers 
or radio operators before enlisting in 
the navy.)

- ‘The first requisite in a searcher is im- 
agination.. The second is accuracy and 
speed, ahd the third is neatness in writ- 
ing .figures, If the searcher does not 
comply with the third, demand: the sol- 
dier’s or saifor’s policy number, may be 
misquoted, involving a long wait while 
he ts otherwise properly identified. In 
‘selecting a..girl searcher an effort is 
made to-get the best educated, and those 
who have had the widest opportunities 
in business experience. Most of the girls 
have either _been school teachers or iden- 
tified: with library work. 

So ‘simple. a name as John’ Gallagher, 
if. written in longhand, offers cénfusing 
possibilities which might lead to an’ en- 
‘irely different name. Silent letters in 
names must always be taken into con- 
sideration.. The name of Hlynak is a 
good example where the silent letter is 
the key letter for searching, but at. the 
same time it: is. particularly dead “in 
pronupciation. © This. name. is pro- 
nounced Lynack, and, in the hurry of 
writing, . often. names are misspelled, 
when on the surface they appear very 
simple and correct. 

Frequéntly one .man’s name-may be 
spelled in four or five ways. If rela- 
tives, parents, or some one interésted in 
his welfare inquires about his insurance, 
each will spell it in his way. Girl 
searchers must: determine which is the 
correct spelling and then verify it from 
the man’s original signature. 

A. Clue to Good Thunder. 


A clever piece of deduction was that 
in the case of Andrew Good of. North 
Dakota: His name could not be found 
in the files and was turned over toone 
of the. cleverest searchers.’. Since the 
man’s address was given as North Da- 
kota, she assumed, in view of the fact 
that there were many Indians listed 
from that State, that his might be an 
Indian: name. She tmmediately added 
Thunder to his name and found the 
record card as Andrew Good Thunder 
in less than three minutes after she had 
been asked to lend her aid. 

A letter was received from a soldier 
whose name for the sake of.this story 
will be known as Thomas Jones Raimey 
of Louisiana. Raimey could not be 
found in the files, and as this offered a 
possibility for a long search it was 
turned over to a young woman from 
Louisiana. After some thought and a 
thorough search of the files she decided 
to split the name in various directions 
in the hope that it would bring fesults. 
While doing this she happened to re- 
member that there is a county in 
Louisiana known as Raimey. She theré- 
fore eliminated the county and found 
the man under the name of Thomas 
Jones. Ped: 

Some idea of thé keen sefise of the 
index searchers for placing a house in 
order may be gained by their handling 
of the R&driguez. family from Porto 
Rico, which sent 894 sons into the army. 
Of this number, which is almost large 
enough to make a complete: battalion, 
there were but seven first names, as 
follows: Domingo, Francisco,- José, 
Juan, Romon, Tomas, and Antonio. The 
serial number of each, man was in the 
600,000. 

Of the. José Rodriguezes, 51 were mem- 
bers of the 874th Infantry. There were 
29°F rancisco Rodriguezses in the 373d, 
374th, and 375th Infantry.. The remain- 
der were scattered throughout the vari- 
ous regiments. 

The custom in living up te family tra- 
dition is still adhered to in this country 
by many descendants of the Latin races. 
This gives the young women no end of 
difficult problems to work out. One in- 
stance is that of a soldier by the name 
of José Colozan y Sepulveda. From the 
American viewpoint this man’s last 
name is Colozan, but, according to Ital- 
ian custom, the Sepulveda, which was 
his mother’s last name, {# affixed to 
every official document.: Where a name 
is:recorded in this manner the mother of 
the boy, in writing to the bureau. in- 
quiring about his insurance, says his 
name is Sepulveda. If the father writes 
he informs the bureau that his son’s 
name is Colozan. 

These apparently unimportant detafis 
cause a great amount of research, and 
quite naturally call for clever atid active 
brainwork. 


Some Foreign Pusziers. 


Another interesting custom from over- 
seas which causes the girls hours of 
thought and searching is the Scandi- 
navian idea of changing the name with 
each. generation.. For. instance, the 
youth who was a soldier in‘Uncle Sam's 
army bears the name of John ‘Thompson. 
His beneficiary is his father, Thomas 
Johnson. There is an anhtient custom 
for the first name ‘of the father to be 
adopted for the last name of the son, 
with ‘the word ‘‘son” added. The 
father, therefore, is Thomas’ Johnson, 
while the son would be John Thompson. 

Imagination and the knowledge of va- 
rious languages are essential where for- 
eign names are literally Anglicised.

To locate a man designated as “J. A. 
Brown’’ search would have to be made 
through more than 2,000 cards, these in- 
cluding the names of all the’ “‘ John,’’ 
** James,” ‘‘ Joseph,’ end other first 
names beginning with “J” and followed 
by the initial of a name with. the initial 
*A.*’ Looking for a ‘ C. EB. Johnson ” 
would mean search through more than 
6,000 cards, ‘‘H. H. Miller’’ through 
3,000 cards, ‘'J.. W. Smith” 
14,000 cards. There are forty ‘* John 
Pattersons”’ in the service, twenty-five 
‘' Jamés Quinns,” twenty-seven “ John

Few forwarded a notice of a change of 
address. ‘This left the bureau with only 
the name. of the man for record, bit 
through its system of tracing men, large 
numbers have been located by the girl 
sleuths and their correct addresses have 
been listed. .

Absence of Policemen Turned Cherished 
Scenery Into a Real Playground 


TRIKES—especially street railway 
strikes—do not often bring. any- 
thing but discomfort and annoy- 
ance to the general public—what- 
ever benefits other people may get 

in the way of raised wages and shorter 
hours. But the Brooklyn carmen’s 
strike and the threats and rumors of 
other ‘strikes that went with it did do 
something for the general public—a very 
general public—that neither the strikers 
nor Mr. Garrison, the receiver, allowed 
for in their calculations. It kept the 
police. of New York so busy in otHer 
Places that there were literally none of 
them to spofl Central Park as a play- 
ground. <And@ because there. were no 
policemen about, the park was a human 
place for the first time in the memory 
of many who have walked there and 
wished that it might be human. like 
London parks, or even Chicago parks, 
and not a place where people are hérded 
like ‘cattle in long fenced lanes and you 
are not fn the least, allowed to go. where 
you want—except when all the cattle are 
turned loose in one particular field or 
meadow so that {t {s in fact the last 
place in all the park you do want to 
go to. 

There was an open season of several 
days at least when the park visitor did 
not have to march in'a dreary proces- 
sion with a lot of other people along 
hard concrete walks or sit on benches 
alongside. these walks. and watch the 
processions of the other visitors drag 
by.

Got It Out with Sole Aid of 
Two Magical Words °

Fthere is a single expression indis- 
pensable to the vocabulary of a for- 
eigner entering France it is ‘* comme 
ca,”’ “€meaning ‘like this,’’) and it 
is these very words, usted by. the 
American doughboy for. éverything from 
ordering 2 meal down ‘to describing how 
it feels’ tobe. 3,000 miles from home, 
which solved the problem: of American 
soldier-students at the French .Univer- 
sity of Grenoble in putting out a weekly 
“Newspaper which ‘would reflect true 
Americafi journalism and which. fellow- 
students, could display to their French 

friends as representative of such. 

When the American Educational Com- 
mission in France,'at the behest of An- 
aré Tardieu,, Freneh High Commis- 
sioner, decided to sharpen the wits of 
college men-in the ranks of the.A. E..F. 
by sending these: soldiers to French unf- 
versities\during the dull period follow- 
' ang the armistice; there was’ an added 
“purpose—that of bringitig abotit a better 
‘Facial understanding between.-the»Amer- 
“4icans-and the French. It was felt that 
the better class of: French people had 
wot been brought into intimate contact 
) with the better class of Americans. « It 
Was known that the average American 
soldier had a very poor impression’ of 
the , French. Ergo,’ the distribution’, of 
some 30,000 American soldiers among: 14 
French universities. It was propaganda 
on both sides. 

Fromfthe: minute the Americans. ar- 
rived at these universities, ‘they .pro- 
ceeded' to astonish the -French civilian 
population which, inctdentatty;~ received 
the newcomers as sons and subsequently 
granted them. privileges not accorded 
even to their own young men. For the 
Americans, the experience ‘was like re- 
turning -to college, and, with ‘the re- 
moval of military réstrictions, these stu- 
dents proceeded to organize all: activi- 
ties which -would exist in a _ college 
** back home.”’ 

This dumfounded the French students, 
whose sole conception of university life 
was work; who knew no recreation, and 
who had no other social intercourse 
than in talking between classes. What. 
the Americans accomplished was a rev- 
elation, but most wonderful of all was 
the fact that these comrades from across 
the sea still found ample time to study 
hard, to study effectively.

“welves unable to chinpete. Packers for 
years have had special privileges of 
distribution, which were necesmary in 
the work they were Going, such as the 
@wnership of private cars, inclidimg re- 
frigerator and peddler tars, to enable 
them to ship their meat products so at 
te insure freshness. 

Peddler cars are refrigerator ears 
which make short stops between the 
small towns on ‘the roads, #éHing : their 
product directly to the déalérs at thé 
railroad stations. According to small 
live stock dealefs, thanufacturers of 2004 
specialties, packers of fruit and _ Tish, 
canners, wholestié and retail grocers, 
this privilege i& being abused. 

The situation Wes explained the other 
day by H. M. Foster, Secretary of the 
New York Wholesale Grocers’ Avao- 
ciation. \ 

“This privilege of special cars has 
always beth @oncet@ed a8 & hecessafy 
factor In thé hitat packing industry,” 
Mr. Foster said. ‘“*Fer thé last few 
years, however, it seems that the pack- 
ers have been stocking theif cars not 
enly with meat préeducts but With 
grocery products, The gfecers take ex~ 
ception to this on the seore that the 
meat industry has Opened competition 
against them on ah unfair basis and 
that if the meat patkérs be allowed to 
continue selling groetty products Th this 
manner it will méan the death of 
honest Gompetition ff the food market. 

“They méiftein that they cannot 
meet thé privaté car privilege which 
allows thé méat patkér to make a ship- 
ment of food stuffs, other than meat, 
at a timé ahd dst greatiy lower thah 
that offered to the. wholesale grocéfs 
by the fallroads. 


Wilson Asked Invéstigation. 

*“‘ Last year, in ateordahce with a re- 
quest made by Presideht Wilson, the 
Federal Trade Commission made an in- 
vestigation of this situation. The re- 
quest as issued by Mr. Wilson read in 
part a8 follows: ‘To Mveéstigate and 
report facts relating to the production, 
éwnership, manufaétiére, storage and 
distribution of foddstuffs and the prod- 
ucts and by-products arisikhg from or 
in connection with their preparation and 
manufacture; to ascertain the facts 
bearing on alleged violations of the anti- 
trusts acts and pafticularly upon the 
Question whether there are ‘manipula- 
tions, controls, trusts, combinationB, 
conspiracies, or réstraints of trade out 
of harmony with:thé law or public in- 
terest.’ ’’ 

“The report opened with this state- 
ment: “ Answering directly your ques- 
tion as to whether Or hot there exist 
* monopolies, controls, trusts, combina- 
tions, conspiracies of restraints of trade 
out of harmony With the law afd the 
public interest,’ we have found eon- 
elubive evidence hati warrants an uh- 

affirmative.” The report goes 
6n to hame-the five great packing in- 
terests in the United States and shows 
how they have gamed @ Monopoly on 
the food situatfon.. The part having 
“special bearing on. the grocers’ griev- 
ance follows: 

** As we have followed these five great 
corporations through their amaszifg ram- 
ifications—folowed thém through tmpor 
tant branches of industry, of commerce, 
and of finance—we have beth able td 
trace back to its source the great Hower 
which has made péssible their growth. 
‘We have found that it is net so much 
the méan’ of production ahd preépara- 
tion, not the sheer moementum of great 
wealth, but the advahtagée Which is. ob- 
taihed through a monopolistic control of 
the market places and means of trahs-

its overthrow. They received a. fair 
trial and were exonerated’ because it 
was shown that no order had ever been 
issued by the Directorate to the effect 
that . the -Government was inviolate. 

The coup. that placed Kolchak in 
power was. practically without blood- 
shed. None of the Directorate suffered; 
one of them, indeed—Vologodsky—was 
at once appointed in the Kolchak Minis- 
try. There was a slight uprising among 
some of the supporters of the late Gov- 
ernment and a few casualties resulted, 
but the attempt was ill-organized and 
received no extensive support, as the in- 


efficiency of the Directorate had been: 


too well proved to allow it any consider- 
able sympathy in its demise. ~ 
Forming a Ministry. 

It-was no easy task to form a Ministry 
that would be representative of the vari- 
ous. factions in Russian politics. The 
Extreme Left, Bolshevism, could assume 
no place.in organized government. The 
temper of the people would not brook 


too strong a reactionary tinge. Volo- 


godsky, a Mberal democrat, has proved 
a strong “Prime Minister. Stepanov, 
Minister for War, is a splendid soldier. 
He . carried through the. forced - draft 
with consummate skill, and waged the 
Winter campaign of incredible hard- 
ship with unvarying su@fess. ~ Ustrougov, 
Minister of Ways and Communication, 
has co-operated most constructively with 
the Interallied Railroad . Commission. 
Mikhailov is. somewhat of a theorist, 
but has done. well as Minister of 
Finance. Pepelaiey, Minister of the In- 
terior, is another strong liberal and a 
man. of great ability. His brother is the 
remarkable young General’ who prose- 
cuted the Perm campaign so success- 
fully. Admiral Smirnov is in charge of 
naval affairs, and, with the exception of 
Kolchak himself, is undoubtedly the 
leading Russian Admiral. ‘The Minister 
for Foreign Affairs has been in Paris 
continuously, and Sukin, well known in 
Washington, has been acting. He was re- 
cently scheduled to be displacel by Isvol- 
sky, a man of much wider experience. 
The other portfolios are held by good, 
representative Russians, loyal: and pa- 
triotic, of whom there are many in spite 
of the world’s suspicion of this fact. 
The writer had the privilege, with sev- 


rank insignia and the cross of &t, 
George, which ‘he received for gallantry 
in action. 


In personal appearance Kolchak is 
completely built, of medium height, and | 
carries himself well. but without affec- 
tation. His face is striking with its 
rather prominent features, ‘high cheek- 
bones and deep-set, dark eyes suggest- 
ing his Georgia extraction,’ his father 
having come from the ‘Caucasus, though 
his mother was a Russian. In. repose 
there is a dreaminess in‘ his expression 
familiar in the eyes of those-men who 
have long followed the but in con- 
versation there is an t return of 
vivid animation which reveals the store 
of vitality and buoyant energy which 
has carried him successfully through his 
perilous naval career. 


Policy of Conscription. 


The first evidence of the man’s power

Aconscription for the army and success- 


fully carried through his program. 
Among many |. striking examples of 
his. fearless justice, the Ekaterinburg 
platinum scandal stands out with promi- 
nence. During last Winter platinum was 
taken over as a Government monopoly 
and the price fixed. Wires went out to 
the various producing provinces. stating 
the future price decided upon; ad- 
vance of a few rubles over the market. 
At Ekaterinburg. the Governor slipped 
the wire under his blotter, ‘todk eleven 
other officials into his confidence, and 
together they bought platinum. The fol- 
lowing morning’ the Government price 
was announced, and the profiteers un- 
loaded at a not inconsiderable net gain. 
So far, the story is familfar enough in 
the annals of other countries, but in’ the 
dénouement lies the contrast. Kolchak at 
once dishonorably discharged from office 
every one of the twelve erring public 





servants.

A vast amount of perfectly good" food 
goés. to waste in this: State every year 
because the “producer cannot’ realize 
enough for 4t to pay for sending it to 
market. “This fs largely bécause the 
State is not eguipped as it should be to 
render assistance fin the way. of infor- 
mation as*to markets and. protection in 
marketing. A broader system of dis- 
tribution would enable the 4armer. to 
market the product that now goes to 
waste.

delivered to the consumers through one 
delivery organization, a saving of ap- 
proximately half a million dollarse a 
year; simply in the item ‘of délivering 
milk, could - be “effected. In Emporia, 
Kan., delivery of meat, vegetables, and 
groceries.by individual dealers has been 
abandoned and one company organized 
that picks up all these articles at given 
hours in the day and délivers them. 
During. the last. nine years, during 
which vast sums of money have been 
expended to facilitate the transportation 
of human beings intd and about New 
York, there has been added to the popu- 
lation of Greater New York about as 
many people as~- are’ today living in 
Boston and San Francisco combined.

E. T. Bedford Says Office Class Is Being. Largely Overlooked

E. T. Bedford, President of the Corn 
Products Refining Coripany, considers 
it a duty and imperative necessity that 
the employer help meet this problem by 
a bonus system; to remain in effect un-

“Tn thie Sober” debate about the 
high cost of ving,’ Mr. Bedford. said 
the other day, "‘ the office class is. being 
overlooked for the most part,. although 
the men and women of this class are the 
hardest hit bythe ‘prevailing conditions. 
This is true not only of clerks and the 
huge regiment of‘ office. mén génerally, 
but of teachers, preachers, and others 
of the professional classes; They have 
received the least increasé in pay with 
which to’ ‘meet the greatly increased 
prices of nécessities. 

“It 1s incimbent upon the employers 
to help meet this situatiqn. Salaried 
men count themselves (and théy~ are 
right) as somewhat above wage earners. 
The salaried man is superior in the gen- 
eral level of intelligence, and is in many 
respects a -more useful and valued mem- 
ber of society. ‘The*distinction between 
him and the laboring class was well put 
by Dr. Lowell of Harvard University 
when ‘he commented on the fact that a 
motorman got 60 cents an hour, while 
the professor got but 138 cents, and 
asked: ‘ Which is the more important, 
minding the train or training -the 
mind?’’

But the tufmoil now reigning over- 
seas is second only ‘to what existed dur- 
ing the war. -Setting aside questions 
.which every regder of the newspapers 
knows are far’ from settled, ‘such a9 
Shantung, the Hungary-Rumania, im- 
broglio, ‘the tangle-in Russia, and the 
Trish question, hardly “a day passes 
without allusion inthe newspapers to 
some other internationak. quarrel which 
proves that the labors of the Peace 
Conference are only beginning. .No-won- 
der the Supreme Council of the con- 
ference decided a few days ago not to 
take'a vacation until ‘some: of the worst 
tangles had been tinraveled. 

Herewith some of the problems | still 
confronting the Peace Conference. are 
outlined, their status being based on 
dispatches received. up to last Friday : 

First, there is Turkey; always. a 
puzzle, the territories of the fallen Otto- 
man Empire now present a problem 
which dwarfs the. worst confysion in 
their past.” One of the knottiest points 
is*the question of.-the mandates toybe 
exercised by various powers over por- 
tions of the former realm. of’ the Sultan. 
It ‘has not ,been definitely . decided 
whether the United States will accept: g 
mandate ~ over. any part of Turkey, 
though our European Allies,- the ‘Chris- 
tian: inhabitants of Turkey arid the 
Turks themselves ‘seem désirous that we 
should do so. 

An American Emissary. 

A hint that we may eventually take 
such action is given in the tour of Major 
Gen. James G. Harbord, Chief of Staff 
of the American Expeditionary Forces, 
through Armenia, ‘with a commission of 
American transportation’ and economic 
experts. Géneral Harbordswill report on 
the questions involved in‘talking over and 
administering Armenja,.and may also 
investigate conditions in Transcaucasia. 

There is a fear that the Turks: will 
start massacring the Armenians as soon 
as. British troops are withdrawn .from 
Asiatic Turkey, and it is hoped that a 
favorable report from. General Harbord, 
as to the advisability of the: United 
States accepting the mandate over por- 
tions of that region, will save them,.‘The 
60,000 British troops in Armenia, accord- 
ing to a dispatch last week, were to be- 
gin evacuation, Aug. 15 and takea month 
to leave.

It was stated in a dispatch from Paris 
recently that Turkish and Tartar troops 
were, advancing against Armenia from 
three sides, \threatening®a more terrible 
‘disaster than the massacres.of 1915. 

One, of the reasons for the* chaotic 
situation int Armenia, is said to “be the 
uncertainty among the Turks as to the 
mandates which the Peace Conference 
would grant over their former domain. 
A dispatch under date of July 30 stated: 

" The net result of all this ‘fs that the 
Turks see a repetition of their’ tradi- 
tional opportunity to take capital for 
themselves while the European Powers 
fail to agree among themselves on Turk- 
ish . policy, . The most: effective thing 
that could. happen to put am end to the 
present menace of disorder. which is in- 
volving the Kurds and threatening Ar- 
menian extinction would be, according 
to opinion in Paris, a declaration from 
leaders of the’ American Congress that 
they: intended, when. the, time came, to 
authorize the Ameritan Government to 
take. the mandates for Constantinople 
and-Armenia.

Serious differences have also --ariserr 
between the French and British con- 
cerning Syria,. another part of. the 
Asiatic domain of the Turkish Empire, 
The dispute hinges on the interpretation 
of the so-called Sykes-Picot Treaty. of 
1916, defining ‘the parts of Syria to be 
allotted to France and Great Britain. 
In 1915 an agreement was entered into 
between Great Britain, France, and Rus- 
gia regarding the future fate of Tufkish 
territory In Asia, and there now seems 
to be a disposition on the part of geme 
Englishmen—or, at least, so some of 
the French interpret their attitude—to 
consider’ both’ the 1915: agreement .and 
the 'Sykes-Picot Treaty invalid because 
ot.the collapse of Russia.

By A COLLEGE TEACHER, 

CENTLY a former student 
mine, just’ released. frémh:mili- 
tary service and <retyurned ’ to 
college, came tod mé for advice, 


In a-few months ‘he would béi 


graduated ; would I advise him .to° take} 
up teaching as a proféssion; or would 
he better go into business? 

He is a wide-awake-~ young -fellow, 
energetic, idealistic without being im-. 
practical, ambitious, fond ‘of. planning 
@head and carrying his plans through, 
end prompt to take the initiative. = 
@dvised him to enter business. 
~ But why?” he persisted. 

* Because at the age of 40 in »busi- 
‘ess you should “bé ‘earAing twice as 
much, possibly five times ag much, as 
You will ever be likely: to receive in 
“teaching, and you will be just at the 
beginning of your iost successful 
period. But in teaching theéré- fs ‘com- 
paratively small probability of achiev- 
ing a material improvement in position 
or salaty after’ one reaches the age of 
40 or at Most 45.” 

‘ * But you ate cofistdering nothing* ex- 
cept the money side of thé question,'’’ he 
still urged: 

_ “* No, I am also considering that in 
teaching, by the time you are-40 or- 
45, the conditions: under which you 
work \will either have reduced you 
to lethargic hopelessness and made you 
Yittle better than an automatically func- 
tioning pedagogue, or else they will have 
embittered you dnd have produced in 
you an insurrectionary/ discontent. . In 
either case they will haye robbed you of 
your, enthusiasm and made hearty én- 
Jeyment of your work impossible.”’ 


Recruits Are Plentiful. 


In now enumerating about the teaching 
profession some of the ¢onditions to be 
Understood only. with thorough ‘ famil- 
larity with the seamy side of it, I in- 
tentionally omit the well-known, not to 
say trite, and sometimes grossly per- 
verted arguments, usually presented to 
young. persons to pérsuade them to be- 
come teachers. “Enough young folk will, 
I believe, always. turn to..teaching—for 
one reason or. gnother—to keep the pro- 
fession sufficiently; spppues with re- 
cruits. 

Indeed, recruits are £0 numerous that, 
forthe sake of thé .profession.and the 
teachers themsélves,. the stream of therm 
should’: be léessened,..and. perhaps the 
frank disclosure. by older, teachers of 
their impressions and coficlusiong con- 
cerning unpleasant‘ eapects of .teaching 
as s profession is urgéntly needed for 
this very reason. 

I shall speak almost entirely of condi- 
tions in the colleges, Yor it is with them 
that I am best acquainted. And I should 
afd that, although some of the objection- 
able practices I may refer to have been 
observed in particular colleges or may 


not exist in all institutions, they are, : 
general 


fievertheless, illustrations of 
tendencies in our colleges and uniyersi- 
ea, and they are ite? without inyidfous 
plication. Indeed; I fancy thie? nasi. 
$f the illustrations Being localized, eath} 
college teacher who-may chance to read 
my article will find among them in- 
etances that he will at once récognize as 
eharacteristic of his own institution. 

College Presidents, Boards of Trustees, 
and other administrative authorities do 
not scruple to hold salaries at the low- 
est possible level. Quite recently I-heard 
@ college President quoted’ as opposing 
& proposed standardizing of -salaries ac- 
cording .to rank, because “ since men 
are willing to work’ cheap, he wanted 
be free, to hire, them-that.way ”! 

’ President with this ‘‘ capitalistic ** point 
ef view.is not, I venture to believe, at 
all singular in his pdsition. 

To be sure, there is. just now~<an Aip- 
ward tendency in salaries. But there 
fie no aastirance that it will continue 
until the salaries are raised to a_tlevel 
é@qual in purchasing power to those even 
of 1916 or 1917. The contrary seems 
Hikely. For one thing, the temporary 
*~war shortage of crate is probably at 
an end;' certainty it will from néw on 
be a great deal leda-actite. Once more 
young men. arid Women will’ be grad-. 
uated in. large numbers: from the high 
achools, the normal schools, and the col- 
leges, 471d they ‘will flock into teaching— 
for a variety of reasons—much as they 
have in the past: And soon, teo, the 
flow of graduate students from the uni- 
Versities into teaching will restore itself.

For our educational institutions’ are 
largely autocratic and ‘burediicratic in 
organization, and the -** pocketitig ” or 
other. disciplining: of any’ troublesomely 
aggressive subordihate isan y mat- 
ter. He can be directly advised to re- 
‘sign; his proposals can bé met with 
everlasting evasion and: equivocation; 
or; most discouraging of all; his sugges- 
tions can be pigeonholéd withotit so 
much as a word of acknowledgment or 
explanation. 

The teacher. is not: treated as an .ex- 
pert, deserving of the specialist's re- 
ward, but as a sort of volunteer mis- 
sionary who, as such, must be willing to 
undergo any labor and submit to any 
hardship, privation, or injiiatice. He is 
expected to be a sort of twentieth-cen- 
tury John the Baptist, not only content 
for. himself to have ho» méat but locusts 
and wild honey, and no raiment but of 
camel's hair and a leathérn girdle; but 
content also that his wife and children 
shall. be no better fed or clothed’ or 
sheltered. 

Now it.is true—and teachers are proud 
of the fact—that the teaching profession 
is. animated primarily by humanitarian 
impulse and a deep conviction that ed- 
ucation is the one indispensable means 
of preserving such civilization a& the 
race has so far developed, and of lead- 
ing the individual and: mankind onward 
toward that extended and bettered civil- 
ization which is our only hope.. But 
they know that a better civilization can- 
not be achieved ‘without a st@ady and

Conditions Abroad: 


"The. normal French diet before the 
War consisted of 50 per cent. of flour 
and its producta.

Indeed, the subsidy was 
practically destgréd to. reduce the price 
of.French wheat to the mean figure for 
imported wheat. The French consumer, 
therefore, not only has a flour much 
mofe éxpensive than that in the United 
States,. But he escapes a still higher 
price only by State subsidy. 

‘* England is spending $300,000/000.a 
year on the. bread subsidy, or about 
$6.50 -per: capita per anfum. Germany 
has recently appropriated for the bread 
subsidy 1,500,000,000 marks. ‘When the 
American pays 10'cénts a loaf for bread, 
that is the final price of tlie loaf; the 
State in addition is not paying anything 
for it. Whenever a European in. the 
countries named and in othérs eats 4 
loaf of bread he pays for it in part, the 
State pays for it in part, and the price 
the Consumer pays is a higher price than 
that in the United States. 

‘The moral of this is that the price 
of flour and bread is the last point to 
be attacked in the campaign against the 
high cost of living. European experience 
in the putting on and taking off of bread 
subsidiés indicatés that a lowering in 
the price of flour will not be followed 
by a reduction in the price of any other 
foodstuff.

The Common Misery. 

In the first days of the war I was with 
the French and saw then not only what 
modern. war means to the world, but 
what it meant.to-France, I was caught 
up in the tides of her fugitives from 
Lille and Arras, and a thousand villages 
beyond Amiens and Paris, and. after ‘a 
few weeks it seemed ‘to me that all my 
life had been: spent. in truck : trains 
crowded with ‘old men and women and 
young mothers end children, escaping 
from a féar that was foliowing them; 
or in roads where’ these:.same people 
trudged away from’ their homes, leaving 
everything except life itself behind. 

They ‘were in a common misery. Fine 
ladies of France had dirty hands and 
solied clothes like the peasant girls who 
were with them.- Old men and women 
were as helpless and bewildered as the 
children who dlung to them. But those 
people did not ween much. Hardly at 
all. They did :nét bemoan their losses. 
They said a thoteand times, 9 million 
times, **‘ C’est la guerre!*’ * * © “It 
is war; and we do not suffer as much 
as our sons who are fighting. We are 
giad to share a little of their suffering— 
those boys of ours who dre dying so that 
France may live.” 

Undying Courage. 

That was the spirit of the French peo- 
ple from first to last, in spite of years 
when the war seemed interminable, in 
spite of attacks that failed, and contin- 
ual slaughter, in spite of black months 
when despair settled heavily upon their 
souls, and they éried out to God because 
all their sacrifice seemed fruitless, and 
the loss of so many. sdéns did not seeni 
to bring victory. nearer. And the efieniy 
was still stretched across France, strong 
and ferrible to strike, — 

But. the. people: of -France’ «were ~mar- 
veHous in’ courage; On the British front 
we found them. living in tewns and vil- 
lages on the very edge of the battie- 
fields, and there they stayed under shell 
fire which smashed their houses and

You 
wait. * * * In a few days we shall 
give the boche a terrible kick.” 

So said all the men: about him, though 
they had seen scores of French villages 
burning behind them, and were still in 
retreat. I marvelled at their faith, un- 
til, in a few days, the battle of ‘the 
Marne was fought and won. 

People here in England do not know 
how the French’ fought tn: the first 
years of the war. ‘They do not know, 
for example, the frightful fighting that 
happened on Notre Dame ‘de Lorette, and 
in Souchez, and Ablain-St. Nazaire, and 
Neuville St. Vaast, below the Vimy 
Ridge, before we came into those places, 
and made them part of our own his- 
tory. } 

There was a place called the Laby- 
Yinth there, a maze of trenches and 
earthworks, ‘where the French fought 
underground as well as above ground, 
sapping and mining. fighting Germans 
in dark tunnels, with bayonets and 
| knives, and hands. and teeth, in death- 
struggles... Seven thousand French boys 
of the youngest class fell in the dash 
down from La Targette to the village of 
Neuville St. Vaast, and 3,000. fell with 
mortal wounds, 

Fields of the Slain. 


Round Souchez and Ablain-St. Na- 
zaire they fell in thousands, and today, 
when the rain washes a little: earth 
away one sees the white bonés of those 
boys with bits of red rag—the old red 
pantaloons of the first French armies. 
I went to those places when the French 
were there with the Vimy Ridge above 
them, and rain slashing down™tpon 
them, and shrapnel, and high explosives. 

“It is*mot good here,** said a little 
French Lieutenant. 

No, it was. not good there for the men 
of whom Henri Barbusse _ wrote—his 
comrades—in ils novel, “Le Feu,”

GERMANY RE-VISITED 


Ina Land Without Visible Signs of Want or Suffering, the Teutons 
Continue to View Life and Conduct in the Same Old Way 


When the war began in 1914 Conings- 
by Dawson was living in America, writ- 
ing a book. As a Briton he went over- 
seas to fight with the Canadian forces, 
and was soon in the hell of battle. Be- 
fore he was wounded he wrete many let- 
ters from the trenches, and they -were 
collected in the book “ Carry On,” which 
had a sensational success. Among his 
other volumes are “The Test of Scar- 
let” and “ Living Bayonets.” Probably 
no writer of the war period has described 
more graphically the methcds and char- 
acteristics of the Germans as opponents 
in battle. In this article he tells how he 
has found them behaving in their own 
country since the fighting ended. 


ance with the Hun. The last time 

I had had any dealings with him he 

had sent me: back to Blighty with a 
hole in my head. During the past few 
years all my déalings with him had been 
of this violent order, so that I had come 
to regard him not so much as an indi- 
vidual as an impersonal,. devastating 
force. That was how he had appeared 
when we had spied on him from our ob- 
servation posts across No Man’s Land; 


I WAS anxious to renew my acquaint-

he had looked like an effort, a threat, a 
satanic lust for murder which our bodies 


. alone had dammed and kept from flood- 


ing the homes for which we fought. We 
had rarely seen him, for nothing had 
stirred in his back-country; it had spread 
away beneath our gaze for miles, a gi- 
gantic, quiet, cunning trap. Even in the 
hour of attack, when we had killed and 
been killed by him, he had: been ‘bullets, 
shells, gas, and bombs; he had been noth- 
ing that walked, talked, begat and knew 
affections. So we had learned to hate, 
thwart,: and ultimately to defeat him 
not as a man, but as a conscienceless 
power for destruction. 

And now the world had changed. To 


_ kill a German, which six months ago had 


been a glorious act of. patriotism, was 
again a hanging offense. The peace dele- 
gates from Berlin had already arrived in 
Paris; in a few days the terms of their 
compulsory atonement would be an- 
nounced. - Already voices were making 
themselves heard, urging the Allies to 
remember their enemies’ common human- 
ity and emphasizing that the greatest 


prize of triumph was the victor’s mag- 
nanimity in his hour of eonquest. Every 
day sad stories appeared in the press 
regarding the social and economic in- 
stability of Germany. Germany was 
starving, bankrupt, stripped bare of all 
necessities, we read; unless immediate 
steps were taken to allay her misery, 
throughout her length and breadth an- 
archy would flare like a blazing torch. 
We were asked to set aside our hatred 
for her as an impersonal, evil force, and 
to think of her more normally as an 
association of families and human beings, 
kindly, weak, prone to folly, and capable 
of nobility liké ourselves. What we were 
really being asked was to let her down 
lightly; what was actually being threat- 
ened through this maze of words was 
that, if-we did not, she would see to it 
that we became contaminated with her 
own social wretchedness. 

This new attitude toward the jury of 
the felon at the bar was highly interest- 
ing to me here in England, where people 
were waking from their trance of hero- 
ism, and permitting themselves to real- 


ize their loss. It must have been equally 
interesting in thousands of American 
homes where chairs were vacant, and in 
cities. from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
where the wrecks of the lads who had 
marched away to do their country’s job 
were increasingly appearing in the 
streets as illustrations of what the job 
had cost. For myself my sympathies 
were not sufficiently agile to right-about- 
face ata moment’s notice from a con- 
tempt which I knew to be just to a sen- 
timental forgiving of an enemy, who, 
without expressing repentance, ordered 
my compassion with the effrontery of a 
blackmailer. I resented the scowl which

came exceedingly keen to. revisit the _ 


Hun, not in the old way across No Man’s 


‘Land behind a barrage, but by the more 


prosaic method of the Channel’ steamer 
and the train. I wanted to see whether 
I had’ been. unjust in my estimate of 
him; whether, after all, the brute in 
smoke-gray who had stabbed, violated, 
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and abused the weakness of others, might 

not have been unrepresentative of his na- 

tion; whether the kindly Hans who had 

' made toys and fairy tales had not been 
hidden away behind the Rhine all the 
time, quite uninformed as to the horrors 
which were being perpetrated in his 
name in the unhappy occupied territories 
of France and Belgium. It was immedi- 
ately before the peace terms were pub- 
lished that I set out. I must honestly 
confess that my emotions were largely 
those of an escaped victim going to in- 
terview his attempted murderer. My par- 
amount emotion was curiosity. 

As I boarded the leave-train from Vic- 
toria which had so often carried me back 
to the hazards of. the front, it almost 
seemed as though the war was still in 
progress; I found it difficult to persuade 
myself that I was bound on nothing more 
dangerous than a holiday jaunt. As the 
quiet English landscape streamed by the 
windows, orchards white with bloom, 
meadows smooth as lawns and dotted 
with sheep, gray villages, thatched and 
slumbering, lying silently in the cradle 
of the hills, I caught myself gazing at 
them with the old intensity of longing. 
My heart kept saying farewell to them, 
as it had in earnest not so many months 
before, when I had known that the odds 
were heavily against my eyes ever rest- 
ing again on their peacefulness. 

At Folkestone, where the boat was 
waiting for us, the old round of familiar 
military rudeness and red tape com- 
menced. One reported to pompous dug- 
out officers, saluted punctiliously, waited 

patiently to be acknowledged, gave 


politeness but received none in return, . 


and at last, with papers duly in order, 
went aboard the ship and joined in the 
seramble for a deck chair. Before we 
cast loose every officer and man was or- 
dered to provide himself with a lifebelt 
and to wear it throughout the voyage in 
the position of readiness. The authori- 
ties seemed determined to keep up the 
pretense that the war was not ended. All 
the old precautions were maintained, as 
though the Kaiser still reigned at Pots- 
dam and the U-boats had never been sur- 
rendered. 

This atmosphere of war was sharply 
in contrast with the atmosphere we had 
left behind in London. There both sol- 
diers and civilians had grown intolerant 
of being pestered by curtailments of 
freedom which had once had a purpose, 
but which now had grown a nuisance. In 
London no one saluted; every one was 
reveling in his right to assert himself as 
his own man. A General, swaggering 
down Pall Mall, attracted no more hom- 
age than a policeman. His air of im- 
portance was more likely to call forth 
ridicule than respect. The Tommy was 
the only military survival who was 
really respected; every one was very well 
aware that it was he who had brought 
about the peace, and that it was he who 
would see that it was observed. The 
sight of staff officers honking their way 
through the West End and exceeding the 
speed limit no longer impressed the man 
on the pavement. Their haste no longer 
persuaded him that their business was 
urgent. He wondered whether it had 
ever been sufficiently urgent to warrant 
theie arrogance. The sight simply irri- 
tated him and set him writing letters to 
the daily press, demanding that the pam- 
pering and decorating of the Red Tab 
should cease; if the public were to pay 
for staff.cars, they should be employed 
for the conveyance of the mutilated.-The 
spirit of democracy, bred of facing death 
for. an ideal in the trenches, had been 
‘carried home to Westminster and was 
- rapping on ‘the door of privilege with 
ever-increasing insistence. 

And yet so hide-bound ‘are men by 
habit that there were many who were 
reluctant to accept the freedom for 
which they had fought. Their demobili- 


non ae seg meer - ema 
ls and quite a number of them were 
ee We ih Wiehe snap ache tthe 
Army D iccnctten ee tee ee 
they might find re-em re-employment. The 
minute examination of military papers 
at ports of embarkation was chiefly 


maintained to prevent these ex-soldiers 
from returning.

ever, the exception, and the average 
Briton had been only too happy to do 
away with the military caste and all its 
badges of subjection and grades of su- 
periority. He had fettered himself glad- 
ly while the war was yet to be won; 
the moment it was ended he had de- 


clared himself a more convinced demo- 


crat than ever by reason of his soldierly 
experience. Not only was he a more 
convinced democrat, but, contrary to ex- 
pectation, more ardently anti-military. 
So it was a little startling to ‘find one’s 
self. whisked back within two hours 


into the old world, where military rank ~ 


was the only standard of worth and its 
possession a sufficient excuse for lack 
of manners. 

On the boat itself there was the old 
reckless, devil-may-care. crowd of men 
and officers, making the of their 
last care-free moments before tate days 
were again snatched from them and 
made tedious by the accustomed monot- 
onous round of regimental duties. Some 
were longing to be demobilized; others 
saw in warfare their only future. These

latter frankly stated that, from a selfish 
point of view, they hoped that hostilities 
would reopen. Mingling with the men in 
khaki were an unusual number of civil- 
jians: newspaper correspondents, mem- 
berg of Government commissions, par- 
sons, actors, educators. The business of 
most of them was serious, no doubt, either 
to make reports on conditions or to en- 
tertain the troops; but there was cer- 
tainly a percentage who were camou- 
flaged sightseers, bound on a joy ride at 
the public expense. One such, a clergy- 
man, naively confessed to me that, living 
expenses having increased so dispropor- 
tionately, he could not afford his cus- 
tomary Summer holiday, so was going to 
spend a few weeks’ rest at Cologne as 
official lecturer on economic conditions 
in the eighteeenth century. I could well 
believe that his weeks in Cologne would 
be a rest, for what Tommy in the occu- 
pied territories would be interested in 
the spending values of money 200 years 
ago? If he could not hear about the new 
world which he had had a hand in mak- 
ing, he would much prefer an evening at 
the movies with Charlie Chaplin. 

On disembarkation at Boulogne the 
old game went forward of standing in 
long lines outside the huts of transporta- 


tion officers and reporting to sleek, leis- — 


urely gentlemen, who treated all people 


‘whose papers they had to stamp with 


languid disdain. To have attained such 
a haughtiness of manner they must 
surely have been Dukes in their civilian 
existence! We could afford to laugh at 
them now, for many of us were wearing 
our uniforms for the last time; before 
the Summer was out we should have been 

“ demobbed ” and should have become in- 
dividuals once. more. But in the old 
days, when the front line horizoned all 
our world, they were no laughing mat- 
ter; not to have taken them as seriously 
as they took themselves might have led 
to complications. 

When I had justified my presence to 
the authorities I sct out to wander the 
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town. Wherever else the war was ended, 
here there was little change. Hun prison- 
ers, in the uniforms in which they had 
been captured, still marched under an 
armed escort to and from their work. 
Coolies, of Chinese labor battalions, 
grinned at one over the tailboards of 
passing lorries. Houses which enemy 
bombs ‘had destroyed still lay in heaps 
of ruins, The French population are 
fond of pointing out one of these ruins 
in particular, which was formerly a Brit- 
ish headquarters; ‘with the continual re- 
telling of the story the number of Gen- 
erals who lie buried beneath its walls 
has grown out of all resemblance to the 
truth. 

My ultimate destination was Cologne. 
After the luxuries of peace life I was a 
little disturbed as to what kind of train 
accommodation would be provided. The 
kind I had been accustomed to in war- 
time was as comfortless as can well be 
imagined. The glass was usually absent 


.from the windows; the doors had not iin- 


frequently fallen on the lines; the seats 
were filthy and torn; no attempt was 
made to heat the carriages in even the 
bitterest weather. We were getting on 
with the war then, and had no time to 
complain. I had hopes that now things 
might be different. On arriving at the 
station I was not disappointed, for I 
found that the Cologne Express consist- 
ed of a converted Red Cross train. In 
three tiers on either side, rising one 
above the other from the floor to the 
roof, were the little iron bunks, spread 
with army blankets, on which we had 
traveled wounded to Blighty. One 
climbed in haphazard and deposited his 
luggage on the first bed that was va- 
eant. Then, having removed his boot: 
and tunic, he lit a cigarette and got intc 
talk with whoever came handiest. Every 
officer on board had his special piece of 
knowledge, and most of them were will- 
ing to be communicative. 

One was taking to the front a con- 
signment of tanks, which were to be 
ready for the further invasion of Ger- 
many should the delegates in Paris re- 
fuse to sign. He Jet fall cheerful hints 
of: the new super-tank and what it could 
accomplish. He was hopeful that the 
gentlemen in Paris might prove obsti-) 
nate, and give it a chance of demonstrat- 
ing its prowess. 

Another had the Sherlock Holmes job 
of rounding up British deserters who 
were still at large in France. Some of 
these were comparatively harmless and 
had deserted after the armistice, having 
fallen in love with French or Belgian 
girls of villages in which they had been 
billeted. Others were men who had 
made themselves liable to the death 
penalty by having turned their backs on 
the front line. They had become out- 
laws by their cowardice, and existed for 
the most part by robbery in areas from 
which the mass of our troops had been 
withdrawn. Being men accustomed to 
the use of arms, encounters with them 
were likely to prove desperate. 
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Conversation flew back and forth 
briskly, giving one a kaleidoscopic insight 
into the after-effects of war. All the 
officers who had taken part in the last 
advance, after the enemy resistance had 
been finally broken, had been ‘mightily 
impressed with the sanitary efficiency of 
the Germans. The French and Belgian 
towns into which they had marched, 
which the invaders had just vacated, 
were found to be speckless. Under Ger- 
man rule the age-old habit of using the 
street as a dumping-ground. for sewage 
had been abolished. The broom and 
scrub-brush had become the fashion. 
But with the entry of our troops these 
.practices had been relaxed and had sub- 
sequently vanished, leaving a regret be- 
hind, at least as far as the British and 
Americans were concerned, that the les- 
son which the German taskmasters had 
taught had not been learned more com- 
pletely. 

One heard curious stories of the atti- 
tude of the enslaved toward their Ger- 
man tyrants. Later,’ from various 
sources I heard these stories confirmed. 
The liberated parts of France and Bel- 
gium were like sick children, discontent- 
ed, querulous, scarcely knowing what 
they wanted. They were incliried to 
think that they had borne the entire bur- 
den of the war, and, now that war was 
ended, ought to be petted and served by 
the rest of the world. When they found 
that the troops of the Allies were of ne- 
cessity billeted on them, they grew irri- 
table, and in their fits of temper went so 
far as to say that conditions had been 
better under the Germans. Their eco- 
nomic system had been again disrupted 
by the withdrawal of the Hun, as it had 
been by his invasion. Under Hun rule 
they had settled down to the bitterness 
of occupation and had learned to make 
the best of it. German greed and order- 
liness had organized their life into a 
strenuous efficiency; their industries had 
been readapted to the new conditions 
and compelled to carry on. Living ex- 
pnenses had been standardized and wages 
had readjusted themselves. Under the 
iron hand poverty had been eliminated ; 
every one had been forced to pull his 
weight and work. Now, since the com- 
ing of the Allies the lower classes had 
slipped back to their old standards of 

iness, leaving an unfair share of the 
daily toil to women and dogs. Peace had 
been too long in being confirmed, and, 
while it Jagged, capital was timid to re- 
invest itself. Everything was at a stand- 
still and no one’s energies were fully em- 
ployed. Like the children of Israel, when 
Pharaoh and his horsemen had been 
overwhelmed and the Red Sea had placed 
a barrier between thein and enslavement, 
they felt the loneliness of being master- 
less and looked back to the fleshpots of 
captivity with mutinous eyes. Though 
free in fact, the spirits of the peoples of 
the German occupation have become the 
spirits of bondsmen; in the last four 
years they have been robbed of their 
power to stand upright. A sickness of 
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lethargy weighs them down. They re- 
count the wrongs which were done them 
without a proper indignation. It is a4 
symptom of their disease that they have 
lost their capacity for resentment and 
seem to require the goad of oppréssion 
to spur them into energy. The Hun has 
sueceeded in making thése peoples the

This picture serves as an instructive con- 
trast to the results of the Allies’ occupa- 
tion of the Rhine, an investigation of 
which was the object of my. journey. 

One by one, as the night grew later. 
the little groups of conversationalists 
and card-players melted; soon all down 
the long line of bunks men lay cur'ed up 
beneath their army blankets. Now that 
_mo one stirred and. the lights had been 
lowered, ghosts of the old weariness of 
battle-days tiptoed through the ex-Red 
Cross train. These men who lay hud- 
dled, uncomplaining and silent, were the 
wounded of the last offensive. Soon. 
through the shadows, nurses and order- 
lies would enter, shuffling noiselessly 
and with swift precision from bunk to 
bunk. They would carry white lint and 
cotton with which to replace the scarlet 
packings. As their work progressed, the 
car would fill with the odor of suffering, 
disinfectants and blood. Even above the 
roar of the wheels an occasional groan 
would make itself heard. A nurse would 
bend over some quiet form, bend closer 
and then beckon to an orderly. We would 
not hear her. words, but we would know 
that some poor chap had outraced the 
engine and got home to Blighty before 
us. 

Several times that night as I roused 
and opened my eyes, I had to feel my- 
self to make sure that I was not wounded. 
“If I was not wounded, what was I doing 
on a Red Cross train? That I should be 
traveling sound and well to Germany 
with the war ended, seemed the delirious 
optimism of an enfevered brain. Every- 
body knew that hospital trains ran for- 
ever in the one direction, homeward from 
the slaughter house of sacrifice to the 
white-cliffed cleanness of England. And 
every one knew what passengers they 
carried—the bandaged - mummies of a 
completed heroism. 

Gradually, like a policeman pushing 
back the mob of. terrors, reality re- 
asserted itself. It was all past, that re- 
cent and yet ancient tragedy. The wire 
entanglements, in which we had snared 
one another, were rusting into nothing- 
ness. The trenches were tenantless, 
save for wild flowers. The cruel sport 
of killing and the bravado of bestiality 
were ended. Soon, through the silences 
of the night, we should be rumbling 
across the forsaken Golgothas of battle- 
fields. Not a rifle would be fired, not a 
bomb hurled. . Only the fallen would sit 
up in their narrow graves to watch the 
streaming lights of the Red Cross train, 
which had not waited for them and which 
would never fetch them now. 

Every few hours we would pull up at 
some lonely station to allow one or other 
of our number to alight. We had passed 
St. Pol and were traversing the wide be!t 
of the devastated area. If one peered out 
into the darkness, he saw nothing but 
shell-plowed fields, blasted trees and 
ruined towns. It was familiar ground, 
for I had marched and fought over most 
of it. If it had seemed desolate then, it 
seemed doubly dreary now that all the 
fighting troops had vanished. . The of- 
ficers who were still stationed there were 
either on police duty or in charge of sal-

and creeping things, but not for living 
men. 

We listened sleepily; then drew the 
blankets closer about our ears to shut 
such memories out. We had taken our 
chances with all those mighty armies, 
and we, by what process of selection we 
could not guess, had been chosen to sur- 
vive. If war teaches a soldier one wis- 
dom more than another it is to econo- 
mize on his miseries by means of forget- 
fulness. 

I was roused by the train pulling up 
with a jerk, and opened my eyes to find 
that if was morning. The first sound I 
heard when the couplings had ceased to 
clank was the distant calling of the 
cuckoo. 

“ Where are we?” I asked an orderly 
who was passing. 

“Mons, Sir,” he replied. 

Mons! The name has become as sacred 
as a legend. It will take a place in his- 
tory beside Domrémy. It conjures in one 
word the fighting man’s childish religion 
and courageous faith. I was out of my 
bunk in a trice. 

Facing me and paralleling the railroad 
was. what had once been a factory. Con- 
tinuing the line of the shabby street were 
rows of workmen’s houses. Only the 
frames. of the. windcws remained. The 
doors were splintered and sagged upon 
their hinges. The brick walls were deep- 
ly pitted with billets. The roofs and the 
walls had_crashed under the weight’ of 
shells. Nothing living was in sight save 
a solitary khaki figure standing guard 
over the broken remnants of the station. 
German placards bearing terse orders 
for the regulation of military traffic 
flapped disconsolately from boards where 
they had been pasted, half revealing the 
Belgian peace-time directions, which, for 
more than four years, they had blotted 
out. 

As far as eye could stretch the town 
lay forlorn; battered, uninhabited, al- 
‘most squalid. One viewed it with a 
pang of disappointment, for it had be- 
come a kind of Bethlehem in our imag- 
ination—a place where God had visited 
men. Its recapture had been our great 
ambition—almost what the retaking of 
Jerusalem had been to the Crusaders. 
The Canadians had all but achieved this 
ambition, for they. had lain intrenched 
along this very railroad when the armi- 
stice had. been proclaimed.. One gazed 
across the- gaping roofs. to the hills, 
black and sullen as slag-heaps, where 
the. horsemen of Heaven had flashed into 


morning mellow. 
And now we were entering the forbid-

den country, in the face of which the 
Hun had ground his heel. This was the 
Belgium which he had encircled with his 
’ steel, of whose sufferings only the faint- 
est rumors had escaped. It was here 
that the Allies’ airplanes had dropped 
their spies. It was here that for four 
years every man had been a suspect, 
prepared at any moment to be haled to 
secret death. It was across these very 
rails that the enemy troop-trains had 
roared to Armageddon. It was from 
these embankments that the Belgians 
had watched them returni as- 
paragus trains, as they used to call 
them—-piled high with bundles of corpses 
wired together. A land of horror, if you 
like! A land where human cruelty and 
treachery had outvied anything that 
history has recorded. A land which still 
wears an expression of torture which it 
will take generations of kindness.to ef- 
face. 

In the towns and cities at which we 
alighted lethargic men and women sat. 
All of them were aged, even the children. 
Houses were tumbled into the streets; 
their factories and shops had been ran- 
sacked and gutted. The loot which it 
had been impossible for the retreating 
invader to carry away had been burned 
and stood in charred heaps on the.sid- 
ings. You may travel for miles along 
the railroads of Belgium and it is always 
the same scene that offends the eye— 
pillage and ruthless. destruction.’ Huge 
buildings yawn like cavefns beneath 
twisted girders. Sometimes their -ma- 


- Chinery has vanished into Germany, at 


other times it has been dragged into the 
open and smashed to atoms. Where 
theft has failed, spitefulness has come 
into play. The intention of the Hun was 
to cripple this nation forever. Belgium 
looks like a bonfire burned out.. No one 
has as yet had the courage to attempt 
to repair the damage—there is so little 
that can be repaired. The task is too 
immense; it overwhelms the- imagination. 
The Belgian, restored to freedom, sits 
with idle hands, his shoulders humped in 
dreary contemplation. He is a man the 
spine of whose hope has been broken. 
He stares ‘and smokes, but tells to no one 
the thoughts: that shudder behind his 
eyes. The railroads are policed by poi- 
lus and British Tommies. At Namur and

mences. One finds himself in a country 
not unlike Connecticut, rolling, pastoral, 
and prosperous. Rising out of clumps of 
trees are gayly painted towns, steep- 
roofed and timbered, with color-washed 
walls and gimcrack balconies, all built in 
a kind of doll’s house manner. Their 
neatness impresses one first, then their 
atmosphere of pretense and unreality. 
They look as though they had been run 
up on exhibition grounds as examples 
of modern dwellings. They seem to be 
saying, “ Don’t examine us too closely; 
we’re simply here to give you an idea of 
what a modern Germantown should look 
like. We're putting our best foot fore- 
most ahd imitating our ambition for 
what we should become.” So the 
weather-cocks spin merrily in the breeze 
and the silly stucco towers on faked 
Gothic residences thrust themselves up 
proudly. 

In the fields fat sheep are grazing, 
sleek cows and well-nourished ‘horses. 
Somehow one has the feeling that they 
do not “belong” but have’been placed 
there, like the doll’s house towns, for the 
occasion. One saw no cattle among the 
cinder heaps of Belgium; probably these 
prosperous animals are a part of the loot 
carried off by the invaders.. The “land- 
seape has the air of insincerity, as 
though it had been brought up to scratch 
for an inspection; it looks burnished and 
serubbed. .It must have looked like this 
in 1913;-war has not altered its appear- 


corpses, which the mailed fist first killed 
‘and then mutilated. But Germany re- 
tains the unharassed complacence of one 
of her own frauleins. Even England, 
barriered by the sea against Armaged- 
don, has suffered in comparison. Her 
fields have a lean, uncared-for aspect. 
Her children are stunted by reason of 
the rationing. Her villages teem with 
hospitals. Her men and women of all 
classes are seedy and unfashionable in 
their dress. Her buildings and roads cry 
‘out for repairs. Her valleys are black 
with camps now abandoned, and her 
countryside is raw with, military indus- 


‘tries. Pry where you will, you are con- 


fronted with preofs of her enormous and 
‘exhausting effort. One resents the smug, 
smiling face of Germany. Its plumpness 
is an insult. One knows how it has been 
achieved — by worldwide cannibalism. 
She sucked the blood of the peoples

"at and destroyed so completely. 
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of the Allies’ bill for damages, her Gov- 
ernment propagandists have represented 
her as shell-shocked and bankrupt. Their 
eloquence has come near to convincing 
the super-humanitarians among her ad- 
versaries. But men who have visited 
her during the sitting of the Peace Con- 
ference know for a fact that her vitality 
has suffered less proportionately than 
that of any of her major enemies, with 
the exception of America. All her cities, 
railroads, rolling stock, mines, machin- 
éry, industrial institutions are intact. 
They are not only intact, but they have 
been added to by pillage and their effi- 
ciency. has been increased by trade se- 
crets wrung from the captured cities of 
the occupied territories. Moreover, com- 
petition has been to a large extent wiped 
out, for it was the mining districts and 
great industrial centres of her Belgian 
and French trade rivals that she struck 
Even 
before peace was signed, she had organ- 
ized her factories to make the most of 
this advantage, that she might set out 
on an uncontested pirate expedition 
around the world. She is sailing, and 
will sail while the prejudice lasts against 
her, under neutral flags. Within four 
months of the armistice, when it was an 
offense against the realm to trade with 
the enemy, camouflaged German goods, 
purporting to be Spanish, Dutch, or Scan- 
dinavian, were being offered at an ab- 
surdly low price to the British whole- 
saler. The lowness of the prite occa- 
sioned suspicion and in many instances 
led to discovery. A case in point was 
a line of snappers for women’s dresses 
which was offered by a firm in Barce- 
lona. They were peculiar for a rounded 
edge, which, when compared with pre- 
war samples, was found to be identical 
with an article manufactured by a firm 
in Germany. On application being made 
to the Barcelona Board of Trade, it was 
found that the Spanish manufacturer 
bore a Hun name. So, while France and 
Be'gium are deploring their stolen tools 
and awaiting the first payments of the 
indemnity to rebuild their plants, Ger- 
many, camouflaged as a neutral, is 
racing full steam ahead to forestall them 
in the markets which were theirs. Ger- 
many launched the war that she might 
expand her commerce; she has lost the 
war, but she plans te make reparation 
to the Allies out of their own pockets by

of their crippled state. How far they 
will allow her to succeed remains to be 
seen now that peace has become a fact. 
In view of this condition of affairs it 
was some comfort to see her prosperity 
policed by men in sky-gray and khaki. 
The poilu stood always grimly aloof, a 
conscious enemy in an enemy country, 
on the lookout for treachery, while he 
chewed the cud of a satisfied revenge. 
The British Tommy, with his habitual 
genial tolerance, made pals out of the 
children and lent the women a helping 
hand, but gazed past the men as if they 
were not there. The American gave the 
impression of being on an educational 
tour; he was alive to the historic sig- 
nificance of -his opportunity and was 
crowding in all the sights before he 
landed back at Hoboken. It made very 
little difference whether he was a pri- 
vate or a General, he always seemed to 
be in command of a flivver, which he 
cranked up with the air of a conqueror 
who, having done with conquering, had 
more personal business in hand. The 
Australian alone seemed to retain his 
He was a big 
boy out on a lark, delightirg in being 
alive when so many people were dead. 
- From the first I was amazed at the 
attitude of the Germans. They might 
have been in complete ignorance of the 
fact that their country had been con- 
quered-and occupied. They manifested 
no signs of bitterness or of humiliation. 
They were entirely respectful and self- 
In the country districts, by 
a military rule, they raised their hats to 
4ll officers of the Allies, and did it with- 
aut reluctance or. resentment. They 
went about their work in an orderly and 
cheerful fashion without consciousness 


"" °ef defeat or of reproach attaching to 


themselves. The moral horror of the 
world had driven them in disgrace inte 
the corner where, like Jack Horner in 
the nursery rhyme, they had at once as- 
sumed an expression of innocence and 
commenced exclaiming, “See, what a 
good boy am I?” If you call attention 
to your virtue often enough, you will 
end by persuading some one. I found 
that the Germans had been successful 
in persuading at least a few of the civil- 
ian visitors to a belief in their inherent 
decency. Their bearing was apparently 
so full of good-will and free from guile. 
But we who had made their acquaintance 
in the trenches never gave their good- 
will any credit; we had proved too often 
the truth ef the saying, “The only good 
Hun is a dead one.” 

The more I saw of this people the less 
reason I found for changing my initial 
opinion that their parade of amiability, 
though perfectly genuine, was due to a 
lack of shame; which is tantamount to 
saying, a lack of moral sense. They 
were frankly unaware that they had in 
any way offended, and regarded our 
scandalized condemnation of them as 
hypocrisy. The dishonor which permit- 
ted them for a personal advantage to be 
amiable to their enemies before the bat- 
t cficlds had been cleared of their dead 


would permit them to repeat the crime _ 


of the last four years the moment that 
they thought there was anything to be 
gained by it. They will not get the 
chance to repeat the crime with-force of 
arms, but they can-and will repeat it 
through the medium of commerce if they 
are not watched. They were not 
watched at Scapa, with the result that 
their pledged word proved wasted breath 
and the German high fleet was scuttled. 

Picture to yourself what our attitude 
would have been if we had lost the war, 
and landing parties of German soldiers 
had been billeted on the cities of the At- 
lantic seaboard for the purpose of hold- 
ing them up to ransom. However mild 
and just their conduct, should we have 
felt no compunction in touching our hats 
to their officers on Fifth Avenue? 
Wovld our women have associated with 
them and have been uncmbarrassed by 
any sense of treachery in being seen 
with them unescorted in public? Would 
national decency have allowed our hotel 
keepers and tradesmen to make an in- 
stant opportunity for profit out of the 
calamity? All these things the Rhine- 
landers have done, as though the Allied 
Armies of Occupation were no more than 
a party of Cook’s tourists. I am not 
suggesting that it would have been ex- 
pedient or to their credit to have sulked 
and behaved rebelliously in the face of 
unavoidable necessity. I do. suggest, 
however, that a dignified reserve and 
sadness would have been more decorous. 
On the contrary, every Rhinelander in- 
formed you that he had no reason to be 
sad, for Germany’s military power was 
still unbroken; it was only. the failing 
morale of the civilians, owing to the 
blockade, that had decided their humane 
Kaiser to bring the war to an end. They 
firmly held to it that it was he who had 
ended the war of his own volition, and 
that what we called an “ occupation ” was 
a truce arranged by common consent. 
In the same breath they voiced the hope 
that never again would the Rhineland 
be a part of the empire; their dream was 
that # might be constituted into a buffer 
republic under the protection of the 
Allies. Their reason for this was that, 
being the richest province in Germany, 
they were unwilling to be apportioned on 
the basis of their wealth their share of 
the indemnity, 

Within ten minutes of the arrival of 
the ex-Red Cross train in Cologne I 
stumbled across a man who made clear 
to me the seemingly inexplicable conun- 
drum of the Hun’s psychology. He wore 
the ribbon of the Iron Cross, was well 
over six feet, and limped from a shrap- 
nel wound in the thigh, which conceiva- 
bly my battery might have given him. 
He was the head porter of the hotel, 
facing the cathedral, in which I proposed 
to spend the night. Without any exces- 
sive display of flunkeyism, he was whole- 
heartedly desirous to please. While he 


conducted me upstairs to inspect my 
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room, he conversed in English, exhibit- 
ing the liveliest interest in my comfort. 
In pocketing the tip, which kad been his 
objective, he expressed the hope that my 
stay in the Fatherland might be of the 
pleasantest. 

When the key had been turned on the 
inside of the door and I was by myself 
I sat down in a state of bewilderment 
to sort out my thoughts. I had made the 
journey from England under the im- 
pression that 1 was about to visit an 
enemy country. I had set out with a cer- 
tain amount of ‘justified bitterness in my 
heart, which had been increased consid- 
erably by the sight of Belgium. I had 
figured to myself the probable state of 
mind of the average German who had 
lived to see all his boastful self-prophe- 
sies smashed to atoms and his country 
overrun by the fighting men who had 
accomplished his downfall. I asked my- 
self how I should have felt under the 
same circumstances. Had our fates been 
reversed, the sight of a German uniform 
in New York or London would have been 
to me what the proverbial red flag is 
supposed to be to the bull. Basing my 
expectations on these ca!culations, I had 
been prepared to find the life of an allied 
soldier not oversafe in Cologne—perhaps 
less safe in Cologne than in any other 
city of the Rhineland, for Cologne had 
been persistently bornbed by our airmen, 
and its press had been from the first vio- 
lently inflammatory against the Amer- 
icans and British. All my instinctive 
judgments were proved wrong; I had 
been welcomed to Cologne like a long- 
lost brother who had strayed home at 
last. This topsy-turveydom almost con- 
victed me of having been ungenerous. 
The head porter had made me feel that, 
after all, it had been necessary to come 
to Germany to learn the final lesson 
in Christian charity.. Not only had he 
turned to me his left cheek before I had 
actually smitten his right, but he had 
expressed a willingness to hurry out and 
slay for me the fatted calf. 

Had I been unjust to him? That was 
the question. While he had been in the 
room I had had an uneasy sensation of 
insecurity. I had been unwilling to turn 
my back to him, lest his agreeable ex- 
pression should vanish and he should 
seize the opportunity to avenge himself 
for his withered leg. Had we met seven 
months earlier, it would certainly have 
been his duty to overpower me. It did 
not seem possible that in so short an in- 
terval a man ecou'd swing from the ex- 
treme of lusting to do me bodily harm 
to the kindly desire to make me com- 
fortable. I was soon to learn that it was 
possible for a consideration, always pro- 
viding that the consideration was large 
enough. For the Hun’s psychology is 
readily explained when one recalls his 
experiences with German waiters. The 
German -waiter of pre-war days, whom 
we encountered in the best hotels whet- 
ever we traveled, was usually a spy and 
an undeclared encmy. Sometimes “he 


overwhelmed us with solicitous atten- 
tions; at others he treated -us with super- 
lative haughtiness. His change of de- 
meanor depended entirely on his estimate 
of the state of our pocketbook. If he 
scented a handsome tip in the offing he 
was the most considerate and kind of 
mortals. If ouf appearance did not as- 
sure him of a large reward, he bullied 
us with thinly veiled insolence. There 
you have the true German as he was, 
is and will be. Defeat has not refined 
his harshness; it has only made him 
friendly while friendship seems the short- 
cut to personal gain. There is no friend- 
ship in his heart, only a desire for profit 
and dominance. As it was with my head 
porter with the limping leg and the Iron 
Cross, it pays to smile at present; but he 
would far mere willingly stab you. 

I had not been in Cologne many hours 
before I found billets with other British 
officers in the chateau of Germany’s 
chocolate king. It was in an opulent row 
of palaces not unlike those of Fifth Ave- 
nue, each one surrounded by its cage of 
forbidding wrought iron, with windows 
which stared out on to the Volksgarten, 
in the massed foliage of which, strangely 
contrasting with the silence of stricken 
France, nightingales trilled and yearned 
above the street lamps from dusk to sun- 
rise. The chocolate king was an aristo- 
cratic and fine-looking old gentleman, 
who protested stoutly against each new 
inroad which was made on his privacy. 
He retired from landing to landing of his 
chateau as more rooms were required 
and he was driven nearer to the attics. 
Each time he defended himself with ar- 
guments, and, when arguments failed, 
made courtly bows before the door closed 
behind him, employing the invariable re- 
signed formula, “ You are the conquer- 
ors.” We liked and respected him for 
his dignified honesty. He had no wish to 
associate with us. We were in his house, 
where he.did not want us, and so he hid 
himself ‘from us. He salved his pride 
with no illusions that we were his guests 
or friends. He faced facts like a man of 
integrity; we were his conquerors. 

There were few signs in the Rhine- 
land that would warn any one who was 
not already aware of the fact that we 
were the conquerors. Never in history 
have triumphant armies occupied . an 
enemy’s country with less fuss and as 
much consideration. The Allies have 
almost toppled over backward in’ their 
effort to be upright. For instance, 
though we were suffering from a short- 
age of cars and the inhabitants had sev- 
eral thousand which they were forbidden 
to use on account of their nearnes< to 
the neutral zone, our military authorities 
refused to commandeer them for fear 
they should be damaged. Another case 
in point has to do with the army’s ure 
of the public trolley system. The trol- 
leys are municipally owned and our sol- 
diers were charged nothing when they

Bridgeport’s Solution of the Housing Problem Through Joint Efforts of Local 


| K pow reports of the housing 

shortage throughout the coun- 

try continue to pour in, at least 

one manufacturing centre in this part 

of the United States claims ample prep- 

aration to meet its needs. Bridgeport, 

Conn., has met its housing problem in a 

manner that-may well arouse the envy 
of the big cities. 

Three years ago, before we enteredthe 
war, Bridgeport became almost over 
night the Mecca of skilled and unski'led 
mechanics of every kind. The men, with 
their wives, sisters, cousins, and aunts, 
swarmed into the busy manufacturing 
town and were soon put to work jn the 
factories engaged in war work. The 
Remington Arms Company employed 
hundreds of them; so did the American 
Chain Company, and the Crane Company, 
and the Melville Iron Company, and 
many more of them, all within a limited 
radius. The city thrived financially; 
both the owners and the employes made 
money; but the spirit of the work was 
not happy. With the ever-increasing 
amount of business and the ever-grow- 
ing influx of people there came a per- 
veptibly spreading feeling of unrest. The 
cause was traced to the housing situa- 
tion. 

The workers were satisfied with their 
wages, satisfied with their working sur- 
roundings, but not satisfied with the 
places they had to live in. As a matter 
of fact, things came to a pass where 
there were no places to live in. It was 
not unusual at the very highest pitch of 
the work to have three men bunk in one 
room on eight-hour shifts—that is, a bed 
would be slept in continually for twenty- 
four hours, one man clearing out of the 
bunk when the second’ shift of workers 
came in. 

Dissatisfaction with conditions soon 
manifested itself in a sullen unrest among 
the toilers in the factories. They de- 
manded suitable and comfortable living 
quarters. The Remington Company was 
the first to take the matter in hand It 
began building houses. The aim was ex- 
pedition and quantity. The houses were 
quickly completed, and although not 
things of beauty they served, neverthe- 
less, to meet the immediate problem. 

Other manufacturers watched the re-

sults with interest and finally organized 
themselves, under the direction of the 
Bridgeport Chamber of .Commerce, into 
a concern known as the Bridgeport Hous- 
ing Company. The different plants put 
up a sufficient sum of money to insure 
the development of a large number of 
well-built apartment and unit houses. The

the city was purchased and building 
started on a group of 144 homes built 
around a square, comparable to a New 
England square, but in this instance 
used as a playground for the children 
of the community. The houses were ar- 
tistically grouped, the streets so laid out 
as to form a mode! village. The number

city was studied from the housing angle, 
and undeveloped plots of ground within 
the limits and immediately outside were 
bought at the best possible prices. Ap- 
preciating the fact that the work was in 
its main essentials a war measure, the 
owners of the properties were generous 
in their quotations, and it is testified 
that there was no profiteering. 

William H. Ham, a Boston housing 
engineer, was placed in charge of the 
work. The first unit of houses that went 
up was a series of model apartments 
just beyond the limits of the city. These 
consisted of three-room apartments, in- 


~~ tended to meet the need of the skilled 


mechanic who was making good wages 
and wanted to live with his family in a 
decent home. The flats rented for $10 a 
room, or $30 a month, which was entirely 


within the means of the people moving _

means of conveyance. These are situated 
west of Bridgeport proper, in the cities 
of Fairfield and- Stratford. 

The total number of families housed 
by means of all the four projects was 
250. The houses and apartments were 
rented no sooner than they were finished. 

The Government at Washington soon 
got wind of the Bridgeport housing 
work and noted the kind of houses, the 
improvements. on the property, and the 
effect on the workers. The problem was

not entirely solved, however. Bridge- 
port was still growing, and its popula- 
tion daily increasing as workers poured - 
off the trains in response to the call 
for help in the cartridge and arms fac- 
tories. The request of the Government 
to the Bridgeport Housing Company was 
to go ahead and build more. The initial 
funds of the building company were ex- 
hausted, but the Government thought 
the work ef sufficient importance to 
start additional building under the su- 
pervision of the United States Housing 
Corporation. With the four develop- 
ments of the local concern as models, 
the Federal authorities went ahead on 
five new projects, which furnished hous- 
ing facilities for about 900 additional 
families. 

In almost every instance a plot was 
chosen within walking distance of one of 
the large plants engaged in Government 
work. The development at Seaside Vil- 
lage, for instance, was meant primarily

New Hampshire Farm, Started His 


Albert L. Rhoades, Chore Boy on a 
Successful Army Career as a Trumpeter in 1899

HE army made me. When I en- 
- listed I had barely mastered the 
simple subjects taught in a coun- 
try school in New Hampshire. 
Whatever knowledge or ability I have 
acquired I got from the army. Anybody 
else can do the same thing. The sezyice 
is a great field in which a man’s de- 
velopment is limited only by himself. 
The army will take him as far as he 
wants to go.” 
In these words Colonel Albert L. 
Rhoades of the Coast Artillery Corps, an 
i expert and mathematician of 
international repute, summed up. some 
of the benefits of the service in the army. 
The War Department has been adver- 
tising the army as a great school, and 
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no uncles or aunts or cousins to look 
out for him. At, ten he had to face 
the world for himself. This he did by 
finding a job as chore boy on a New 
Hampshire farm. He attended a nearby 
school when his duties permitted. They 
often interfered, for a chore boy is a 
busy lad, but he persevered. Six years 
later he had gone through the classes in 
the school and was ready to learn a 
trade. He picked on the calling of a 
machinist and started in as an appren- 
tice in a shop at Nashua, N. H. 

He was working at his job when the 
Spanish-American war came on. Love of 
adventure guided his steps to a recruit- 
ing office, and regulations turned him 
back. 


“I was under weight, under height, 
and too young,” he said, in telling of his 
first effort to get in the army. I asked 
him why he tried to enlist. “Love of ad- 
venture, I suppose,” he answered. “I 
had never seen anything of the service, 
but army tradition was in my blood. 
Colonel Gustine of the Revolutionary 
forces was one of my ancestors; my 
great-grandfather fought in the war of 
1812, and my grandfather was killed in 
the civil war—at Seven Pines. My father 
was too young to get in the army then, 
and he died before the Spanish-American 
war. I suppose I just felt I ought to 


follow the example of my people and 
get im When the recruiting officer - 


turned me down he tokid mc I could en- 


list as.a trumpeter after I turned my 
eighteenth year, but I was téo light to 
get in the line.” 

The height of Colonel Rhoades’s am- 
bition just then was to learn to blow a 
bugle. He learned how, and on April 9, 
1899, enlisted as a trumpeter, and was 
assigned to Battery F of the 7th Heavy 
Artillery. 

As soon as he got acquainted in his 
new surroundings he asked and obtained 
permission to attend the gunnery school, 
which is held in every battery. 

“My battery commander was Captain 
George L. Anderson, now retired with the 
rank of Colonel,” said Colonel Rhoades. 
“One of the Lieutenants was Henry J. 
Hatch, who held the rank of Brigadier 
General in the A. E. F., and was head of 
the Heavy Artillery Service in France. 
Both. these officers gave me every en- 
couragement. They lent me books and 
outlined a course of study for me. The 
battery was short of noncommissioned 
officers, and so I was appointed Corporal 
and made Acting Commissary Sergeant 
for the battery. In the Winter of 1900-01 
Lieutenant Hatch quizzed me a lot about 
my studies and told me he thought I 
could pass the examination for a Second 
Lieutenant’s commission. At his sug- 
gestion I applied for the examination, 
and on Feb. 2, 1901, was commissioned 
Second Lieutentant of -Artillery. 

“ I-then asked permission to attend the 
school for officers being conducted by 





Captain George H. McManus, (now a 
Brigadier General.) He suggested mathe- 
matics and mechanics for my special 
field, and I took his advice.” 

Colonel Rhoades’s present standing in 
the army is proof that seed never fell on 
more fertile ground. The young “ shave- 
tail” lived in a world of mathematics. 
In 1906 he was promoied to the grade of 
First Lieutenant to fill a vacancy in his 
battery. Four years later he was sent to 
the Coast Artillery School at Fort Mon- 
roe and was graduated at the head of 
his class. His Captaincy came to him 
about this time, and with it a mark of 
official recognition of his work in the 
school when he was designated as one of 
a number of specially selected officers to 
take the advanced course at the same 
school in 1911. 

The following year he was appointed 
Ballistician of the Coast Artillery Board, 
a detail he held for five years. During 
this period he was in charge of all the 
intricate mathematical and. research 
work of the Coast Artillery Corps. The 
scope of his work practically was un- 
limited. It embraced electrical and il- 
luminating engineering, as well as the 
preparation of designs and plans improv- 
ing artillery pieces, projectiles, ex- 
plosives,.and firing methods. « 

The best testimonial to his efficiency 
in this: duty is the fact that Captain

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Wrath of Indians at the Palefaces 


Yakimas, No Longer Permitted to Spear Salmon Near River Dams, 
Will Appeal to Great White Father 


By WOOD M. VANCE. 
NDIANS ef the Yakima tribe, in the 
I State of Washington, are on the 
warpath. What they hold to be 
their inalienable rights to life, liberty, 
and the pursuit “of happiness have 
been denied them. From the saghalle 
illaha, [mountains,] where grows the 
camas root—the home of the bear. and 
deer, and from the kekulle illaha, [val- 
leys,] where flows the clear water of the 
Yakima River, these redskins have gath- 
ered to protest against the edict of the 
white man that they shall not fish for 
salmon within 400 feet of any dam. 

Now that the Great White Father has 
returned from a foreign land, they will 
go to him and show him the treaty which 
their Chiefs, in 1859, signed in the pres- 
ence of Governor Isaac Stevens, granting 
them the “ right to fish and hunt in all 
accustomed places.” They will ask him 
whether this document is a mere scrap of 
paper; and they will explain that when 
the Great Father was in distress because 
of ‘treaties which Germany ruthlessly 
cast aside, the Sachems sent their bravest 
warriors to uphold the word and the law. 
They will go, not with the tomahawk 
and scalping knife as of old, but armed 
with the white man’s weapons, the law. 

For several years the Indians and the 
Game Warden of the State of Washing- 
ton have clashed over the right of the 
former .to spear salmon during the 
Spring run into fresh water at all dams 
along the Columbia and Yakima Rivers. 
But each season the law as interpretea 
by the white man has triumphed over 
what the Indians believed to be their 
rights under the 1859 treaty. It is held 
by the Game Warden, backed up by a 
State Supreme Court decision, that the 
treaty phrase, “at all accustomed 
places,” means that the red man may 
fish only where the white man is per- 
mitted to fish; that he is to have no spe- 
cial privileges not enjoyed by the white 
man. 

But to the mind of the Indian such a 
construction of law is not understanda- 
ble. To him the treaty as it now stands 
is a broken promise on the part of his 
white brothers. A war council was called. 
The tom-toms beat in every Indian en- 
campment along the rivers. Runners 
summoned all the tribesmen to the pow- 
wow. The fires of revenge were kindled 
within the breasts of every buck and 
squaw. The white man must be met in 
the courts of law. And to this end the 
Indians will ask the Great Father to 
kindle the council fires of the Great 
Paleface court at Washington that their 
rights may be protected. 

With his sub-Chiefs standing in a semi- 
circle, Chief Meninick, head of the 
Yakimas, eddressed his tribe. Defiant 
was his attitude and grave the faces of 
his warriors. He would have them know, 
because his father and his father’s 
father had said, that the land upon 
which they lived. was free to hunt and 
fish. To stop them now from spearing 
the silver fish would mean starvation 
when the Winter shows come. He dwelt 
upon the terms of the treaty. 

“Well do I remember,” said the old 
Chieftain, “how our fathers told of a 
paper which was signed so that we 





might seek the fish in the river’s bosom, 
and the deer in the mountain’s fastness. 
It is a treasured paper, and for it our 
fathers gave up the land and laid aside 
the arrows and the tomahawk. Now the 
white man says there is not written upon 
it that we shall fish and hunt as of old; 
that its promise is but the snows of Win- 
ter before the Chinook winds, to be 
blown away and considered not. 

“Does the white man forget that he 
came to our land in wagons weak and 
starving? We did not deny him our food. 
We gave him of deer meat, of salmon, 


see us starve because we cannot eat his 
cannéd fish.” 

So spoke the Chief of the Yakimas. 
And, aroused by his words, the Indians 
agreed that money, sufficient for all ex- 
penses to Washington of their Chief and 


his aids, should be taken from the tribal _ 


funds. It is‘their purpose to have Presi- 
dent Wilson instruct the Attorney Gen- 
eral to institute proceedings in the Uni- 
ted States courts for a construction of 
the treaty dealing with their fishing 
rights. 

Before calling the council of war a

camas root, and berries. Our waters were 
silver with the salmon, and our deer 
plentiful. But all is changed now; 
changed as seems our treaty. No longer 
can we live on the land except on ground 
which the Great White Father has put 
aside for us. And the fish swim, not in 
numbers, nor are the deer to be found 
as of old. 

“We go now into the mountain trail 
and find there the tracks of- the. white 
man. Far, far into the mountains, and 
still his tracks. He kills our deer and 
takes our fish, yet he leaves there tin 
cans out of which he gets his food. He 
takes from us our fish and would have 
us buy it back to eat from a can. He 
would herd us in a corral-like cayuse and 


vain appeal was made to Governor Louis 
F. Hart of Washington. Then in order 
to make a test case an Indian, Tom Nye, 
agreed to fish at the Prosser Dam in 
spite of the court decision, and in the 
presence of State game officers who have 
been stationed at the dam to enforce the 
law. Just as the warrior goes into bat- 
tle, Nye walked by the officers, spear in 
hand, and waded inte the river. Soon a 
big Chinook salmon came plowing up- 
stream like a submarine. Quick as a 
flash the spear shot into the water. In 
an instant there was a splash, and the 
river took on a crimson color: The fight 
was on. The salmon had little chance 
against the cunning of the Indian.

Also weddings 
take place, to which all are invited. 

Along the Washington and Alaska 
coasts millions of dollars’ worth of sal- 
mon are taken from the ocean each year. 
In a report to the State: Fish Commis- 
sion for the year ended March, 1918, 
the salmon catch was 17,193,104, and the 
salmon pack of last year was estimated 
at $19,000,000. Canneries have sprung 
up all along the coast, making fortunes 
for the investors, and the dividends to 
fishing boats have been enormous.

There is the white-aproned 
bartender, to be sure; and for 7 cents he 
will reach into the vasty deeps and bring 
you up a cool drink of what is labeled 
on the walls “orange drink,” a reincar- 
nation of “circus lemonade” of ancient 
and nauseous memory. There are dozens 
of these new “bars” scattered around 
the White Light district, and the ex-fizz

“ Summer ” on the recreation piers they 
congregate in Times S<cuare and the ad- 
jacent streets looking up into the heavens 
for a Gabriel who, from the top of a 
blimp, will announce the resurrection of 
the wide-open all-night town. Their 
mental state is “ stick around—you never 
can tell what’s going to be doing.” 

They expect, it would seem, a mag- 
ical Marathon runner to dart out of 
Union Square, and, running up Broad- 
way, utter his “Open Sesame.” But 
there is no Gabriel on a blimp and there 
is no “Open Sesame” magician. There 
are instead wild honk-honks from the 
Cimmerian depths south of Greeley 
Square, which means the big touring cars 
from the island are coming back to their 
stations. They unload their patrons, who 
look wistfully around at the faces of the 
evicted thin-gin merrymakers; and all 
line up at the new all-night bars. 

Yes, New York has its new all-night 
bars; and they are right on the street. 
There is all the scenery of the real bar 








gambler whose rojl is not working and 
the tired clubman. They all look at one 
another sheepishly, their eyes saying, 
“ And who'd a-thought it?” 

The centre of night life now after 
hours is, however, in the coffee houses. 
On the ruins of the all-night bar the 
Danish and French and Vienna bakeries 
rear their pasty (or pastry) heads. Lady 
Nicotine and King Caffeine picnic on 
the grave of old John Barleycorn. These 
“ bakeries ” have come into being by the 
dozen. They are packed from 1 until 3 
o’clock in the morning by all sorts of 
humanity—mostly the evicted tenants 
of hotel tables and jazz houses, who go 
to these “bakeries” and coffee houses 
to bury just one more lobster or punish 
another rabbit. They are merry parties 
mostly, some of them bringing in with 
them neat little packages of tabooed joy. 
Those who still insist on “making a 
night of it” will take a taxi from the 
coffee house to some chop suey parlor, 
where one can grow hilarious on tea and 
view the gilded carvings of the lattice 
work. It’s a great night if you don’t 
weaken. 

By 4 A. M. the streets are swept clean 
of pedestrians. The old nighthawk is 
secreted somewhere in a “back room,” 
where a bartender creeps under the bar, 
draws a beer and creeps back on all fours 
and whispers in the inky darkness, “ Put 
out that cigarette, you boob!” An actor 
lingers in the recesses of a “ bakery ” to 
discuss the ethics of Kant or the chances 
of our invading Mexico, or the greatness 
of Edwin Booth. A sleepy newsboy sits 
on his pile of morning papers. A cop 
Jooks over “ Today’s Entries” under a 
drug store arc light. The “shuttle” 
drones its weary way between Times 
Square and the Grand Central. New 
York is in bed as it never was before in 
its life. ; 

“Gay New York” has passed. O.

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Saratoga Springs: Our American Spa 


Experts Say Carlsbad and Nauheim Must Yield the Palm in 
Therapeutic Importance to New York Resort 


OW that it is no longer good form 
N to seek health at Carlsbad, Wies- 
baden, Nauheim, and the other 
German spas, Americans are beginning 
to awaken to an opportunity at their 
very door. In their own country, at 
Saratoga Springs, in New York, they 
have found baths comparable in thera- 
peutic value to any abroad. 

Thanks to the foresight and generosity 
of George D. Pratt, New York State 
Conservation Commissioner, Saratoga 
promises to become a mecca for jaded 
Americans. Until 1909 the springs were 
owned privately. The product these 
companies were most interested in were 
the carbonic acid gases found in the 
waters of the springs, with the result 
that by the time the State acquired con- 
trol some of the springs had almost 
literally run dry. 

In 1909 New York State assumed com- 
plete ownership. Instead of being used 
as a commercial centre, they were con-

bathhouse close to this one. Both are 
in that part of the reservation which is 
richest in-springs of the famous Sara- 
toga waters. 

It is interesting to learn how the plans 
for the new building were formulated. 
According to the last annual report of 
Mr. Pratt, the number of bathhouse 
treatments given at the reservation dur- 
ing 1918 amounted to 23,305, an increase 
of almost 2,000 over the previous year. 
In 1917 treatments were given in three 
bathhouses, but in 1918 one of them was 
discontinued because of its poor condi- 
tion. All treatments were given at the 
Lincoln Bath House and the Saratoga 
Their facilities were taxed 
to the utmost, and it became more and 
more apparent that additional bathing 
accommodations must be provided. 

To meet this situation Mr. Pratt ar- 
ranged for the acquisition of a building 
originally designed as a gas plant, but 
which at the time of purchase was used

verted into a health resort. First of all, 
the pumping of gases and waters was 
stopped. Secondly, a definite program 
of facilities for patients was prepared. 
On account of an insufficient supply of 
funds the accommodations were rude and 
simple, but they showed, nevertheless, a 
trend toward improving the natural re- 
sources of the State. A step in this 
direction was the conversion of one of the 
former gashouses into a bathhouse, 
called the Lincoln. Today the Conserva- 
tion Commission is working on a new 


as a furniture factory. The building is 
now being remodeled to meet the State 
architect's specifications, which call for 
124@dressing rooms, 44 bathrooms, 4 mas- 
sage rooms, 16 restrooms, 2 solarias, 2 
hydrotherapy rooms, and 2 electric bath- 
rooms, in addition to a doctor’s room, 


offices, - ; 

A popular feature of the reservation 
is a large building called the “ Drink 
Hall,” where waters of all the springs 
can be had. The admission fee, which is 


5 cents, is the only charge. The drinks 
of the various fountains are free. 

This work of expansion has been going 
on since 1915, when the State Conserva- 
tion Commission was put in charge. Since 
then the springs have grown in popu- 
larity until today the equipment is in no 
way commensurate with the possibilities 
for making them a national health re- 
sort. Already there has been noticed an 
increase of visitors. 

For a long time the State of New York 
has planned to go into the work of build- 
ing up this spa in a manner which would 
be attractive as well as utilitarian. It 
was decided that the best place to build 
was not Saratoga Springs proper, but 
some distance away from the city, in the 


“centre of the area where the springs 


found their source. That is about a mile 
south of Saratoga. The State already 
owns extensive holdings there, but not 
enough for the building of a resort such 
as is contemplated. That is where the 
foresight and generosity of Commis- 
sioner Pratt comes into the story. 

A short time ago Mr. Pratt discov- 
ered that some of the property the State 
wanted was for sale. The State at the 
time had no money to pay for it. Com- 
missioner Pratt bought the land, valued 
at $200,000, and is holding it for the 
State until such time as it is ready to re- 
imburse him for it. : 

“I am convinced,” he said not long 
ago, “that New York has in Saratoga 
Springs the most wonderful curative 
waters to be found anywhere in the 
world, and I have accordingly worked 
consistently upon plans to develop the 
State Reservation-to a point worthy of 
such resources. Many things must be ac-

- complished. 
bathhouse in the world, one that will sur- 


pass those even in the great spas of Eu- 
rope and that will thoroughly represent 
the Empire State. We must have year- 
round hotel accommodations adjacent to

the bathhouse. We must have better fa- 
cilities for the graduated exercises and 
out-of-door recreations essential for 
many patients. 5 

“We have worked steadily on plans 
for all these things, and last Winter the 
State architect made a tentative study 
not only for a bathhouse, but for land- 
scape development. The development to 
be carried necessitated the purchase of 
additional property. The State was not 
in a position to acquire this property, so 
I arranged to buy it reasonably. It is at 
the disposal of the State.” 

According to the plans now under way 
the new development will be equipped 
with a modern bathhouse, connected by 
closed passageways and open bridges to 
the hotel. The State will supervise the 
operation of both of them. 

An interesting feature of the resort 
will be the walks in Geyser Park, de- 
signed for graduated exercises, compara- 
ble to the walks of the spas overseas. 
Many of these are already laid out and in 
use. Some of them are on level ground for 
patients who must be strictly limited in 
their exercise. Others are slightly in- 
clined,.while still others present greater 
degrees of difficulty, with corresponding

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opportunities to obtain any desired 
amount of exercise as the patient pro- 
gresses toward recovery. They wind in 
and cut through the attractive sylvan 
scenery of Geyser Park, permitting ex- 
ercise of any duration as well as of any 
difficulty. 

All in. all, the territory includes about 
700 acres. There are 122 wells and 
springs. The waters are both table and 
medicinal. Some of them are so strongly

traveled by them. A British order was 
actually on the point of being published 
that not more than six soldiers should be 
allowed to inconvenience the civilian 
population by being at the same time on 
any trolley. Had this order been put 
into operation it would have given a Ger- 
man conductor the right to push our sol- 
diers above the legal number of six off 
his trolley if they tried to board it. 
Luckily, the injury such a_ regu'ation 
would have done to the prestige of the 
Allies was perceived in time and it was 
withdrawn. The military authorities are 
so anxious to deal fairly with the enemy 
citizens that they create the impression 
of being unfair to their own men. In 
the case of a breach of peace involving 
German citizens and allied soldiers, they 
usually tend to listen with a more favor- 
ing ear to the German version of the 
story. While I was in Cologne a Hritish 
officer, whom I knew, left the window 
of his bedroom open, the day being hot. 
When he came back most of his posses- 
sions had been stolen. The room was two 
stories up, so the crime was not en- 
couraged by any carelessness on his part, 
and must: have been deliberately premed- 
itated. In the ordinary course, if the 
thief were not detected nor the stolen 
goods recovered a fine should have been 
imposed on the municipality to reim- 
burse. the officer; instead of which, when 
he lodged his complaint with our own 
. military police, all the satisfaction he 
got was a reprimand for his carelessness 
in not fastening his window. When we 
learned the result we could almost hear 
the Hun laughing behind his mask of 
politeness. We wondered, had the same 
accident happened in occupied Belgium 
to a German officer, how many innocent 
men and women would have been led out 
and shot. 

Every combatant who has been in the 
Rhine!and knows that from first to last 
our treatment of the Hun has been too 
soft. Last May we allowed labor pro- 
cessions, which had never been permitted 
when the Kaiser was on his throne. The 
Rhinelanders themselves confessed té us 
that if such processions had been at- 
tempted previous to the occupation they 
would have caused clashes with the po- 
lice and bloodshed. It is the old xenti- 
mental story of blinding our. eyes to the 
truth in order that we may believe the 
best of everybody. During the decade 
which preceded 1914 we made ourselves 
a laughing stock by refusing to credit 
the self-evident fact that Germany was 
planning world-murder. When the Hun 
had battered down Belgium’s front door, 
we still insisted that it was the act of 
a group of Prussian rowdies and not 
done with the consent of the united Ger- 
man Nation. Throughout the war we 
were reluctant to employ the vigor of 
hatred against our enemy; by refusing to 
fight him with his own weapons we near- 
ly allowed victory to escape us. Now 


that by the miracle of America’s millions . 
the victory is ours, we have reverted to - 


our former missionary ambition to 
change the Hun’s evil disposition by the 
example of our own forbearance. Qne 
might just as well attempt to level the 
Rockies with a garden roller. 

' The outward signs of conquest that 
you see in the occupied parts of Germany 
are ridiculously few and un-awe-inspir- 
ing. At street corners our military police 
stand side by side with the German civil-

ian police to-control the traffic. Parked 
in the Neumarkt at Cologne you will see 
a few hundred surrendered German lor- 
ries, most of them in a lamentable state 
of disrepair. The bridgeheads are held 
by the Allies and manned with sentries. 
On the river you will see a flotilla of 
motor launches, commanded by naval 
Lieutenants, which chug harmlessly to 
and fro on patrol duty. To the east of 
the bridgeheads the army zone extends 
for twenty miles; where it ends guards 
are posted, and the neutral zone, ten 
miles in depth, commences. The eastern 
boundary of the neutral zone is the front 
line of self-governing Germany. The 
troops which the Allies keep in the occu- 
pied territories consist for the most part 
of men who have seen the shortest 
periods of active service; the men who 
have seen the most fighting have been 
released and sent home. As far as the 
British divisions are concerned, they are 
made up in the main of battalions of boys 
who were too young to be sent to the 
front while the war was in progress. The 
chief duty of the troops who man the 
frontier for the Allies is to prevent the 
smuggling of food into Germany and the 
passage of German Bolshevist propagan- 
dists into the occupied territories. For 
the rest, life proceeds on its normal 
round, unembittered and without incon- 
venience. 

How extraodinarily normal life is re- 
quires to be seen to be credited. The 
beergardens are in full swing. The 
opera, which has run steadily through- 
out the war, gives its nightly perform- 
ances. The streets are gay with cabaret 
signs; where the performers come from 
is a mystery, for they are a'l either 
Austrian or German and, once in the 
occupied territories, are compelled to 
to stop. In the Volksgarten our soldiers 
stroll with their makeshift German 
sweethearts or row them in toy boats, 
shaped like gondolas and swans, about 
the lake. Everywhere one recognizes 
the disarmed German fighting-man by

his smoke-gray uniform, with its buttons 
and regimental badges torn off. When 
the old uniform is not worn, there is 
usualy an Iron Cross ribbon in the lapel 
or some other telltale mark which gives 
away the secret that its possessor was 
formerly in the army. Perhaps a'l the 
best of their manhood is dead, though 
on the surface one does not notice any 
shortage of male population; at any rate, 
those that are left are either weedy or 
stout and very far from being physically 
terrifying. As one hears’ our soldiers 
constantly remark, “ When one 'ooks at 
them, he feels ashamed that we took so 
long in beating them.” 

While Germany was a sealed book, 
gruesome stories leaked out as to the 
number of her mutilated and the ex- 
tremes. of her poverty. We were told 
that the bells were being taken from her 
churches, the metal roofing from her 
houses, the very knockers from her doors 
to be melted down into the munitions of 
war. Very few of these rumors can be 
confirmed by anything to be seen in the 
occupied territories. In all the time I 
was in the Rhineland I did not come 
across one cripple mutilated on active 
service, whereas in London one can sce 
them by the thousands. Whether Ger- 
many had more abrupt ways of dealing 
with her human wreckage or whether she 
hid them away in her interior, I cannot 
tell; no Rhinelander with whom I talked 
was able to enlighten me. Nor were 
there any outward signs of the extremes 
of poverty to which war was supposed 
to have driven her. Her cities and vil- 
lages in the Rhineland looked offensively 
prosperous; all her buildings, both pub- 
lie and private, had the appearance of 
being well maintained and freshly paint- 
ed. In England, since 1914, there has 
been no labor spared on anything that 
was not of national importance, conse- 
quently the impression that her cities 
create is one of shabbiness and disrepair. 
Of metal in the Rhineland there was no 
apparent shortage, for cutlery was the 
cheapest commodity for sale in the

stores. QOhe cannot help but believe that 
these reports of Germany’s economic col; 
lapse were first of all mere optimisms of 
the Allies, fostered by them to bolster up 
«heir own morale, and that afterward 
they were accredited by Hun statesmen 
in order to reduce the amount of the in- 
demnity. When the substantial vigor of 
Germany’s resources begins to make it- 
self felt in competitive commerce the 
Allies will get a shock. 

The Germans themselves are well 
aware of the surprise that they have in 
store. They believe that the war is not 
yet lost. They fought to get control of 
the markets of the world. They have not 
succeeded in their object; but they have 
succeeded in doing more damage to most 
of their trade rivals than they them- 
selves have suffered. They know that, 
despite the indemnity, they can recover 
their legs before France or Belgium. For 
one thing they have insured themselves 
against a failing population; their streets 
swarm with children. For another they 
have cunningly concealed their true 
wealth by investing it in industries in 
neutral countries and in shipping, camou- 
flaged as neutral, which they control. 
They have failed to win the war by force 
of arms, but they still plan to win it by 
sharp practice and the bankbook, while 
the nations they have wronged are 
struggling back to solvency. They do 
not wish to fight with the cannon and 
gas any longer; they have learned how 
to asphyxiate their enemies with the 
cloud-gas of Bolshevism and its attend- 
ant social discord. While countries en- 
gage in class warfare within their own 
borders, idened by poi thoughts 
of Germany’s sowing, the Germans plan 
to collar the world's commerce, which 
was their objective at the outset when 
they first violated Belgium. 

It does not matter that the German . 
Empire is ‘partitioned and that Germany 
herself suffers from the disease of Bol- 





” shevism, with which she has contam- 


inated the entire human fdmily. Ger- 
many is a race and not a locality. Scat- 
ter her people over the globe so that they 
have not a rood of ground to call Ger- 
many, and they will still remain a unit. 
They feel this in their bones, and assert 
it when you talk to them. They believe 
that they have only lost the war in the 
crude, outward sense. All humanity is 
damaged and they have come out of the 
conflict comparatively strong. They are - 
plotting with relentless determination to 
reverse the verdict of the western front 
by the trade they will capture by the 
output of their factories. 

It was this knowledge of another bat- 
tlefield to which they marched that ac- 
counted for the unemotional lack of curi- 
their sentence as pronounced in the peace 


+ terms. I was in Cologne on the historic 


day when the terms were published and 

was repelled by the unnatural indiffer- 

ence of the populace. No one rushed for 
’ papers. No one discussed their contents. 
Disturbances had been expected, and ex- 
tra tanks had been brought forward to 
quell the riots. None occurred. Faces 
were as-cheerful as ever. The attitude 
of individuals was no whit less friendly. 
The absence of emotion was uncanny. 

Be- 
neath his stealthy mask of smiling every 
German was dreaming of the new battle- 
field, unforeseen by the Allies, toward 
which his feet already marched. 
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Skyrockets and Flares as Aids to Our Fighters 


Uncle Sam Had to Learn How to Make Fireworks When He Got Into the War, Because 
Telephones and Wireless Were Inadequate for Communication at the Front

NE of the prob'ems which con- 
QO fronted the Ordnance Department 

of the army during the war and 
one which has provoked little com- 
ment was that of furnishing the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces in France with 
sufficient pyrotechnic devices for modern 
warfare. 

At the entrance of the United States 
into the European conflict it was neces- 
sary to stimulate production of pyro- 
technics on the part of the few fireworks 
manufacturers here and to create new 
manufacturing facilities in order to meet 
the requirements of our troops abroad. 

It is hard to conceive what vast quan- 
tities of this type of material could be 
employed, and yet the cables were hot 
with calls for more. As an iljustration 
the manufacturing program of the Ord- 
nance Department called for: 

75,000,000 Rockets. 
T,0nn,an8 V. 1. Cartridges. 
72,060,008 2-Millimeter Véry Pistol Signals. 

200,000 Airplane Flares. 

00,000 Wing Tip Flares. 

33,000,000 Bengal Lights. 
12,000,000 Hand Flares. 

4,700,000 Smoke Torches. 

These ‘general types were subdivided 
in accordance with their different colors 
and effects. For instance, there would 
be a rocket with a parachut pended 
flare of red, green, or white. Another 
rocket would shoot out one, three or six 
fire balls of appropriate color. Some 
seventy-five distinctive types were in- 
cluded in the pyrotechnic code. 

This enormous program was never 
met. The signing of the armistice was 
the signal for immediate stopping of pro- 
duction, but even then a producing 
capacity, nine times greater than that

While pyrotechnics have_been known 
for centuries, the method of manufacture 
and the formulae have varied but slight- 
ly in two hundred. years. The speci- 
fications whereby materia! might be 
judged as to its worth were lacking. 
Our. allies had been rushed into the 
manufacture, and, in their haste, had not 
had time to prepare such standards. 
The Ordnance Department of the army 
prepared the first scientific standards 
for acceptance in the history of pyro- 
techny. These standards and specifica- 
tions were based on performance, leaving 
to the ingenuity of the contractor how 
he should meet the requirements, but 
aiding him by suggestions based on the

experiences in the department’s research 
work. 

In preparing these standards a lesson 
was taken from the illuminating engi- 
neer. The first standard established was 
that of candlepower. The result was 
surprising. Of samples submitted by 
various manufacturers, it was found that 
the candlepower of a certain type of 
flare varied from 400 to 40,000. Prior 
to this test each manufacturer had sworn 
by the efficacy of his own secret for- 
mula. 

It was also noted that a high candle- 
power could be readily attained, but 
with an accompanying increase in the 
volume of smoke given off, which smoke, 
unless rapidly cleared away, cut down 
the illuminating power of the signal. 
The Ordnance Department thereupon de- 
vised an apparatus for measuring the 
quantity and translucence of the smoke 
given off. Standards for these features 
were then established. 

Another standard which has only re- 
cently been satisfactorily established is 
that of color. It is little appreciated 
that no standard of hue exists. Color 
shade is purely a. matter of personal 
opinion, and naturally the acceptance of 
material must be based on something 
_more concrete. It would otherwise lead 
to indefinite argument. Since a distinct- 
ive color in the signal code has a definite 
meaning, the importance of removing a‘l 
possibility of confusion becomes obvious. 
A green must not fade into white, nor a 
white show a tinge of red. These stand- 
ards have been established in such a 
manner that the manufacturer will have 
a definite range of limits te which his 
product must conform. 

The expansion of manufacturing fa- 
cilities was not as easy a matter as in 
the case of the other types of munitions. 
The knowledge of the art was confined 
te a very few. Their efforts could not 
be diverted from actual production in or- 
der to assist in the creation of new fa- 
cilities.

The question naturally arises as to why 
pyrotechnics should in this day have 
again come into prominent use in mili- 
tary operations. The wireless and the 
telephone have undergone phenomenal 
development. The answer is to be found 
primarily in the unexpected intensity 
of warfare as was developed in “ trench 
warfare,” or “ warfare of position ” as it 
is more properly termed. It is essential 
that the military commander know every- 
thing that goes on behind the enemy’s 
immediate front. The airplane has 
eliminated daylight manoeuvres. The air- 
plane can detect night manoeuvres only if 
the terrain be illuminated. We there- 
fore find many devices for either in- 
stantaneous or continued illumination of 
the ground. Reliefs were moved up at 
night, wounded were evacuated from 
front line trenches under a cover of dark- 
ness and ammunition supplies replenish- 
ed. Only in an emergency were any 
movements within artillery range con- 
ducted by daylight. Where such was the 
ease the toll from artillery fire was 
terrific. 

Iiluminating devices were the little 
white star shot from the Véry pistol, 
the -white flares, suspended from the 
parachutes, fired from a special device 
attached to the rifle, (these were known 
as V. B. cartridges, named after the 
French inventor of the rifle attachment, 
namely, Vivian-Bessiére,) the rockets 
with their parachut spended flare and 
the huge airplane flare. The last con- 
sisted of a flare which burned for six 
minutes and gave off an intensity of 
light of some 400,000 candlepower. This 





flare was suspended from a parachute- 


made of the finest Japanese silk and 
eighteen feet in diameter. The flares 
were employed for the purpose of illumi- 
nating the terrain in order to detect 
manoeuvres at night or to _ facilitate 
bombing operations. ; 

In this same connection an aviator can 
see better by moonlight than can an ob- 
server on the ground. Objects which are 


searcely discernible at a quarter of -a. 


mile on the ground are clearly visible at 
a mile or more in the air. Tests which 
were made indicate that the flare when 
dropped from 5,000 feet Muminated the 
earth with an intensity equal to three 
times that of a most brilliant full moon. 

While the telephone was extensively 
employed for communication purposes, 


absolute reliance was not placed on it,- 


and the troops were profusely equipped 
with numerous methods of ni i 
ing.

Another employment of pyrotechnics 
relates to determining the advanced 
positions after some great movement 
where loss of contact and weakening of 
organization have resulted. When such 
a movement is contemplated each soldier 
is provided with a small flare called 
“The Bengal Light,” which he puts in 
his pocket. During the night airplanes 
move over the terrain and at a pre- 
arranged signal the men ignite the lights

in an asylum before he was 
brought back to New York to 
look at an exhibition of his pic~ 
tures representing to the world a vast 
fortune in money and to him the justifi- 
cation of the intense labor and sacrifice 
of his early manhood. He was not sane 
when he came back and the power of 
doing good work had left him, but he 
had the sanest and most wholesome con- 
ception of his relation to the public possi- 
ble to any mind. He wished the public 
to look at his pictures and to leave him 
out. He was reported to have been for 
some time haunted by the idea that peo- 
ple wou!d go to his exhibition because 
they knew his sad history and felt curi- 
ous to see the work of a painter with a 
human story so picturesque and appea’- 
ing. This he thought was the last ditch 
of humiliation. This he abhorred with 
the dignity of feeling belonging to those 
who respect their work and keep their 
personal fortunes to themselves. 
Probably his fear was pretty firmly 
hased upon a knowledge of human nature, 
but if the visitors who crowded to-see 
his work came in part from a feeling of 
curiosity they must have left the gallery 
convinced of the painter’s genius. And 
in the posthumous exhibition that will 
presently be given the nine days wonder 
of poverty and suffering and an over- 
strained mind back of the masterpieces 
will belong to the past. No more he

Winter’s rages, and the pictures remain 
to tell the story of his artistic life. 

They are pictures of poignant individ- 
uality, but not of wide variety. Like 
many other artists who fall in love with 
a special theme and try repeatedly to in- 


‘terpret it with an ever higher degree of 


suecess, Blakelock would paint an oak 
tree silhouetted against a moonlit or sun- 
set sky over and over again, striving to 


get into his work some quality that lay 
just ahead of his actual achievement. 
Gradually he worked into style that 
stiffened somewhat as he developed it, 
and that was better sujted to small than 
to large canvases. 

Probably no painter would care to live 
with the great Catholina Lambert 
“Brook by Moonlight,” the salesroom 
sensation of 1916, rather than with one 
of the little intense green moonlight pic- 
tures that cover only a few square inches 
of space, but express the mystery and 
poetry of the moment with the most pas- 
sionate and tenderest feeling. It is an 
inevitable consequence of feeling so deep- 
ly that expression should be brief. Emo- 
tional intensity rarely accompanies an 
intellectual force that can hold the rap- 
ture of an ecstatic moment until a ¢arge 
composition’ has been built up to the 
point of technica] adequacy. 

This is true particularly, of course, of 
a painter whose work was so cautiously 
and slowly built. Mr. Daingerfield has 
described his method in some detail: “ He 
needed a firm, hard impasto ground,” 
he gays, in his life of the painter. 
“This was doubtless achieved by stain- 
ing in the form he wished—always a ten- 
tative and slight theme—and about this 
he wrought a thick, rich, opaque body 
of silvery tone. * * * when the sil- 
very ground of his picture was hard and 
dry, he floated upon it more forms, using 
thin paints much richer in quality of 
color; when partly dry these were flat- 
tened with a palette knife, the forms 
brought into relief by subtle wipings, 
and once more allowed to dry. This 
process was repeated frequently, and 
when the surface became gummy or over- 
glazed, he reduced it by grinding with 
pumice stone. The effect of this would 
bring the under silver of his first im- 
paste into view, and with this for his key 
of gray he developed his theme, drawing 
with the darker and relieving with the 
under paint.” 

One might think this the description 
of an ancient: Japanese worker in lac- 
quers, and a great part of the charm of 


the fine little _Blakelocks ix due to this 
exquisite craftsmanship and appreciation 
of the character of the material. 
Occasionally this love of pigment and 
vehicle and of the effects to be obtained 
by pushing their resources to the extrem- 
est limits seems to have driven from the 
artist’s mind all thought of the linear de- 
sign which in other instances p’ays a dis- 
tinguished part. Occasionally an authen- 
tic little canvas burning with Autumnal 
color will seem to be hardly more than a 
panel over which molten jewels have 
been poured in an undirected flood. But 
an artist seldom rests upon materia’ 
achievement, and Blakelock was not in- 
clined to ignore the problems that en- 
gage painters of strong intellect. In an 
account of his return to New York and 
the visit to his exhibition, an eyewitness 
speaks of his going up to his big moon- 
light picture and studying it to be sure 
that he had made the tree trunk power- 


ful enough to bear the load of its inter- . 


laced branches. In his asylum he had 
wondered if he had got it right, and he 
found with relief that it satisfied him. 
This was characteristic of an artist—the 
one who does the thing and is responsible 
for the way in which it is done. In the 
dreamiest and most emotional of the pic- 
tures by Blakelock there is something of 
this fundamental honesty not content to 
give a superficial impression, but sear °.- 
ing for the reality underlying it. There- 
fore, in spite of many repetitions of 
theme there are no two works of his that 
are alike. His own words on the possibil- 
ity of duplicating a picture were signifi- 
cant: “The same tears are never shed 
twice.” 

The Indian pictures form an interest- 
ing section of Blakelock’s total accom- 
plishment. They are the outcome of a 
visit to the West during which the paint- 
er was ardently responsive to the brill- 
iant color and freedom of the subjects 
found in the Indian encampments, and 
the. rhythm of motion among them chal- 
lenged him as it did La Farge among the 
Samoans. 

“The Pipe Dance” at the Métropoli- 


tan Museum is a painting in whieh the 
artist has concentrated al! his powers 
upon this swaying cadence of the danc- 
ers, their dim forms in the shadow of the 
trees drifting from side to side like 
shreds of mist blown by the wind, but 
conveying with singular force the im- 
pression of musica! cadences determining 
their motion. The composition in the 
picture emphasizes this impression by 
the contrast of the sturdy upright lines 
of the trees and the long, shallow diago- 
nal of the hillside, with the ¢tir of 
clouds and foliage sinking and becoming 
intensified in the ordered movement of 
the dance. 

“ The Indian Encampment,” a'so in the 
Metropolitan Museum, is one of the can- 
vases into which the. artist has packed 
the fruits of close observation, and hax 
succeeded in fusing the detail in one 
noble and serene vision. Seldom has he 
looked at nature with a mind more at 
rest. The sky that domes over the land- 
seape is neither troubled by insistent 
cloud forms nor broken by violent color. 
It rises, beautifully graduated and lumi- 
nous, above trees that are solidly drawn 
and organically constructed. The firm 
earth holds their roots securely and their 
trunks are proof against storm. On this 
secure and comforting land the Indians 
have pitched their tents. Their horses 
are standing about the canvas pyramids 
and scattered figures are seen here and 
there. The sense of the smallness of hu- 
man_activities against the vastness of 
nature is given with simple directness. 
No one can look at the picture without 
feeling the peculiar sanity of its appeal 
and the soothing quality of the perform- 
ance. 

Two or three years ago at one of the 
private galleries in New York a compar- 
atively small ‘group of RBlakelocks was 
shown, in which the color was quite un- 
like that of the sunsets and flaming Au- 
tumn foliage, of the burning blue 
nights and golden noondays familiar 
to gal'ery visitors. Most of these Iit- 
tle pictures, noe of them large in size. 
were painted with warm ivories, grays. 
pure delicate greens, clear blues, the very 
colors of the morning sky. The handling 
also was very different from the blots of 
lava flowing over the smooth panel in 
the pictures we see oftenest on public 
exhibition. The trees and other objects 
were drawn with a careful accuracy and 
clear definition. There wa- very litt!c in 
the composition or execution to speak of 
Blakelock, but there was much to speak 
of art and spiritual beauty and respect 
for nature’s integrity. 

One of Blakelock’s friends came into 
the gallery and looked long at the pic- 
tures. He was himself ,a painter, and 
knew what this other painter had seen 
and felt. Presently he said to his com- 
painion: “These are the things. These 
are the best Blakelocks.” Probably 
many artists and nearly every one not an 
artist would disagree with his verdict, 
but to a few the simplicity of the little 
pictures and the self-forgetfulness of the 
painter in his absorption in his problem 
give them an exceptional value. William 
Blake a'ways and vehemently held that 
the characteristic of a mystic was the 
clarity of his vision. For once at least 
Blakelock threw off the robe of his ro- 
manticism and was a true mystic. 

We are still too close to Blakelock the 
man, who wished, proudly, to be forgot- 
ten, for any satisfying impression of his 
work to form itself in our minds. ~ Brt 
one thing is certain, the work is in itself 
worthy of the suddenly evoked attention 
it has commanded for the last few years. 
In time it will be possible to know it 
with greater intimacy and see more than 
that the painter’s forte is emotional color 
and sumptuous texture. The more we 
can find in it of health and balance the 
more precious will-ve its significance as 
the expression of the unimpaired mind 
detached from the accidents of its later 
fortune. All art is great in proportion

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Where Soldiers Turn War Into Opera Bouffe 


Kolchak’s Forces Are Peasants, and So Are Bolsheviki in Siberia, and They 
Don’t Like Fighting—Warring for Something to Carry Away 


By LOUIS D. KORNFIELD. 


HE most discouraging thing about 
| the present-day Russian soldier 
is his provoking affebility. For 
some reason he is inclined to 
share in the delusive opinion. that the 
war is over, that the day has come for 
reconciliations, not conscriptions, that 
he, like the soldiers of any of the other 
countries at war, is entitled to a reason- 
able breathing space before being called 
upon to tackle another enemy. Most dif- 
ficult of all is to make him see the ne- 
cessity of fighting his own kind as he 
is called upon to do in the war that is 
being waged along the Ural front be- 
tween the Kolchak and Bolshevist forces. 
To make the peasants on one side think 
that the peasants on the other side are 
their enemies and that so far as they 
are concerned the war is just begun is a 
problem that taxes the ingenuity of their 
officers and brings no gratifying results 
on account of the peculiar temperamental 
twist in the peasant’s mind, whether he 
be Bolshevik or not, against fighting for 
anything that he can’t put in his pocket 
and take away with him. 

In the first place, he is sick of fighting 
as a general proposition. If he does 
fight for anything it must be something 
he can see, hear, and feel. It must be 
something for himself personally, and 
not for humanity, democracy, or even the 
fatherland: From the observations I 
have been able to make of the Russian 
soldier in Siberia, whence I returned a 
few weeks ago, I am convinced that 
upon this simple premise hangs the vital 
difference between the morale of the 
Kolehak Army and the morale of the 
Bolshevist Army that opposes it. 

The Bolshevist ranks hold together 
longer than the Kolchak troops because 
the Soviet soldiers think they are fight- 
ing for something they can carry away, 
or at least see, while the Kolchak soldiers 
must continue to feed on abstractions. 

Lenin’s commissaires educate the peas- 
ants daily into the conviction that they 
are fighting not for “country,” but for 
“ zemlia "—their “ piece of land.” They 
visualize it. It means food, shelter, and 
comfort. Kolchak is in no position to 
offer the same inducement. 

Between “ otechestvo” and “ zemlia” 
the Kolchak soldier is likely to see and 
fee! the latter more keenly than the 
former, and to make him fight for the 
“ Fatherland,” as the Siberian Govern- 
ment tries to do, is like calling upon a 
man to fight for the security and-free- 
dom of the earth when all he hungers 
for is a couple of acres of land. 

Therefore, a'ong the Ural front has 
arisen a sporadic form of vaudeville, 
whereby the burden of taking and re- 
taking towns fa'ls upon the shoulders of 
the official press bureaus. When I was 
at Omsk early in March we rated 
the capture of Ufa from the i. 
Moscow was doomed. The Viatka-Volog- 
da route to Petrograd was open. In fact, 
the allied forces from the north could 
take Petrograd within twe've hours if 
they desired to embarrass themselves 
with the task of feeding the starving in- 
habitants. June 1 was definitely set for 
Kolchak’s appearance in Moscow and the 
execution of Lenin and Trotzky by hang- 
ing, if they were foolish enough not to 
fill their pockets with gold and fly to 
Stockholm. 

Corroborative evidence of the conse- 
cuent consternation among the Bolshevist 
chiefs came to the newspapers in dis- 
patches that told one day of Trotzky’s 
order to arrest Lenin and the next day 
of Lenin’s order to arrest Trotzky, all 
on account of their inability to agree as 
to who should leave Moscow first. One 
paper denounced both dispatches as false 
because it had received the most au- 
thoritative information that both Lenin 


and Trotzky had already left Moscow 
and were at that time in hiding in Swe- 
den. 

It is now nearly the end of July. Not 
only Ufa but Perm and several other 
vital points have been retaken by the 
Bolsheviki. Kolchak is further away 
from Moscow than he was last March, 
Petrograd is still in Bolshevist hands, 
Lenin and Trotzky still turn out decrees. 

In two months in Siberia I- saw so 
much of the lack of military morale in 
the Kolchak troops that it amazed me. 
Just after leaving Irkutsk, the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross train on which I was 
traveling as a correspondent was inter- 
fered with by an échelon of “death 
head ” Cossacks who were on their way 
to the front. Having only fifteen cars 
in their train, they were not entitled 
under the regulations of the road to a 
separate engine, but had to content 
themselves when attached to another 
train. When a station master outside 
of Irkutsk requested the director of our 
train to take the Cossacks along, he took

General Peyton C. March, now Chief 
of Staff, was head of the American 
Artillery in France at that time, and 
Captain Rhoades was assigned to duty 
on the staff of that officer. His work 
covered the tactical investigation into 
the use, accomplishments, and failures, 
too, of the artillery arm in the great 
battles which had Been fought, and the 
study of plans whereby, in the battles 
still to come, the materiel, organization, 
and employment of the American artil- 
lery might be improved. 7 

Ten months after he began duty under 
General March he had been promoted 
through the grade of Major to that of 
Lieutenant Colonel, and on Oct. 1, 1918, 
he was made a Colonel and placed in 
command of the 44th Artillery, then in 
the front line in support of the 3d 
Army Corps in the Meuse-Argonne bat- 
tle. His command was increased imme- 


‘diately to brigade size by the assign- 


ment to it of' six additional battalions of , 
artillery—five American and one French. 
In the closing days of the war Colonel 
Rhoades was able to give the enemy 
some_of his own medicine. His technical 
knowledge enabled him to put into com- 
mission six captured enemy -. cannon, 
which the enemy thought they had dis- 
abled, and every one of those six field 
pieces was served with German ammuni- 
tion, abandoned by the enemy in his re- 
tirement. 

When the armistice silenced his bat- 
teries, Colonel Rhoades was recalled to 
Washington for special duty with the 
War Department. On its completion he 
was again placed in command of the 44th 
Coast Artillery Corps and sent to Fort 
Totten. 

He is doing a little independent re- 
eruiting for his regiment now. He car- 
ries in himself a sample of an “ army 
made” man, to prove his statements to 
prospective recruits when he tells them 
what the service can do for them.

Neither side gave or asked 
quarter. With the removal of the 
Czechs, however, the Kolchak Govern- 
ment was forced to replace them with 
Russian peasants, who faced the enemy 
from a different attitude. 

It is almost impossible to tell a Bol- 
shevist soldier from a Kolchak soldier, 
either together or apart. Both are 
usually Russian peasants. They look 
alike, they talk alike, they laugh alike, 
they swear alike, they think alike. You 
can’t tell their uniforms apart. I’ve seen 
herds of Bolshevist prisoners march 
down the streets of Omsk, and if it were 
not for the fact that the guards carried 
guns I could not have distinguished the 
guards from the captives. On one oc- 
casion the prisoners were passed by a 
regiment of singing soldiers. The pris- 
oners promptly took up the song and car- 
ried it off in the opposite direction. It 
was a Russian folksong and as much 
their song as the song of the Kolchak 
troops. 


Some civilian peasants in Siberia are 
constantly waging a guerrilla warfare 
against the railroad and all anti-Bolshe- 
vist troops. Most peasants in Siberia, 
more than 90 per cent. of them, accord- 
ing to the estimates of our own military 
intelligence officers at Vladivostok, are 
At any 
rate, on the surface a peasant is a peas- 
ant and there is nothing to distinguish 
a Bolshevist. peasant from a-non-Bolshe- 
vist peasant. “They look equally harmless 
in repose. What is the result? When- 
ever they perpetrate a piece of deviltry 
and are pursued by soldiers, they do not 
run very far before they either dissolve 
into the local population or else join 
with the soldiers and help them chase 
the wind. - 

The Government is constantly endeav- 
oring to enlarge its army by increasing 
conscription from the younger and better 
educated elements of Siberian life—the 
younger men who have had some school- 
ing and are consequently more likely to 
be free of the proletariat bias so strong 
in the peasant who has once had a taste

“ OU are exasperating beyond words,” shot 
out Mr. Worden. ‘Why didn’t you keep 
Mr. Truesdale here? You knew I weuld 
be back in ten minutes.” 

Harry Simms gulped hard, and replied weakly,

But besides all this, 
which represents the expected, the book 
also bas the full-length portrait of a wo- 
man, carefully drawn and with a wealth 
of detail. Most of Blasco Ibafiez’s women 
are characters of only secondary interest, 
more or less lightly sketched, but Freya 
Thalberg, the spy in German pay, though 
not herself of German blood, as she at the 
last frantically protested, striving to prove 
herself free from what she had learned to 
regard as a horrible taint, is an absorbingly 
interesting personage, second in smpor- 
tance” only to’ Ulysses Ferragut himself, 
the sea Captain who is the pivot of the 
book. ‘ 

Nevertheless, one is about a quarter of 
the way through the book before Freya 
appears upon the scene and before the 
war has any real effect upon Ferragut. 
As the first part of ‘* The Four Horsemen 
of the Apocalypse '' was dominated by the 
figure of the old Centaur, so is the first 
part of ‘“‘ Mare Nostrum "’ dominated by 
that of the old Triton, Ulysses Ferra- 
gut’s uncle, andthe person who does 
most to direct the currents of his life 
and thought. Even at the very end 
it is the Jong-age inspiration of the 
Triton which brings before his eyes 
the vision of the white Amphitrite, 
goddess of the seafoam and Lady of the 
Mediterranean. The great, robust; pagan 
shape of the Triton, he who seemed indeed 
a@ veritable art of the sea he so dearly 
loved and whose history and legends he 
knew so well, surpasses in tmpressiveness 
that of the Centaur, gnd we do not wonder 
that after he had met his destined and 
most appropriate fate the peasant women 
looked for him to come again, rising out 
of*the sea in all his shaggy, primitive 
might. It was-he-who taught Ulysses the 
lore of the Mediterranean, he who gave 
strength to the boy's inborn and inherited 
longing to become a sailor, For Ulysses 
Ferragut is but a boy when we first meet 
him, and the account of the wonderful 
Summer he spent with the Triton at his 
homie on the seacoast is one of the most 
fascinating parts of the book. 

The ‘‘ Mare Nostrum "’ (Our Sea) of the 
title is of course this blue and historical 
Méditerranean, but Ulysses sails. other 
océans and in ‘all sorts of ships before he 
buys that vessel of his own which he 
christens ‘‘ Mare Nostrum.’’ “An intel- 
ligent, yet simple, vain. passionate and 
sensual man in this Ulysses Ferragut, 
direct, yet with a. dual quality to his 
nature which at every” moment of im- 
portant decision causes him to hear two 
inward, counseling,- and contradictory 
voices. Marrie@ to a good,’ gentle, and 
deyoted woman who has given him one 
child, his dearly ‘loved son Esteban, hé 
never even dreams of such a thing as’being 
faithful to her.

of an enslaved people. He treats the epil- 
sode of the ill-fated Frankfort National 
Assembly as ‘‘ an Epic of Failure, yet of a 
failure more heroic and more honorable 
than many brilliant successes.’’ 

Mr. Dawson believes that men, power- 
ful men, are the real governors of the 
currents of world action: His method 
offers a great contrast to that of those 
glorifiers of Bismarck and the German 
Empire who unhappily had a certain 
vogue before the war. He gives us, in a 
series of keen etchings, a very true pict- 
ure of the conscientious absolutism of 
King Frederick William IV. of Prussia. 
He shows us how in 1842-48 the German 
people and this outworn despot spoke two 
different languages and lived, as Hermann 
von Beckerath said, ‘‘in different cent- 
uries."’ 

King Frederick William could not un- 
derstand why his people did not share in 
the belief that he was really the inspired 
vice regent of the Ruler of the universe. 
He was, in fact, more of an anachronism 
in 1844 than the Emperor of Germany 
was in 1914; for in 1844 the German peo- 
ple had not begun to be corrupted by 
Kaiserism. ‘‘ Had Prussia in 1848 had a 
ruler, or even a statesman of commanding 
influence, genuinely devoted to the cause

Like theirs, his is the life 
of an everyday American boy in one of 
these small towns Mr. Tarkington knows so 
well, but as an individual he is quite dif- 
ferent. Not clever at school, remarkable 
there rather for stupidity than for any- 
thing else, not in the least distinguished 
at college, often ungrammatical and 
usually inarticulate, “not much of & 
talker,” subject to much teasing on the 
part of his quicker-witted friend, one is 
nevertheless aware from the very first 
that beneath it all there is that which is 
to make him what he presently becomes, 
“ wise and gentle and good.” “Because of 
the serious note, which is sopnded in the 
beginning, and runs all through the book 
until at the last it dominates, Ramsey Mil- 
holland’s story is not so comic as “ Seven- 
teen,’’ or as the adventures of Penrod, and 
it holds no minor character to rival the 
unforgettable Jane. Nevertheless, much of 
it is very funny indeed. The account of 
Ramsey’s school days, of his hatred for 
Dora Yocum, whom he mentally denounces 
as a “Teacher's Pet,” and who was the 
banner pupil of the class, of his first love, 
Milla Rust, a young person with curls, 
who made the great mistake of being too 
sweet, are as chuckle-provoking as any one 
could desire. ‘Yet even the tale of what 
happened at the picnic and the picture of 
Ramsey receiving his first love letter, are 
not as amusing as the experiences of Ram- 
sey and his chum Fred Mitchell, when they 
went to the State University, where the 
exasperating Dora Yocum was promptly 
elected Vice President of the class—the 
class of 1918. . One of the central activi- 
ties of the university was the “ Lumen 
Society,” this being an “ organization of 
male and female students for the develop- 
ment of the powers of debate and oratory, 
intellectual and social progress,” and a 
few other things especially appalling to 
Ramsey. When greatly against his will 
he rose to make his maiden_speech before 
this august body he seemed to be “an as- 
sembled collection of parts which had re- 
lapsed each into its own individuality.” 
It is as impossible not to sympathize with 
his anguish as it is impossible not to laugh 
at him. His sufferings are so intense, so 
genuine—and so young. 

Far above and beyond the keen sense of 
humor, the narrative skill and knack of 
holding the reader’s interest, is this ability 





while respecting and cherishing our ad- 
mirable institutions, we do not at least a 
little respect and cherish our admirable 
language. Dora is the only one among 
the young people in the book who does 
not commit frequent outrages upon her 
mother tongue; and Dora is an exceptional 
student—and a pacifist. However, she re- 
covers from her pacifism in course of time, 
and, to speak truth, one cannot avoid a 
sneaking feeling that the author forced it 
upon her in order to complete his picture.

may be to poetry, when it is employed in 
the service of an idea, not merely for its 
own sake. 

The trouble with Mr. Bodenheim—at 
least, one of the troubles; far be it from 
ws to proffer a complete diagnosis of any 
poet!—is that he shares the belief of many 
writers far distant from him in method, 
that poetry should prove something. Some- 
times it is set to prove a social theory, 
sometimes an ethical truth. Mr. Boden- 
heim’s is the reverse of the shield; with 
all of the zeal of the born propagandist, 
he launches his graceful conyolutions of 
line and color to prove that poetry should 
prove nothing. And, like all the rest, the 
more completely he allows his theory to 
possess him, the more he becomes the poet 
of a coterie, the less a poet at large. Of 
course, this may be exactly Mr. Boden- 
heim’s aim, but it is a misfortune to liter- 
ature, for he has certain qualities That 
would certainly enrich it, if he would only 
permit them to flow, undammed by doc- 
trine. 


Three yeats ago, Mr. Witter Bynner, un- 
til then a poet industrious but undistin- 
guished, burst upon the world as one of 
the authors of a delightful farce, which 
might have been entitled ‘‘ The Biters 
Bit.'’ Imagists, Vorticists, Cubists, Ists of 
all shapes and -dijmensions, were outdone 
by the ‘ Spectrists,’’ to the awed admira- 
tion of the coteries. And it turned out 
that the Spectrists were only Witter Byn- 
ner and a couple of other irreverent young 
poets, amiably ambitious to raise mayhem 
to a fine art. How well they succeeded, 
a still laughing public knows. But upon 
one of the trio the satiric experiment has 
left curious traces. In Mr. Bynner’s new 
volume, ‘‘ The Beloved Stranger,’’ the 
voice is Jacob’s voice, but the hand is the 
hand of Esau. In other words, the poems 
in it seem less the work of the Witter Byn- 
ner, who wrote ‘‘ The New World ’’ and 
other academic exercises in verse, than 
of ‘‘ Emanuel Morgan,’’ his alter ego of 
Spectrist fame. 

William Marion Reedy discusses this 
Phenomenon at length in a preface to the 
book, suggesting that ‘‘ Mr. Bynner would 
seem to be possessed by a personality he 
conjured from his subliminal self,’’ and 
compares his case to that of William 
Sharp and Fiona Macleod. 

This is an interesting speculation, though 
the fact that Mr. Bynner advertises his 
Siamese soul, and brings his doppelganger 
in as a reinforcement to himself, as it 
were, instead of keeping them separate 
with an almost agonized care and secrecy, 
as did William Sharp, tempts one to the 
suspicion that Mr. Bynner's psycholozy in 
the matter is less esoteric than Mr. Reedy 
would have us believe. 

But the proof of the pudding, efter all, 
is in the eating, and the important ques- 
tion is whether Emanuel Morgan is a bet- 
ter poet than Witter Bynner was. On the 
whole, yes. He makes the reader think, 
and when he doesn’t make him thinl, he 
makes him guess, and Mr. Bynner seul 
seldom did either. On the point of merit, 
Mr. Reedy speaks with an eloquence that 
echoes, to the uninitiate ear, of over-long 
association with the ouija-board. He says 
of the poems: 

There is that in them, by virtue of 
something like chemic action among the 
rhythms and phrases and words, which 
is in effect.an aura of impressions hover- 
ing over them and taking form in sub- 
jective creations by the reader. * * * 
They carry an oversoul. * * © Where 
the poems are most sensuous in their 
quality they are so as if the passion 
somehow is decarnalized by its own in- 
tensity; it becomes an incandescent, vari- 
colored wruith hovering over its expres- 
sion in the mere words. 


All of which should be kept in mind by 
the reader who would préperly appreciate 
the ‘‘ aura”’ of, for instance, the poem, 
** I Drink.’’ We are glad to be able to 
throw the burden of its elucidation upon 
Mr. Reedy, for we personally are unable 
to explain it, except—of course—by the ob- 
vious fact that it was written before Juiy 
1 of the present year.

LESSONS OF THE WORLD WAR. By -Au-

HAMON has written a book 
which, by its strong anti-mili- 
tarism and -its comprehensive- 
* ness, reminds one of Nicolai's 
** Biology of War.’’ M. Hamon’'s point of 
view, however, is sociological rather than 
biological, and it is the future rather than 
the past that interests him. The author 
is a Franco-Belgian, whom Professor Ged- 
des introduces to English readers as a man 
ef varied experiences and attainmen‘ts—an 
editor, a publicist, a sociologist, und an ed- 
ttator. The book is based upon lectures 
delivered in the University of Londvn in 
1916. It is a scientific book, the avthor 
tells us, dealing with a social phenomenon 
of first importance—the_war; therefore, 
(although it does appear a little belated,) 
it is quite independent of the particular 
time of its appearance, and of the Issue of 
the particular events concerned. Sti'! the 
habit of making forecasts does detract from 
the scientific manner, and first and last 
the present volume is not free from much 
of the traces of dogmatic thinking and 
prejudice, or, at least, from much posi- 
tiveness of statement on some rather fun- 
damental questions. Interesting and val- 
wable and in some ways unique though the 
book is, it seems, after all, to skim upon 
the surface of social questions, and never 
to come to close quarters with them. 

Waris a crime. That is the sun. and 
substance of the author's thesis. Crime 
ean never be codified; therefore, laws re- 
garding war must be futile. War is by its 
nature absolute, and should be, if we are 
to have war at all. To call it absolute and 
conduct it accordingly is at least sincere. 
If the great war has taught us anything 
it is that the only final preventive of war 
fis total disarmament. Such disarmament 
is now almost certain to come sutomatic- 
ally and as an economic necessity, for only 
by ridding itself of its burden of milita- 
rism caf the world right itself and make 
a living and pay its enormous debts. Mil- 
itarism in the old sense, with its prufes- 
sional goldiering, is gone forever. ‘Vars 
have now become civilian activiiies. ‘There 
are no longer noncombatants in war. Long 
military training is of little avail. The 
wars of the future, if there are to be any, 
will be ‘wars of engineers and administra- 
tors. “War is a barbaric survival in an 
industrial world. It is totally antagonistic 
to modern industry and business, the utter 
destroyer of credit upon which the whole 
framework of -modern productivity is 
based. War, full of old customs and tra- 
ditions, is itself a tradition. It is a school 
of crime and it must go. 

M. Hamon writes in an interesting way, 
pointing out many other ‘' lessons’ of 
the war touching upon a great variety of 
topics from the profound changes result- 
ing from the new mastery of the sea to 
the universal condemnation of the Taylor 
system and all its» kind which he sees in 
the fact that man has demonstrated that 
he is most himself and most efficient when 
he expresses his own will, and not when 
he is treated like a machine. The reo:gan- 
ization of labor emerges as the great so- 
cial problem of the war. Men must unite 
in order to be strong, but we must beware 
of the strong State. The war was a war 
of autocracy against democracy, and its 
inevitable result is the decline of ali au- 
thority. It has been a contest also be- 
tween two types of soclalism—the central- 
fzed Marxian variety and the libertarian 
socialism. The victory is with tho latter. 
The war has shown that collectivism is the 
normal state of man, and therefore the 
great day of socialism is ushered in. The 
war teaches that it is idle to condemn 
the manifestations of revolt, which is the 
salt of the earth. It was French socialism 
that saved civilization from sinking into 
Pan Germanism; it was the Franco-Bel- 
gian proletariat through the spirit incul- 
cated by the propaganda of the anarchists 
of the latter half of the nineteenth cent- 
ury which, strange to say, has preserved 
our freedom. The socialism of the future 
must._be a socialism free from the great 
evils of government by: delegation, which 
insensibly and fatally tends toward ail the 
abuses of the old bureaucracy. © Liberty, 
federation, syndicalism seem to be the or- 
der of the day. Man individaaity must 
cope with his own political problems just 
as he does with his domestic prob.ems. 
Small groups with bonds so loose that each 
can preserve its own autonomy are. the 
natural political units. It is a day of new 
thoughts and these new thoughts men 
have learned in camp and trench, where 
they have come to know one another in’ 
reality.

R. COHEN’S experience as a concili-

The text of his book is a parallel between 
the world war and the war between capital 
and labor. Both sides act like Germany in 
their methods of preparedness, and attack 
in the méthod to do most damage to the 
enemy. What ts needed is a policy of dis- 
armament and a substitution of the princi- 
ples of right for the force of might. Just 
as the welfare of the world required the de- 
feat of German domination, so the welfare 
of the community requires -that neither 
capital nor labor should prevail over the 
other in a brute trial of strength and ex- 
haustion, waged at the cost of the commu- 
nity as well as of the combatants. Mr. Co- 

hen cites the loss of the street car compa- 
nies of $3,750,000 of receipts as a measure 
of the loss to the community by interrup- 
tion of public facilities which neither party 
had a right to inflict upon the public for a 
private quarrel. 

~ The root of both strikes and lockouts is 
the claim of both sides to be able to meet 
the offensive of the other by extreme poli- 
cies of “hiring” and ‘“‘firing.”” The 
workers claim a right to take the emfloy- 
ers at a disadvantage, and the employers 
claim a right to defend themselves against 
the unions. Thus the unions seek to force 
themselves into employment and the wage- 
payers retort by seeking to exclude them. 
Both sides should be made to lay down 
their weapons and receive in return equal- 
ity of rights and legal protection in them. 
That could be attained by aging 
them to agree voluntarily on contracts re- 
garding conditions of employment, by re- 
quiring the registration of such contracts, 

and then upholding them by all the agen- 
cies of the Government. Those who break 
such contracts should be regarded and 
treated as enemies of the common welfare, 

and no one, neither capital nor labor, nor 
on any pretense of humanity or prosperity, 

should be left power ‘‘ secretly, separately, 

and of its single choice,’’ to disturb the in- 
dustrial peace—in the manner of Germany. 

” ‘That ts not merely a concession of labor’s 
demanded privilege of ‘‘ collective bargain- 
ing."’ It is the imposition of the privilege 
as a duty, and the requirement of fulfill- 

ment of duty equally by both Jabor and 
capital. It is at that point that labor dis- 

sents. Labor thinks that capital should be 

under legal restrictions, but that unions 

should be freé from legal responsibility. At 

the recent session of the federation there 

was bitter complaint that the largest union 

had been found answerable for $600,000 

damages by its unlawful conduct, and there 

‘was a demand that the law which binds 

capital should not apply to labor. That 

case affords no argument against Mr. Co- 

hen’s policy, but it provides an object les- 

son of the difficulty in bringing even such 

a@ conservative body as the federation to 

see that labor should not have rights above

This is 

particularly true of that latter-day Vic- 

torian, ERNEsT Dowson, whose name in 

recent years has threatened to live more 
$ in the tradition of his misfortunes and 
Ee the reckless manner of his life than in 
the eloquence and beauty of the few lyr- 
ics and prose sketches that he left to pos- 
terity. A collection of Dowson’s poems, 
indeed, would be somewhat difficult to 
find—until now that the hospitable spirit 
io presiding over the admirable series of pub- 
ea lications known as “ The Modern Library” 
has extended a welcome to his work both 
prose and verse. This new volume in 
“The Modern Library,” under the title 
“The Poems and Prose of Ernest Dow- 
son,” brings together the fugitive best if 
not all of the poet’s work, and reprints 
besides the excellent memoir, first pub- 
: lished in 1900, immediately following 
4 Dowson’s death, by his friend ABTHUB 
3 Symons. Here one has recorded the fit- 
ful, melancholy career of this iJl-starred 
3 poet, the aesthetic principles that gov- 
. erned him im his art, and his actual 
achievement as a writer of verse and

OWSON’S work, as shown in this lit- 
tle volume, is certainly not marked 
by great originality. It is distinctly of a 
minor quality and comes frankly under 
the influence, alternately, of Pow and 
be SwINBUBNE.

“The viol, the violet and the vine "— 
é was. Dowson’s “ ideal of a line of verse,” 
@ according to Mr. Symons, and one finds 
just that sort of alliterative beauty, that 
dwelling on mere musical sound, that one 
might expect from such an ideal, through- 
out Dowson’s lyrics. The best of these, 
the most characteristic of the poet's 
method and genius, and certainly satu- 
3 rated to the full with his bohemianism,

night, ah, yesternight.” Here, in imagery, 
‘mm spirit, in the recurrence of the fourth 
and last lines; there is more the Villon- 
esque flavor than any grace of thought 
or phrasing from the muse either of 
SwiInBuRNE or Por.

OWSON, as a disciple of SwINBURNE 
and, more remotely, Por, was, above 
all else, a fashioner of rhymes, an adept 
in the use of meters from the simplest to 
the most intricate, and for this reason his 
art as a versemaker might seem fairly 
antipodal, in method and substance, to 
the art of the “New Poets.” But this 
goes on the popular assumption that the 
latter are deliberately careless of form, 
scornful of rhyme and meter, and dis- 
tinguished from all other poets by their 
adherence. to vers libre as the one and 
only vehicle for their poetry. This, how- 
ever, is totally to misconceive what these 
“New Poets” are after. Free verse is, 
of course, used by them, but it is not an 
essential of their poetical creed. Miss 
Amy LowELL, who comes as near as any 
one to being the leader in this so-called 
“new movement,” and whose own ex- 
quisite handling of a wide variety of 
verse forms entitles her to speak with au- 
thority on the subject, in her “ Tendencies 
in Modern American Poetry ” tells us: 


When people spéak of the “ New 
Poetry,” arog generally mean that 
poetry which is written in the newest, 
freer forms. But such a distinction 
is misleading in the extreme, for, after 
all, forms are merely forms, of no par- 
ticular value unless they are the nec- 
essary and adequate clothing to some 
particular manner of thought. There 
is a New Poetry today, and the new 
forms are a part of its attire, but the 
body is more important than the cloth- 
ing and existed before it. 





GAIN, as in the preface to her 
“Sword Blades and Poppy Seeds,” 
and especially in the fine initial poem in 
that collection, Miss LOwELL emphasizes 
the incalculable value to the poet of the 
perfect word, the appropriate verse form. 
Her “Ephraim Bard, dealer in words,” 
assures us that, 
All books are either dreams or swords, 
You can cut or you can drug with 
words. 
And the verse writer who is conscien- 
tious in his work, who would have genu- 
ine dealings with this inexorable old 
“Dealer in Words,” must face the full 
limit of the artist’s proverbial self-abne- 
gation to attain his ends. For, this Deal- 
er is particular in his choice of customers: 


I sell my fancies, or my swords, 

To those who care far more for words, 
Ideas, of which they are the sign, 
Than any other life-design. 

Who buy of me must simply pay 
Their whole existence quite away. 


It will thus be seen that this New Poetry, 
as interpreted by Miss LowELL, is more 
rather than less insistent than much of 
what we may call, by contrast, the Old 
Poetry, on the technical, the artistic side 
of verse-making, and that it is far from 
being the haphazard sort of emotional, 
formless writing that popular fancy is 
d to id it.

HE more Americans and Britons 

know of each other’s daily life, in 

this new age, says Frank Dilnot, 

the better. And he is not the 
first Englishman who has pointed out 
how much may depend, in the future, 
on real friendship between the United- 
States and Great Britain. But we know 
of few British writers, setting forth 
their ‘‘ impressions of America,’’ who 
have given the reader—the- American 
reader surely; and in all probability the 
well-informed English -reader as well—so 
great a sense of careful study, of intimate 
knowledge, of judgment friendly but un- 
biased, in short, of real. thought and 
sanity. Too often when we read what 
foreigners have to say about us, we are 


_ trritated by the emphasis laid upon Ameri- 


can hustle, extravagance, wealth, upon 
** idiosynerasies '' of speech and manner; 
such “‘ impressions" may be altogether 
accurate, and friendly, too; but they are 
superficial; they present the part for the 
whole, and we resent them as being some- 
how unjust. ‘‘ That may all be true,’’ 
‘* but America is not really like 


we say, 
that." Not a trace of such irritation is 
justified in reading Mr. Dilnot’s book— 


and this in spite of the fact that he is 
sometimes more critical than the writers 
who chatter of our tall buildings and our 
fast motor cars and the amount of money 
we spend! 

Mr. Dilnot writes about our manners, 
and our slang, and our clothes, along with 
ether more serious subjects. But he does 
not write in the fashion of one who skims 
the surface of things. Whatever the topic 
may be, his way of going at it is not su- 
Perficial. He disagrees with certain 
American ideas, he finds fault with certain 
American habits; but we feel that he is 
honestly thoughtful and keenly observant, 
as well as very friendly indeed, and we 
welcome every page of his little book. 

Mr. Dilnot writes as the result, not of a 
few months in this country, but a resi- 
dence here of two years—very important 
years, 1917 and 1918. And he writes of 
America at peace and at war. One of the 
tnteresting things he says in his preface 
has to do with the thousands of English- 
men, all experts of one kind or another, 
who have been in this country on war mis- 
sions. Of them Mr. Dilnot writes: 

They take back to Britain a new 
vision of America. And they are mis- 
sionaries in a double sense, for it is 
certain they have spread among active 
circles in the United States a better 
understanding of British character, 
possibly also of British capacity. 
These men for years to come will be 
paying tribute not only to the dynamic 
force American genius in emer- 


inevitable as the result of the growing na- 
tionalist movement in India, the part tak- 
en by India herself in the war, and the 
democratic aims of the Allies, as formu- 
lated by President Wilson. The support 
rendered by India to Engiand in the war 
was incalculable. For the first time in 
history Moslems fought against their own 
brethren; there are 60,000,000 Mohamme- 
dans in India, and Germany counted on 
their disaffection from England as she 
counted on the disaffection of the Irish. 
But the Mohammedans rallied magnifi- 
cently to the English cause, in spite of 
the fact that Turkey was fighting with 
Germany. High caste Hindus, forbidden by 
their religion from crossing the ocean, from 
cating with or touching the infidel or low- 
castes, disobeyed these prohibitions and 
fought gallantly in French trenches. Rich 
Maharajas outfitted hospital ships, Indian 
women knitted, like their English sisters; 
considering the average income of the ryot, 
the money raised in support of the war 
compared favorably with the sums raised 
by the richer countries. The demand for 
constitutional reform in India was urgent; 
in compliance with it the new Secretary of 
State for India, E. S. Montagu, made a 
tour of the country in 1917, and the so- 
called Montagu-Chelmsford report of -1918 
is the result of that tour. 

There has been much adverse criticism 
of that report from the more radica] In- 
dian groups. A very recent one speaks 
.of it in terms of unmeasured disapproval. 
But the author of this volume, Fred 
B. Fisher, says that, as a result of the 
report, ‘‘ India’s future looks brighter 
than at any period in her history.’’ Nor 
is Mr. Fisher a “ reactionary '’; his book 
is written throughout in a liberal spirit, 
he sees things from the point of view of 
the ‘* Young India’’ of Lajpat Rai. 
Among the chief recommendations of the 
report, Mr. Fisher lists the following: 

The most important recommendation 
in the report is the bifurcation of the 
Viceregal Council, which, in an advis- 
ory capacity to the Viceroy, stands at 
the head of the Administration in India. 
Formerly in his Council of sixty mem- 
bers the Viceroy has had a majority of 
six.nominated members—33 to 27. This 
majority is to be abolished and the 
Council, which will hereafter be called 
the Legislative Assembly of India, will 
number 100 members, with two-thirds 
to be elected by the people themselves. 
Of the one-third whom the Viceroy 
nominates at least one-third must be 
nonofficial. The second and smaller 
chamber, corresponding in a way to our 
Senate, will retain an official majority, 
with twenty-nine bers inated 
and twenty-one elected. It will be the 
final legislative body. 

Besides this, there is to be an ‘* exten- 
sion of provincial autonomy,’’ with in- 
creasing responsibility for the provinces. 
Certain matters, known as “* transferred 
bjects,** are to be delegated to the local

He has a finely interesting chapter on a 
most diverse group of American public 
men—Colonel House, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Elihu Root, Orville Wright, and Billy 
Sunday.

ened conviction of the importance of thé 
part the Pacific Ocean will play: in the 
coming decades. Written before the end 
of the -war was in sight, its approach to 
the questions of international inflyence in 
the western ocean is not in the feast in- 
validated.by the subsequent.events. For 
the author was evidently calmly persuad- 
ed that there could be but one end to the 
war, and-his arguments and cond@usions 
are all.upon that basis. His thesis is that 
of the four great powers that have hith- 
erto dominated the Pacific, Great Britain, 
the Unfted States, Japan, and Germany, 
since the last named has so discredited 
itself by its attitude toward the native 
peoples of its possessions and by its con- 
stant use of its colonies as bases for the 
extension of. political power, the other three 
must recognize the importance ef work- 
ing in open-handed co-operation, with 
mutual recognition of one another's rights. 
His insistence upon calling the United 
States an ‘‘ empire’ and our policy in 
the Pacific as ‘‘ imperialism *’ will doubt- 
less be offensive to American readers. His 
practice arises, apparently, from inherent 
inability to understand why the. United 
States ventured upon expansion in the 
Pacific. His entire discussion reveals no 
inkling of appreciation of the fact that 
this country promptly shouldered the 
Philippine Islands, not because it wanted 
them at that time, or wanted anything 
they could bring, but because there was 
nothing else to do with them that met its 
notions of right and justice. 

It is a hopeful sign that Mr. Fletcher, 
in nearly all of his discussion of the future 
of the Pacific islands, insists that the 
dominant nations there must make the 
welfare of the island peoples as much their 
purpose as commercial gain. It is true 
that he does not insist upon this point 
“quite as sternly and emphatically as he 
might, but it means much to the future 
of civilization that in this kind of a book 
the subject should be broached at all. In- 
cidentally, he gives high praise to the pol- 
icy of education and uplift of the natives 
that has been followed by the United 
States in the Philippines. 

The general tenor of the book is that 
of historical survey of the attitude in the 
past of each of the four nations toward 
the problems and possibilities presented by 
the Pacific. There is a good deal, also, 
about Australasian interests in the Pacific 
and their relation to the other interests 
discussed, especially those of the United 
States. While the volume in general is 
not of first-class importance, the fact that 
it is written from the point of view of 
an Australian rather than from that of a 
resident of England gives it a rather spe- 
cial interest for American readers.

All the courts of Europe were seefhing 
pots of intrigue; after the Paris Treaty of 
March 30, 1856, Great Britain became con- 
scious that she had played a losing game, 
and the Emperor of the French added to 
her humiliation by responding enthusiasti- 
cally to Russia's advances. Italy expected 
a reward for her part in the struggie which 
had preceded the treaty, but she was coldly 
informed by Lord Clarendon that ** she 
must be satisfied with the gi®y she had 
acquired '’ and with the respest of the 
world, which acknowiedged her bravery. 
Austria was thinking seriously of m-king 
a@ vassal of Prussia, if she did not in any 
way jeopardize her Italian usurpations by 
so doing. Mr. Dawson, with a precision 
of attack and a most satisfactory sense of 
proportion, makes the condition of Europe 
before 1864 appallingty clear; and in 1864 
we come to the crisis in that Schileswig- 
Holstein controversy which had such a 
great influence on the foundation of the 
German Empire and the wars of the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries. 

A careful reader of this book will hardly 
need the ponderous interpretation which 
we diplomatists in Copenhagen formerly 
handed to one another. 

Christian IX., formerly Prince Christian 
ef Gliicksburg, was duly proclaimed King 
of Denmark and Grand Duke of the Elbe 
Duchies. He had declared Schleswig a part 
of Denmark, and Russia, France, and Eng- 
land apparently agreed to support his ac- 
tion. This, however, did not in the least 
suit the new King of Prussia or Bismarck, 
who was as far seeing as he was un- 
scrupulous. Prussia and Austria seized 
Schleswig-Holstein, with the connivance 
apparently of the English Government, 
which had the full sympathy of Queen Vic- 
toria and the modified consent of the 
French; but when it was made plain that 
Prussia intended to violate unblushingly 
every assurance she had given that the 
nationality of Schleswig should be re- 
spected, both Queen Victoria and Louis 
Napoleon expressed horror of the trans- 
action. In a message to her Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, Aug. 25, 1864, the Queen 
insisted, in the strongest terms, that Great 
Britain should make Prussia understand 
the vileness of her conduct. 

Bismarck, with the Kiel Canal in view, 
as the base for the formation éf a great 
Mavy, received these protests with his 
customary cynicism. Austria was soon 
pushed into the cold, and England, France 
and Russia found other and apparently 


“more important questions to consider. 


Among the historical problems Mr. Daw- 
son touches, not always with the intention 
of giving direct solutions to them, that of 
the effect of the rape of Schleswig on the 
future of Europe is very clearly answered; 
and, while he holds no brief for Prince 
Bismarck, his position regarding him is 
made all the more valuable, because he 
has a high admiration for the great quali- 
thes of this German ‘‘ superman.” If, 
however, he had set out to show that Bis- 
marck was entirely unprincipled in his 
methods for the aggrandizement of united 
Germany, he could not have done it more 
thoroughly. He shows us in action the 
Machiavellian mind of this potent man, 
who evidently believed in that German 
God, the Prussian Holy Ghost, who was 
in 1864 like a crescent moon, but who 
shone with the brightness of a million 
swords in 1914. 

Schleswig-Holstein had been absorbed by 
Prussia. This was an accomplished fact, 
Austria had been ‘‘ extruded.’’ In 1867 
the rest of Europe discovered that Prussia 
had determined to treat as a “ scrap of 
paper '’ the provisions of the Treaty of 
Prague. Bismarck’s policy in relation to 
the military treaties with the Southern 
States of Germany was described by Count 
Beust as a ‘‘ masterpiece of treachery. ’’ 

. Dawson, while admitting that Bis- 
marck, as he says himself, did not always 
run “ straight,’’ “of 
blood and iron ’’ against this reproach. It

THREE CHEVRONS. By Major H..F. Bid- 
der, D. 8. O. *‘ On Active Service Series.” 
New York: John Lane & Co. 


IKE the great majority of private cor- 
respondence, Major Bidder’s recent- 
ly published war letters are pri- 

marily of interest to those of his im- 
mediate acquaintance; yet they dif- 
fer essentially from the usual- category 
of personal reminiscences in that they 
possess a peculiar, unstudied charm 
and accuracy of portrayal that lend 
them a distinct historical value. It was 
only after considerable doubt and hesita- 
tion on the part ef Major Bidder, an Eng- 
lish Army officer, who has won the Dis- 
tinguished Service Order, that they were 
finally published with the stipulation that 
no alterations should be made in the orig- 
inal text. We cannot help feeling grateful 
to the Major for this stipulation, because 
he has presented us with a first-hand, vivid 
account of his life in the trenches, day by 
day, from the time he left Engiand on 
Sept. 20, 1914, until the day after the 
signing of the armistice, Nov. 12, 1918. 
Everything that he saw, everything that 
he felt is portrayed simply and realistic- 
ally, just as it was written under the pres- 
sure and inspiration of the moment. 

For the most part the letters are merely 
rough sketches of the daily routine life of 
the trenches, written with quiet British 
humor and interspersed with vivid descrip- 
tions of an occasional offensive or mid- 
night attack. It is no new aspect of trench 
life that Major Bidder presents to us; one 
gieans the same familiar impression of 
mud, waste, and desolation that is to be 
found in all such accounts, yet there is an 
unfeigned sense of sincerity and a keen ap- 
preciation of the humor of situations that 
run all through this little collection of let- 
ters. We search in vain for any disparag- 
ing remarks concerning the conduct of the 
Germans; the nearest approach to it is a 
good-natured contempt for their harmiess 
practice of sniping. Few really harrowing 
and sordid details enter into these snap- 
shot glimpses of the war, but the reader 
cannot help but sense a sort of neFvous 
tension and highly charged expectancy that 
lurk between the lines. Several rather 
amusing experiences with French natives 
are interspersed with such keen observa- 
tions on British pyschology as this: ‘* I’m 
inclined to think all round that we are 
worst at the Unknown and best at the 
Known; that we are more imaginative 
than is usually allowed, and that our forte 
is taking on considerable odds once they 
have developed.’’ 

On the whole, the book is a concise epit- 
ome of the réle played by the British offi- 
cer in the great struggie which has just 
closed.

CAUSED BIG JUMP IN VALUES 


Residence Block Which Cost $420,- 
000 Twenty-one Years Ago Now 
Taxed ‘at $2,425,000. : 


In the recent death of Andrew Carne~ 
sie attention has been sharply directed 
to the prominent part he played in the 
splendid residential development of 
upper Fifth Avenue.’ The purchase in 


‘1888 of his home plot on the apex of | 


what has eince become properly known 
as Carnegie Hill was an event of more 
than ordinary importance in the realty 
activities of that time, and led, in the 
succeeding three years, to an era of 
enormous real estate speculation in all 
of the vacant avenue blocks north of the 
Carnegie _ holdings. The speculative 
hopes that all of the property facing the 
bark up to 110th Street would very soon 
be occupied by expensive homes was 
not realized and many “buyers who 
looked forward to handsome profits were 
glad to get rid of their ‘burdéns with. 
moderate losses. While’ afew fine 
houses were built in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the Carnegie mihsion soon 
after its completion, it has only been 
within the last five or six ‘years that 
any strong tendency toward permanent 
home improvement of some of the plote 
immediately north of ae react Street 
has been seen. 

Outside of his Fifth Avenue residetice 
block and the large Ninetieth Street cor- 
ner opposite his garden, which he 
bought for protective purposes in 1917 
from Charles A. Gould, Mr. Carnegie 
owned comparatively little land on Man- 
hattan Island. He was not a buyer of 
real estate for investment, as many 
other men of wealth have been. Besides’ 
the parcels mentioned the only other city 
realty of which he died possessed was 
the two plots at 58 and 55 East Ninetieth 
Street, occupied by his garage, and three 
parcels at 155 to 159 West Fifty-sixth 
Street, adjoining Carnegie Hall. Their 
total assessed valuation is $3,799,000, of 
which $3,286,000 represents land value, 
In the aggregate it is quite a réspectable 
mass of realty. 


Mr. Carnegie’s home plot hag a front- 
age of 201.5 feet on Fifth Avenue, 204.5 
feet on Ninetieth Street and 276.8 feet on 
Ninety-first Street. On the latter street 
he also owned a vacant plot adjoining 
his grounds and two old four-story flats 
at 22 and 24 East Ninety-first Street, 
adjoining the Madison Avenue corner, 
giving him a total frontage on that 
street of 357.8 feet. The large plot con- 
taining the house and gardens is as- 
sessed at $2,000,000 land value and, 
with the building, at $2,425,000. The 
three extra Ninety-first parcels have an 
assessed value of $176,000 for the land 
and $196,000 with the buildings. The 
garage, covering a 25 foot lot at 55 East 
Ninetieth Street, between Madison and 
Park Avenues, is assessed at $55,000, of 
which $21,000 is land value. The ad- 
joining parcel at 53 is vacant, being 
assessed at $21,000. The Fifty-sixth 
Street property ts covered by a garage 
at 155 West Fifty-sixth Street, 25 
feet front, valued for taxation at $33,- 
000 for the land and $37,000 with the 
improvement, while the-adjoining fifty- 
foot plot at 157 and 159 has a value of 
$70,000, ‘with $100,000, including -the 
building, which is a stablé, 

The large Fifth Avenue parcel on the 
southeast corner of Ninetieth Street is 
assessed at $965,000. It was the last 
piece of real estate purchased by Mr. 
Carnegie, who bought it in February, 
1917, from Charles A. Gould, who had 
owned the greater part for over twenty 
years. It covers 100.8 feet on the ave- 
nue by 255.6 on the street and its pur- 
chase was in keeping with Mr, Carne- 
gie’s policy in buying when he ac- 
quired his home plot the entire block to 
the north, “between Ninety-first and 
Ninety-second Streets, thé last of which 
was sold off to congenial neighbors a 
few years ago. 

Mr. Carnegie’s object in acquiring’ the 
Ninetieth Street corner at 80 late a date 
was said to have been due to his aver- 
sion to having an Apartment house 
erected overlooking his garden. Only a 
short time before, one of the monstrosi- 
ties on upper Fifth Avenue, a twelve- 
story apartment, had been erected on 
the plot adjoining the handsome home 
of Henry Phipps, one of Mr. Carnegie’s 
old partners in the steel business, at the 
north corner of Eighty-seventh Street. 
The plot between Eighty-seventh and 
Eighty-eighth Streets had long been va- 
cant. It is said to have‘ been offered 
at‘a high figure to Mr. Phipps, who de- 
clined to purchase, and the big apart- 
ment. now overtops his residence, 

The purchase of the Ninetieth Street 
corner is said to have cost Mr. Carnegie 
anywhere from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000, 
the latter figure probably being much 
too high. The immediate corner, which 
Mr. Gould got only three or four years 
before the sale, was for many years one 
of the curiosities of that part of the ave- 
nue. From time almost immemorial it 
was occupied by an old woeden shack, 
@ reminder of the days of goats and 
rocks, from which were dispensed to 
the motormen ofthe Fifth Avenue buses, 
and others, pink lemonade, peanuts, ba- 
nanas, huge ginger cakes, and other deli- 
cacies. of simple days. Soon after Mr. 
Carnegie’s purchase the old shanty dis- 
appeared and the entire plot has been 
let for tennis playing in Summer and 
ice skating in Winter. The lower half 
of the block is occupied by four fine 
houses, that of Archer M. Huntington 
adjoining the Carnegie plot. The other 
three houses are those of Jay Gould, 
McLane Van Ingen,. and Malcolm D. 
Whitman, the latter being the north 
corner of Eighty-ninth Street.
